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PREFACE. 



X HE Editor feme time paft publifhed a Hiitory 
of Leomiiiftcr^ with which, iaffus Jolt natalis 
smore, he commenced in preference^ though he had 
better information concerning other parts of the 
Countjr of Hereford : his original defign being to 
tiefcribe the moft noted places in the County, he 
has ventured to profecute his plan by giving an 
Historical Account of the City of Here- 
ford. Since the impreflion of his former Work, 
he has had an opportunity to difcover its defe£b, and 
has endeavoured to avoid them in the prefent un« 
dertaking, following in that re(pe£): the advice 
of certain critical publications, which generally 
ipeak the opinion of die Public, and, to whole juft 
decifions, he, as a young literary adventurer, Ihall 
always pay a proper attention. He has, accord- 
ingly, abandoned the recital of fuperfluous Charters^ 
Records, Lifts, &c. which only ferved to fwell the 
volume; though, in the Appendbc, he has confined 
hinifclf to a locality of matter, which may poflibly 
be deemed unworthy of general notice, he can 
alledge as fome extenuation, that in that regard he 
has aded by pardcular dcfire. 

The authorities upon which he has proceeded, 
are nearly the iame as thofe mentioned in his 
Account of Leominfter, except, that many paflages.

particularly rcladrig to the City, have been taken 
with permiflion from fbme valuabte documents col- 
lefted by the Rev. J. Lodge^ to whom the E($«9f 
acknowledges hitnfelf under very ^ext d^IigoidoMs. 
Hts intenttdn waa to go through ttit Cotulty V( 
Hcteferd nearly upon the preftwt fcate, biitf Jtft«r 
inatiire fkHberation, and fmditsg thAt his dl9^ 
ofoaakms dd notaUcm himfufficieftt iitn^y ht pw^ 
pofes vcftihg tte eontrmiaince c^ aavjr i^tufe kbotn^d 
iif>on the fiicce^f of the prefenc.wdrk.

TTTrE'Who writes Ac Antiquities of a Provincial 
-^-^ City, will find his judgment frequendy em- 
barraffed, and his progrefs retarded, by the uncer- 
tainty of information, and frequendy by the contra- 
didory accounts which he receives; for, as few 
authors have recorded mpch authendc- intelligence 
of this nature, he is obliged to have recourfc to 
tradition, which, though fometimes true, feldom 
deferves implicit conjBdence. Nor is this the only 
difficulty that will occur: the barrenncfs of events 
at certain periods,, will frequendy interrupt his 
narration, and the regular arrangement of detail.

10 AN HISTORICAL ACCOUNT OF 

This is in a particukr manner experienced in re- 
lating the Hiftory of Hereford. Its ancient ftate, 
indeed, is either fo far involved in obfcurity, 
or the accounts of it fo diftraftcd by various 
opinions, that, at prefcht, it is not with certainty- 
known \vhat was its real name during the time 
the Romans had pofleflfbn of thefe parts. 

Jriconium being mentioned in the Itinerary of 
Antoninus as not far diftant, ibme have fuppoled 
the prefent Hereford to be the fame* Later anti- 
quaries, however, are diflatisfied with thefe con- 
jectures: fome aflert, that it was fituate about 
four miles rtOtth-weft from Hereford, at a viUage 
•called KentcbefteTy or Kenchefter fFalls; others fay, 
thit it was at Bditrey* in the parifli of Wefton- 
iinder-Penyard, near Rofs ; which fituation better 
anfwers the defcription which Antoninus gives of it, 
viz. that it was placed at the diftance of about twelve 
or fourteen miles from the prefent Glouceft^r. 

Which of thefe conjeftures is. founded in truth, 
or whether any of them be right or not, muft be 
a matter of difficulty at diis time to decide. Yet 
it may not be improper to mention here, that al- 
rfiough popular opinion feems to be very much in

With the ancient Urchenfield; whereas the latter is 
only a diftri(Sb, confined between the Wye aiPd the 
Dore. 

During the time that Hereford was in the pbf- 
feffion of the Wclfli, it was called Ereinue* or, ac- 
cording to others, Trefawith^ fi-onn the great number 
of beech trees that' are faid to have grown near it. 
The Saxons fomerimcs called it Femteyy froai fern 
growing . about it. The prefent name, which is 
alfo of Saicon origin, is reported to have been de- 
rived from zford in. its neighbourhood, where the 
two contending nations, the Saxons and the Welfh, 
were accuftomed to pafs the river Wye. It is 
added, by way of clearing up the etymology of the 
place, that a Saxon General, being hard preffed 
by the Britons, into whofe dominions he had ven- 
tured rather too far, was obliged to retreat with 
fuch precipitation, as to miftake the ufual paflage

of the river; but after he had purfued its courfe for 
a confiderable lpace,-and was in theutmoft danger 
of having his troops entirely cut off, he eipied the 
turrets of the city, and cried out to his difheartfCaed 
followers, Here-ford. Upon which they refymed 
£purage, and paifed the river without much lois 
from the enemy. 

But whatever may be the true etymology of He- 
reford, it is evident that it was a place of note, dur- 
ing die beginning pf the Saxon Heptarchy.

HEIlEFagD waft ^ cp^j^die^fajb^ 6}t)^ ^Jjput 
the time th^t the I^Qi33j[^ ha4 p^flelfiOQ o^ 
this ifland; byt particulars of ^j^}/^ coniequcc^ re-* 
lating to it, being loft in the general wreck of time, 
we muft ftep forward to that period when it be- 
comes more generally known. About the year 600, 
Chriftianity began to make fome progrefs in this 
country, by the preaching of Auftin the Monk; and 
the inhabitants growing more civilized, began alfo 
to ereft chapels or churches, to build towns, and 
;o court the mutual bleffingsof fociety. 

This is the firft period, when Hereford appears 
to be noticed in the page of Hiftory (William of 
Malmejbury.) Pcada, one of the Kings of Mercia, 
having been converted, from that time it increafed 
fo rapidly, that, in about twenty years after, we 
find it a place of canfiderable importance; and 
when Church Government came to be eftablilhcd, 
it was ercfted into a Bifhoprick, and Putta was 
ordained the firft Bifhop, A. D. 686. 

At that time, Herefordfhire was fubjeft to the 
Britons or Welfh, and this fee was under the metro- 
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politan church of Caerl^n. But an ambitious and 
powerful King of Mercia went to war with the Bri- 
tons> who were fettled i^ thefe parts, and drove them 
into the oiountains of Wales, to which, from that 
time, they have been forced to confine themfelves. 

Ofl&, whp fuccceded to the kingdom of Mercia 
ioon after, built a palace ^d fixed his refidence at 
Smk i'owfh or SuitM, (now called Sutton's Watts,) 
about three noijks to the north of Hereford. It is 
fituate on the top of a hiU> the fummit of which 
is level, and eftimated to contain about thirty acres 
of ground^* fenced round with a continued ram- 
part of eaith, except towards the north and foi^th 
fides, where there feem to have been ro^ into it. 

The better to fecure his dominions from the 
Welfh, he raifed the celebrated dyke known by 
his name, which began a little below Chepftow, 
and extending itfelf through Brccknockfhire, part 
of Hcrefordfliire, Radnorfhire, &c. reached to the 
river Bee, near Cheften 

During this time, Hereford, lying between the 
t;wo ccHitending powers, began to decline; and con- 
cerning it we find little remarkable, till the unfor- 
tunate death of Ethelbert, King of the Eaft Angles; 
and, as that event was the occafion of this city in-

creafuig in riches and ftrength, in a very rapid 
manner, it may not be improper to n>ention the 
chief circumftances of it. (William of Malmejburyj 
De Pont. Math. Weftm. Caf grave). Offa, King of 
the Mercians, having agreed upon conditions of 
marriage between his daughter, Alfrida, and Ethel- 
bert. King of the Eaft Angles, invited him to his 
palace at South Town, or Sutton, to compleat the 
marriage, where King; 0&, wkh Quendreda, his 
Queens received him with great demonftrations of 
joy and kindncfs \ but whether this kindnefs on the 
King's part were fincerc or not, is doubtful. It is 
generally related, that the Queen, prefendy after 
King Ethelbert's arrival, barbaroufly contrived his 
murder, that (he might procure to her family the 
acceffion of a new kingdom. 

The execution of her bloody defign, (he com- 
mitted, it is faid, to one Wintbert, who contrived 
a fumptuous chair in King Ethelbert's bedchamber, 
which might be let down, into a vault, with the 
perfon in it. The unfufpefting King, a^er a day 
fpent in feafting, was condudted into this chamber, 
and, fitting in the faid chair, fell down into a hol- 
low fpace, where Wintbert and his bloody affo- 
ciates inflantly ftifled him.* 

# Concerning tbis, Phikps thva writes : 

" And Sutton-acres, drench VJ with regal blood 
Of Ethelbert, when to th' unhalJow'd feaft 
Of Mercian O^a be invited camei 
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The King's body being taken opt of the vault, 
was, by Ae command of King OiFa, privately 
buried at Marden, where a well is faid to have 
miracidoufly fprung up, called to this day St^ Ethels 
herfs WtU. But his body was foon after removed 
to the Minfter Church at Hereford, to which King 
Ofia, in teftinu>ny of his repentance, gave vtxj 
rich prefimts, and alfo ercAed a ipagniftcent tomb 
to his memory. Among other donations, he gave 
a virgate of his demeihe lands next adjoining the 
Ipot whereon his own bouie ftpod in the manor 
of Sutton, and where the parfpnage-houfe ftill 
remains: he likewiie granted from all his eftates 
widiin that extenfive lordfliip, the tenth ridge of 
land, jdowed and ibwed by the occupiers, as well 
as the tei^ cock or flieaf of com and grain, to the 
Canons of the Cathedral Church at Hereford^ 
(then termed the Prcftytcry of Marden,) aJU which 
the Dean and Chapter now enjoy. 

King Ofia, in further expiation of this murder, 
went on'pilgrim^e to Rome, and afterwards built 
the Abbey of St. Albans. His Queen, Quendreda, 
within three months after the commiffion of the 
deed, ended her days in mifery. Egfrid, her fon,- 
a virtuous. Prince, for whofe advantage the murder^

He pi'omisM to himfelf^ allured by fair 
Elfrida's beauty; but deluded dy'd 
In height of hopes. — Oh!' hardeft fate, to fall 
By (hew of friendfliip and pretended love P 
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ifras coirinutt€4 iisfteid €»f enjpying two kingdoms, 
rcigpcd but a few moodis over one, being t^ken 
off by aa untimely 4eaAi whereby die kingdom 
of Merci* was tranflated from the fiunily of 
KingOffa; and, la%, her dai^hter, Al&ida, am^ 
ceived fbch a horror of fecr parents* crime, that 
&c retiripd to a ioHfeiuy Hfe in the monaftery of 
Crajdand. King Ethelbeit's deask hafi^ned in 
the year 794* 

King Ethelbert iieiag a Prince of excdlent 
qiiaHaes and endowments, the whole nation be- 
came enraged at fo flagrant a breach of all tho 
lightft of ho^itality and the laws of natbns; and as 
idle iiopular current eidier of appkuie or hatred, is 
ieldom (een to flow with a moderate or equal 
fkream, we feon after iind King £thett»crt canonized 
as a Saint; and in fiicceeding times, the opinion 
of the Royal Martyr's fandity increa£bd to fuch a 
degree, that Milfrid, cmc of the ioJlowing Kings 
of Mcrcia, either new built or much, enlarged the 
Cathedral, dedicating it anew to St. Ethelbert, 
King' and .Martyr. 

The lame zeal wjiich inftigated the public to 
<[reA this ancient fafc^ric, indue^d the reli^us and 
benevoleat in thofe days, to make v^ry liberal do-* 
nations to it: .the feme alfo of the miracles per- 
formed at the fhrine pf the Royal Martyr, occa- 
fioned grea;? jiumbers of pilgrims to rcfort to his 
tomb, whofe numerous conitrx^titions tended greatly 
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|o augment a«4 ecirich t}\i» ipiiy; (b dud: Hcrefcm} 

^i^rViw rfMbdm^imy inform* u?* that it ^r- 
wuQb c^oae ioio t)ie pc»^r of tl^ Weft Saxan9> 
and Athelftan had ib fa^ fuhdued the Wel&3 that 
h0 forced &me of their Prtnccsi tei pay him an ^* 
mud tribiACe of twe»^ pqun/db iKci#^c of gpld> and 
three hundred pounds weight of filver; an enor- 
mous fiihfidy in thofeday^: bum they did npt tamely

"i^^hc city of Hevefeixl, on account of its vicinity 
to. ^ Welih £b6Atiers> n^uft often have &fiei:^ 
much from the wars and depredations of their tur<^ 
huknt neighbours; and tjboug^ during a feriesof 
yeaifSy a great nun^r of commotioi^ difturhed 
the peace of m inl^abitants^ i^e gre^fl: blow 16 
felt was ui di^ year 1056* 

For when Griffin, Priace of Waks> invaded this 
coiuntiy, EEereford feeoied to^ be his principal obn 
ytSk. Ralphs Earl of Hereford, had been fent to 
oppofe hsm; but fgi^ of his troops not doing their 
4u£y, the fortune of the day turned againft him^ 
and his army was 4^ted^ Ralph- him&lf beingi 
kdkd in die engagement. This batde took place 
about two miks from HereK>rd, which city, 
wish its caftl^, jx^xA have be;en at that dnae of great 
iaaportance, and ftrongly-fortifted, as appeals from 
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the accounts of various writers. HoiJingfhcd makfrs 

mention of it — " In the mean wwe alfo Griffin 

"I 

'^ the King of Wales deftroyed a great part of 
?* Herefordlhire, againftc whonie the power of that 
^* countrye, and alfo many Normans that lay ia 
«* garrifon withia the caftell of Hereford, com- 
^* mynge to give battayle, were overthrowne in the 
«' fame daye." . . 

Griffin, having gained this important viftory, 
proceeded to attack thie city^i and -though he loft 
numbers of bis men in the attempt, he ultimately fucv 
ceeded in rendering himfelf matter of it by ftorm. 

Irritated at the obftinate defence of the befieged, 
and the lofs of :fo many of his chofeii. men. Grif- 
fin was relblvcd to put all indifcriminately to the 
fword. The inhabitants, confcious of his cruel 
defign, had betaken theinfelves, with the beft part 
of their property,, for fecurity, into the Cathedral 
Church, a fanftuary or place of refuge, which, ;n 
thofe times, was looked upon in fo facred a light, 
that few dared to infringe upon the privilege. 
Whether Griffin was. a Chriftian. or not, does not 
plainly appear; fome authors fay, that h^ had been 
lately converted: but it is certain, that after having 
plundered the reft of the city; fparing neither fex 
nor age, he marched' with his men towards the 
Minfter, or Cathedral Church of St. Ethclbert. 

On his arrival at the grand entrance, die Bifhop " 
in his pontificals, attended by Earl Agelnoth, and

his Canons, remonftrated widrhim on the heinous 
crime of entering armed, and meditating (laughter 
in the very tcmpte of the Almighty; they alfo bag- 
ged of him, in the name of that Gpd jf^hoft Mi« 
nifters they were, to Iparc them and dnir/fellQW- 
citizens* Griffin, unmoved by their fupplicadons, 
demanded an immediate entraxKpe, and on bejng in 
fome manner oppofcd, there, followed a moftdread- 
ful carnage. The Bifhopj who had only attained 
that dignity a few weeks. Earl ;Agelnoth, the Ca- 
nons, and the inhabitants, with dieir wives and 
children, all Ihared in one common deftruftion. 

We may fuppofe the Cathedral to have been 
very rich, from the numerous. gifts and donations 
fent from all parts of the iflapd to the flirine of St. 
Ethelbert. Thefe treafures the conquerot^ con- 
veyed away, and afterwards ftripped the Chtirdr 
of every thing valuable; their revenge not being as 
yet fati^tcd, .they fet; it op $re, .by which tfiis^i^tle. 
ftru6hire was reduced to a heap of ruins. The flanges 
accidentally communicated to the city, and as all, 
or the greatest part of it, was built with tinrvber, and 
covered with ftraw,' it was quickly reducc4 to afhes. 

Some apcounts, I find, mention Lcpfgar, the 
Bifliopi to have b^en the only pqrfon fpared fvotn 
thcxgeperal carnage: if tl^s be true, his fete could, 
not be a fubjeft of envy, as they made him fijfFer 
every ipecies of crucify, which their hatred could 
^ggeft>. and at b& put him; to death, at a place 
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cdied Gklfbutyi IhBredkhbcfcfef^f. In cdlifidfcni- 
non of thefe chkldtsi Which he i^ (kid to hdvt && 
fered on recount of fflfe ep^opii dignity He boit, 
aS^eHaflferth^^iss^dhtffed^ h« wHs alc^iviid^ 
efti*dy<$d Midrig th« ftiAts. Yfhkri hH i^^ biiHed^ 
U uncertain. 

Griffin did fiot ]afig enjoy th« mi% of Iti^ Blodd^ 
rtveftge, for ih c6itfj4ueftee of ffig fiiifiaai and tin- 
ti»)tht l&t«i ot the city at thai tiniifi Ke WSs ol»g^ 
td ibsiddoh it, iM ^^hed hii «fHtJ H^h a Riil 
about! fHr6e miles io the floitii 6f H^i^fbi-d,' whei-e 
he ihA his men gkiri l\v^ik\vtk up to dfunkeii- 
Wft aAd debfalicfiftry. 

King Edward, btihg tlieh at Glbuceftef, and 
hearing of di€fe cruel pf ocecdirtgi, rsiifed an army 
With all fpfeed, and appointed Haroid, E-arl of &<* 
Wtfft Saitods, his General. HaroH (aftcr^'atd$ 
King HaroMj) thfe hero of tliofe daysj levied alffi 
a lafge bddy tif men itithin his owh immediate 
governnieht, and, being jcwfted by the forces iti tlifc 
Mercian territories, madle ^tccd niafches in Order 
to furprize th^ chtrtiy. In this he fucceeded, and,- 
attacking them hbfh irif froht and rear in their tfwfl 
ifit^enchmehts, ht p^t thfenri ^ntir&f tc( tBt rout, 
^Itfi a terrible fliughter, and compelidd tfife re- 
maindef to retire mt& Wales, ftbm \i^hfence they 
made no farther attenfypt to rt'hew their dtjfjrcdadons.' 

Harold, on his riturn to Herefdfd, greafl^' ifi- 
creafed the Works of die cattle; he alio* fempldyeii 
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his atmy in creding dweUngs^ and fortifying the 
town with a ftrong wall and deep ditch. It is iaidi 
that the materials for this purpofe were brought 
from the ruins of Ariconium,^ "Which h re{)orted

Of brazen ei^in*iy, tbat ceaiHe^ ftorn^ 
The baftioh of a well^iiWt city, deemed 
Impreghabte t th* ihferhal winds tilV hbVii' ' 

Clofely xtSLfAistCdr by 'ifttahfaii #fr»itl^ 
J^ilating, and wiOi^ Un^f^oVM^ ta^ri fed> 
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to have once been a confiderable city, but thrown 
down by an earthquake. In a few years after, we 

DifdainM tbek nan-ow cells, and, their full drength 
Colle6ting9 from beneath the iblid mafs 
Upbeav^dy and ali her caftles, rooted deep> 
Shook from ^ir lowefl leats old Vaga^s ftream. 
Forced by the fudden ihock, her wonted track 
Forfooky and drew her humid train ailope,. 
Crankling her banks: and now the lowering ^{ky. 
And baleful lightning, and the thunder* TQice 
t)f angry gods, that. rattled iblemn, difmayM 
The finking hearts of men. Where lliouid they turn, 
Biilreis*d ? Whence ieek for aid^ when from below 
* Hell threatens, and ev^n Fate fopirme gives iigns 
Of wrath and defolation ? Vain were vows, 
And plaints, and fuppliant hands, to Heaven eredi-. 
Yet fome to fanes repaired, and humble rites 
Performed to Thor, and Woden, fabled gods. 
Who with their vot'ries in one ruin (har'd • 
Crufh'd and o'erwhehn'd. Others, in fmntic mood. 
Run howling thro' the ftrcets : their bi.deou8 yells 
Rend the dark wC'lkioj Horror ilalks. around, 
Wild-ltaring, and hi^ fad concomitant, 

Defpair, of abjeft look: at evVy:gate 

The thronging populace with hafty ftridcs 
Prefs furious, and, too eager of escape, 
Obilruft the e^y way^ the rocking, town 
Supplants their faotjleps; to, and frpi they reel 
Aftonifli'd, as overcharged with wiii^j |»hen lo! 
The ground aduft her riven mouth difpiutSy 
Horrible cbafm profound! with fwift defceat 
old Ariconium finks and all her tribes,. 
Heroes, and (enators, down to the realms 
of endlefs night. Meanwhile the iQofen^d winds. 
Infuriate, molten xopk^ and flaming, globes 
Hurrd high above the clouds^ UU^ all their force 
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find, that " there were one hundred and three 
" men, inhabiting widiin and without the walls, 
*^ having the following cuftoms: 

"If any of them defigned to leave the city, 
" he might, by the permiffion of the chief officer, 
" fell his houfe to another, diat was willing to 
" perform the accuftomed fervicej for which li- 
<' cence the chief officer received the third penny 
" of the purchafe money; but if any one, by reafon 
" of his poverty, could not do the fervlce, he left 
" his houfe without the price to the chief officer, 
*^ who was to take care that the houfe fliould not 
" rfcmain empty, that the King might not lofe the 
" fervice. .^ 

" Within the walls of the city, every entire 
" dwelling-houfe was to pay fevcn-pence farthing, 
" and four-pence towards hiring of war-horfes, and 
" three days in Auguft to mow hay in Maurdinc 

ConfumM, Jicr ravenous jaws th' earth fatiate closed. 
Thus this ^air city fell, of which the name 
Survives alone; nor is there found a mark. 
Whereby the curious pafienger may learn 
Her ample fite^ fave coins, and moldering urns. 
And huge unwieldy bones, lading remains 
' Of that gigantic race ; which, as he breaks 
The clotted glebe, die pioughman haply finds. 
Appalled. 'Upon that treacherous tra6l of land 
She whilom Itood 5 now Ceres, in her prime. 
Smiles fertile, and, with ruddieft freight bedeck*d, 
The Apple-trcP, by. our forefather's blood 
Improv'd/"— 
C 
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" (Mardcn), and one day to rake or gather k 
** together, wherever the Sheriff plea{ed. 

" When the King went out a hunting, from 
*' every houfe, by the cuftom, there was to go one 
** man to drive the deer to a Hand in the foreft j 
** other men, not having dwelling-houfes, entirely 
*' their own, were to find inner guards for the hall, 
** when the King was in the city. 

<c When a burgefi ferving with a horfe died, 
« the King was to have his horfe and arms. From 
*' hirh who had not a horfe, the King, on his 
** death, was to have either ten (hillings, or his 
" land and houfes. If any one, prevented by 
f ' death, had not devifed his fubftance or effedbs, 
" the King was to have all his cattle," &c. Doom/- 
day Colleli. per Gale. 

Harold, who repaired the walls and rebuilt the 
city, is alfo faid to have entirely erefted, or made 
fome additions, to the interior of the Caftle of Here- 
ford. That fortrefs is fuppofed to have occupied 
a very large tradt of ground, and to have been one 
of the ftrongeft and beft fortified of any in the 
kingdom; its circuit being nearly as large as 
Windfor. Leland, who lived temp. Hen* VIIL 
gives a very accurate defcription of it : 

'' The dungeon of the Caftcll is high and very 
" ftronge, having in the outer walle or wardc ten 
^* towers, of a femicircular form, and one great 
" tower in the inner warde. There was a great 
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*' bridge of ftone arches, and a draw«bridge in the 
<^ middle of it, to enter into the Caftell It ftood 
** on die north-weft fyde of it. It is now clean 
« downe. 

** There is a hit chapel of St. Cuthbert, the 
** eaft part whereof is made in a circular worked 
" There were ibmedmes Prebendesj but one of 
^' the Lacyes tranflated them from thence into St. 
" Peter's in Hereford towne; and that College 
'^ was there tranflated into the eaft ibburbe of He* 
** reford, and a Priory of Monks ercd^d there, • 
** and made a cell to Gkniccfter. 

** There is a feyre and plentifull fpringe of wa- 
^' ter in the Caftell, and that, and the piece of the 
. <^ bnooke cominge out of the ditch, dad drive a 
'' milie withm the Caftell. 

^* Some think that Heraidus (Harold) began 
^* this Caftell, after that he had conquered the re* 
«* beliion of riie Welflimcn, in King Edward the 
^^ Confeflbur's tyme: fome think that the Lacyes, 
'^ £. of Hereford, were the great makers of it^ 
<' or the Bohuns, E. of Hereford. It hath Jbeene 
^ decayed lince dM^ Bohun^s tyme^ 

'' Tfae CafteU^^ Herefoid ftandetfa on the left 
^< fyde of Wye ri?cr, and a Utde beneath Ac 
<^ biidge, and irftrongly dicchcdy where «: is ix^ 
^^ de&flded by the i(pr€r. 

<< The wattes of it be high and ftronge, md 
^ fldi of great towef^j but asm the whole Caftell 
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" tcndeth towards ruync. It hath been one of 
«' the faircft, largcft, and ftrongeft CaftcUs in Eng- 
" land. It hath two wardes, and each of them 
« environed with water. There came an arme of 
« a brooke, that runneth through a great piece of 
*^ the towh dike, and fo cpRipaffing halfe the Caf- 
« tell, went into Wye; foe that with the principal 
*« arme of this brooke,, and with the arme of it 
*< goinge through the Caftell dike, and with the 
« main ftreame of Wye river, the whole Caftell 
" was environed; but now thearroe of the brooke 
" cometh not through the Caftell, yet might it 
" foon be returned thither." (SofarLeknd.) 

It appears probable that the Caftle was built be- 
fore Harold's expedition into this country againft 
Griffin ; and HoUinglhcd, amongft others, corro- 
borates the . fuppofition. We may therefore ima- 
gine it to have been begun by King Edward the 
Confeffor, and to have been increafed and ftrength- 
ened by Harold, in order to. render it as formida- 
ble a barrier; as poffibie .againft .their Wellh neigh-^ 

bours. . i 

After the Conqueftj Fitz-Oftjorn, who was Earl 
of this county, in all probability continued to keep 
this fiirtrefs in repair:: but little, more, is mentioned 
concerning it, until the time of the; jiilpute between 
King Stephen and the Eoiprefs M^lud, when I 
find, that this Caftje, A^D-. J ijSy held out a long 
and vigorous fiege againft the former, tinder the 
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comimnd of William Talbot. The befieging 
army finding it a difficult enterprife, abandoned it> 
and joined the royal forces in lbmc»other qiiarttn • 

MSc?; fon of Walter, Conftable of England, was 
of gneat 'ferricc to the Emprcfs in the defence of 
the city of Hereford : being a perfon of great- influ- 
ence and riches, he eafily induced the inhabitants 
of that city, to take up arms againft King Stephen, 
and proved of great affiftance to Maud in her claim 
to the Crown. For thefe fervices ftie created him 
by her 'charter (which is yet extant) Earl of Here- 
ford in 1 141, which patent is faid by Rapinin his 
jiHa Regiay to be the oldeft that was ever granted 
for the creation of an Earl ; alfo, as a further re- 
compence, this Queen gave to Miles or Milo, the 
Moaf of Hereford, and all the Caftle, likewife the 
third penny of the rent of that borough, and alfo 
the Pleas of the Crown, together with the Lordlhlp 
of Mawardin (Warden^), Lugwardine, and Wilton, 
the inclofores of Hereford, &c. 

But King Stephen making his appearance at the 
head of a numerous army, A. D. 1141, fortune 

* Thisfpaiifli, whicb produceth excellent cider, is watered by 
the river Lug.. The Church is an ancient fabric j in it was firft 
interred k?ing Ethelbert, murdered in the neighbouring parifh, at 
the palace of the perfidious Offa; The ar^s otthe martyred King 
ivere painted on tbos western end of the church, as on tlie foutbllde 
are the arms of Offa. A late Church -warden, defirdus of deco- 
rating the chttrch fo as to be entitled to praife, has, with the aflift- 
^nce of white wa(h, &c. entirely defaced the above-mentioned arms. 
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once more changed in his favour ; and Mi}es> with 
^1 his partizans, who had taken refuge in the caftle 
of Hereford, no longer found iecurity in that for* 
crefs, to which the popular opinion had given the 
mtnc of inexfugnaiilisy or iropregnaUe: for feeing 
the King's power daily increafe, and beii^ clofely 
blockaded, without any hopes of relief thejr were all 
obliged to furrender at difcrctioo. Not^ithftand* 
tng Miles was pardoned, yet the Soverei^ divefted 
him of his honour, and. he was forced to live in 
obfcurity till his death, which happened A. D. H44, 
being accidentally (hot by an arrow, whilft hunting 
in fome of the woods which lay contiguous to 
Hereford, 

On the furrender of the place, King Stephen en- 
tered it with all the pomp and iplendour annexed 
to Majefty; and on Whitfunday lat crowned in the 
Cathedral, during the performance of divine fer- 
vice. On his departure (for what rcafon, remains 
unknown,) he fct fire to that part of the fuburbs, 
which lies to the fouth of the river Wye, which 
was toon reduced to a heap of ruins. 

On the death of King Stephen, Hugh de Mor- 
timer, being of a haughty Ipirit, dppofcd* Henry 
the Second, and perfuaded Roger Earl of Here- 
ford, fon of Miles, to fortify Hereford and Glou- 
ccfter againft him, as he did the caftles of Wig- 
more, Cleobury, and Brugges (nelgo Bridgenorth.) 
But Gilbert Foliot, Bifliop of Hereford, a wife and 
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learned man, perfuadcd the Earl of Hereford^ his 
IfEinfiBaiij as alfo the inhabitants of Hereford, tq 
fiibout^ which had the defired effe^s but Hugl^ 
coodnuipg obftinatCj the Kipg divided bi;s army 
yuo tbreo^pj^rts, and laying fiege to his thsee ca^es» 
obliged hinn to furreoder« 

During tke wars between. King John and tjha 
Baro^, Giles- de Braos^ $i0iqp of Here%d, ioQ 
of William dje Braos^ a great Baron^ and an cede- 
(iaftic of inuch power and wedth, oppqfed the 
IfMgf a^d entered into an alliance widi Princq 
Llewetfyeu Mortimer, though ftrongLy folicite(A 
by them, adhered to John: upon which Llewellyn,^ 
with Alcn Wyn Akn, Priace of Powya, Maylgan* 
another potent Welfhman, and the Biftop of JJerc- 
ford, entered his caftlc of Camaron^ ai^ utterly 
dcmoEihcd it; for which he was afterwards recQ^n- 
penfed: for Gualo, the Pope's Legate, pronpuivre4 
excommunication againft all who had t?ds:en any 
thing from the King and his friends, unkfs.th^y 
made; timely fatis&£tion, 

A conference was held at Wigmore, and it wa^ 
then oi^red by Stephen, Archbilhop of Cant^* 
bury, and the odier Lords preicnt, diat the damages 
ihould be reimburfed, amounting to 500 marks. 
As the Bifliop of Hereford ftiU condmied to qtert 
himfclf in favour of the i^ebeHions Barons, and 
was inciting the inhabitants of Hertfprd to fupport 
hirn in his proceedings, he was by them expelled 
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from the city, forced to abdicate his epifcopal dig- 
nity, and quit the realm? but having afterwards 
made his peace with the King, as he was returning 
home, he died on his way, at Gloucefter, the 17th 
of Nov. 1215; having a barony which defcended 
to him from his anceilors, with great pofleflions 
annexed to it, to Reginald de Braos, his bro- 
ther. This Bifhop lies mterred on the north fide 
of the prefbytery 6f the Chathedral Church of 
Hereford; the effigies on his tomb bear the like- 
nefs of a fteeple, which gives caufe to believe, that 
he built one of the towers or ftceples c£t\it church ; 
and, it is faid, that he erefted the beautiful weft 
entrance, which fell down the 17A of April (Eafter 
Monday) in the year 1786. 

The feudal fyftem was about this period at its 
height. As the Barons and the Ecclefiaftics were 
poflefled of the greateft part of the property of the 
kingdom, their influence in all party matters bc-r 
tween the Sovereign and themfelves mull have 
been immenfe; and during the turbulent reign of 
Henry the Third, the inhabitants of this city were 
embroiled, with the reft of the kingdom, in the 
civil commotions of the times. 

The Earl of Leicefter, who commanded the 
troops of the confederate forces iathe city of Hercr 
ford, excited diem to take a part in the Baron's 
war, and had prevailed upon Llewellyn, a Welfh 
Prince, to enter into the confederacy. Llewellyn^

the inheritor of the hatred of his anccftors againft 
the Englifh, had for a long tinne loft no occafion 
of plundering and molefting the inhabitants of th^ 
Marchesv Somedmes iuccefsifibl, at others ikfeated» 
never difcouraged, but ahrays ready to attack, he 
feldom cdncluded a peace but in order to enable 
hinnfelf to renew the war with greater vigour. He 
had made fome lucrative incurfioQs into the Engr 
liih territories during the reign of King John, and 
had obtained confiderable plunder from die facking 
of the townis of Leominfter, Wepbley, &c, during 
the invafion of William de Braos. 

Humphrey de Bohun, Earl of Hereford, at that 
time iided with the King; he was godfather tp 
Prince Edwaid, and had cuftody of the M?irche$ 
of Wales: he was called the Good Earl ofHsreffird^ 
becaufe he (hewed his zeal for the publig welfare 
on very trying occafions, not fearing even to opr 
poie the King, when he endeavoured to opprefg bis 
fubjefts with taxes, &c. But his fuceeflbr, Huvn* 
{^rey de Bohun, took part with the Barons in aU 
their wars. He had married the daughter of Wil- 
liam de Braoufe, Lord of Brecknock, and on that 
account wa$ upon the moft intimate t^rms with 
Llewellyn, .:: / 

During that unfortunate period, this country 
fcems to have fuflpered a continued fcene of plun- 
der and dcvaftation, particularly the vicinity of 
Hereford, as being .more expofcd to tlic inroads of 
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the belligerent powers. Roger de Mortimer hac| 
been nominated hj the King, Captain General of 
all the forces in thefe parts, aU the Barons Marchers 
being commanded «> attend him $ and u he w^ 
GoTemor of the caftic of Hereford (vide clat^. 44, 
Hm. IIL) he accordii^ly gave orders to dieiboy 
by all poffible means the habitations of thole who 
adhered to the league of the rebellious Barons 1 
iprfiilft the Earl of Leicefter, with Llewellyn, ra^ed 
and plundered thojfe of the partizans of the King 
and of Mortimer. 

Llewellyn, however, at length got the better 
(according n Powell* s Hiftsry of W^a^s,) for Roger 
de Mortimer having, contrary to his oath, as they 
report, maintained the King's quarrel, had taken 
from Llewellyn all Builth, the cafUe excepted^ 
which the Prince's men recovered by night without 
bloodlhed, and therein much ammunition. The- 
year following, Llewellyn took from Roger de Mor-r 
timer the caftle of Mclyny the, and put the garrifon 
to the Iword: Mortimer, in perfon, made an at* 
tempt to retake it with all the force he could 
raife,.but was fo clofely purfued by Llewellyn, that 
he was conftraiiied to folicit permilTion to retreat 
in fafety, which the Prince, as he was his kiniV 
man, granted. 

Roger de Mortimer retired foon after into the 
the caftle of Hereford, of which he had been made 
Governor many year§ before. This being cotiir 
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trary to his former tncaty, the Earl of Lciceftcr, 
with the forces of the Wdfh Prince, advanced to 
lay fiege to it. Llewellyn was very defirous to gain 
pofieffion of this fortrefe, as> from its' great ftrength^ 
it had always been a barrier to the {WeUh frontier^ 
and a check upon his plundering invafions.-*- 
Though the place waa weU fi^plied with men 
and provifions, yet the befieging army was fouod 
to be fo numerous^ that ic was deemed requffici^ 
alter a few weeks defence, to abandon it, which 
was fortunately effedted in the night, witlvtrifling 
lofk. 

On the precipitate retreit o£ th? garrifon, the 
city and caftlc w^re taken poiT^ion of without any 
refinance. Tl^eir chief aim in gaining the place^ 
was to lecnre the perfon of Peter de Aquablanca^ 
Bilhop of Hereford, who had been accufed of ad<- 
vifing the King to a ftrange. and intolerable kind 
of exa&ion, A. D. 1255, ^hich much inn|)0^ 
veriflied the Clergy of that time. The rebellious 
Barons arrefted him in his own Cathedral, feized 
his goods, divided his treafures among the foldiers 
before his face, and kept him, and as many of his 
Canons as were foreigners, for a long time in pri- 
ibn in the caftlc of Eardifley, Walter de Baflcer*- 
ville was the chief inftrument in this transaction, 
for (aj may he Jeen in the pedigree of C Bedenhsm, 
0f Rotberwasy EJq.) "he employed Thomas Tur*? 
*^ berville to feize upon the perfon of the Bifhop 
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** in his own church, and to take him to his cat- 
*' tie of Eardifley; lb great was his power." MS. 
Xat. They then burnt and reduced the city to 
afhes, fo that the Lx>rds Marchers, as Dugdale 
fays, were forced to make a "vifage of rendre," or 
fiditious fubmifllon to the Barons. 

Soon after, happened the f^tal battle of Lewes 
in Suffcx, in which the King and Prince Edward 
were made prifcMiers. Humphrey de Bohun, Earl of 
Hereford,' being commander of one part of the 
royal army. Prince Edward was conduced as a 
prifoner to the caftle of Hereford, where the Earl 
of Leicefter then refided, by whom he was com- 
mitted to the fpecial care of Slm<^ de Montfort. 

But unjuft ufurpations arc feldom in the end fiic- 
cefsful 5 which the example of the Earl of Leicef- 
ter and his party amply verifies. The Earl con- 
duced himfelf in fo haughty a manner, that his 
own partizans began to be difcontented with his 
delpotic government, and wilhed to fhake it ofF. 

The Earl of Gloucefter, who had been his great 
fupporter,^ became jealous of his ambitious pro- 
ceedings, and, in order to ruin him, refolved to 
aflcmble his enemies^j whom his power had dit 
perfed. Some of the King's faithful fcrvants had 
fortunately efcaped from the batde of Lewes ; the 
principal of them, were Roger de Mortimer, James 
d'Aldithley or Audeley, Roger de Clifford, De Laci, 
Hugo de Turberville, all Borons of great landed ^ 
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pofleffions, whbfe caftles were moft of them not 
fiir diftant from the city of Hereford* Witk thefc 
noblemen, Gloucefter formed a reconciliation; and 
others having joined them^ they undertook to de- 
liver Prince Edward from his confinement^ and 
put him at the head of their party. 

The projeft feemed by fo. much the eafier, as, 
fince the Prince was removed from Dover Caftle 
to Hereford, he was, on accdunt of his former 
intimacy with Llewellyn, treated with much more 
lenity than befor^. He was permitted to go out 
on horfeback, and to ride in a meadow without 
the walls of Hereford; During one of thefe ex- 
curfions, the plan for his efcape was communi- 
cated to him by a trufty fervant of Roger de Laci, 
owner of the caftle of Weobley. Roger de Mor- 
timer had contrived to fend him a fwift horfe, 
with intimation, that he fhould obtain leave to 
ride out to a place, called Widemarfh, and as foon 
as he faw apetfbny mounted on a white horfe, (who 
was faid to be the Lord of Croft,) at the foot of 
Tillington Hill, waving his bonnet, he fhould haften 
towards him with all fpeed. 

The Prince, according to this advice, took his 
advantage to ride off, and though he was immedi- 
ately purfued, by means of the fleemefsof his horfe 
be efcaped all his purfuers, and being come to 
the park at Tillington, Roger de Mortimer met 
him with five hundred men, and chaced back

his enemies to the gates of Hereford, making great 
flaught?er among tbem. Having thus brought the 
Prmce in lafcty to the caftlc of Wigmore, Mor- 
timer colleiSied a large body of troops, conipoied 
diiefly of WeUh, to fiipfport his cauie. 

'this ftory isdifierently told by odiers (Hairy 
Kmgbttm. p. 45 a, and Dugdak*s Bar.), who men- 
tion diat Roger Mortimer, feeing his Sovereign 
in this great diftreis, took no reft, till he contrived 
fi>me way to refciie him, and tx> that end fent a 
fwift horfc to the Prince, then prifoner with the 
King in the caftle of Hereford, for the purpofo 
before mentioned j that the Prince, obtaining leave 
of Montfort to try if the horfe were of \A for 
the great feddie, firft wearied out other horfes, and 
then got on this (a boy with two fwords, whom 
this Roger had fcnt, being near with another horfe), 
and fo turning himfdf to Robert de Ros, then his 
keeper, and otlier byeftanders, faid, I have heen in 
your cuftody far a time, hut now I bid you fareweUy 
and fo rode away; adding, that this Roger, with 
his banner diffdayed, received him at a hill called 
Dunomour (Dinmore,) and fo conveyed him to 
Wigmore. 

At the battle of Evefliam, this Roger de Mor- 

tinoer. Governor of Hereford, commanded the 

third part of the Prince's army, and aflaulted the 

. enemy in the rear, whilft the Prince and the Earl 

of Gloucefter attacked them on both fides. For 
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thcfe ferviccs, on the ^7th of Oftobcr following, 
he was rewarded widi a grant of tfie whole Earl- 
dom and honour of Hobcrt dc Verc, Earl of 
Oxford, forfeited for rebclKon. DugJak, p« i8i» 
mendons that Humphrey dc Bohun^fen. was taken 
in the batde of Evefham, £ghidng for the Barons: 
yet LelanJy Colk£l. p. 458, vol: ii. lays, that flfajw- 
frede de Bowiy Count de Her^ord^ was taken at Le* 
wes with Kmg Henry the Third, but that Bern 
the younger, was taken prifdner at the battle of 
Evelham ; which Dugdale alio fkys. 

The latter part of the unfortunate reign of Ed* 
"" ward the Second, prefents us with fomething con- 
cerning this city. The Queen, Prince Edward, 
and the principal Barons, met in Hereford, to 
concert meaiures for the good of the ftatej and 
having called together the great Council of the 
realm, they declared thie Prince, afterwards King 
Edward the Third, Protedtorof the kingdom; al- 
though his father. King Edward the Second, was 
then alive. 

The Qjjeen, on her entrance into the city, was 
welcomed with joyful acclamations; and, in the 
infblence of triumph, very unworthy of her fex and 
ftation, (he obliged the unfortunate Spencer, the 
King's favt)urice> to attend her progrefe. He wasfet 
upon a leaa, deformed horfCj cloathed in a tabaree^ 
(the dreis, in thofc days, of diieves and theloweft 
men,) and thus^ a:midft the clamours and revilings 
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of the populace, with trumpets founding before 
him, was led through the principal ftrcets of the 
city. Soon after this, without any form of law, 
he was conduced in a cart without Friar's Gate 
at Hereford, and hung on a lofty gibbet fifty feet 
high. An order after this was left for the execu- 
tion of the Earl of Arundel, Sir Simon de Read- 
ing, John Dahiel, and Thomas de Michaeldurc; 
which accordinj^ly tobk place four days after. 

Concerning Spencer's deaths a celebrated writer 
in the Harleian Colle6tion, makes the following 
animadverfions. " Certainly this man was infinitely 
" tyrannical and vicious, deferving more than could 
" be laid upon him; yet it had been much more 
" to the Queen's reputation and honour, if Ihe had 
** given him a fair and legal trial by his peers, 
" according to that ancient and laudable ciiftom 
*' of England, wherein by his death he might have 
" given both the law and his advcrfaries a full 
^' fatisfaftion. It is certainly, give it what other 
*' title you will, an argument of a wonderous bafe 
" difpofition, to infult or to tyrannize over thofe 
** poor ruins, which fortune hath thrown into our 
^ power; a noble pity is the argument of an ho- 
^^ nourable and fweet difpofition, and the life of 
" man is great enough to expiate all offences. 
" To fatisfy our paflions with the bittereft ex- 
" tremity of our power, may juftly be ftiled rather 
^ a favage and barbamus cruelty, than true and 
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*^ perfeft juftice. No qucftion, it was a pkafing 
" fight to all the wronged fubjefts, to fee fuch a 
** leprous monfter, (o monftroufly ufed : but when 
" the heat of blooil was pafled^ and men had re- 
" colleded their fcnfcs, it then appeared to be too 
*^ great a blemilh to a Queen, a woman, and a 
" viftor.-' 

During a long feries of fucceeding years, all 
hiftorical records are filent as to any particular oc- 
currence relating to this city. Hiftory, indeed, in 
general, is but too much tfac narrative of the mi- 
feries of mankind; we' rriay, therefore, fuppofe 
this long lapfe of time to have been a period of 
peace and happinefstt> its induftrious inhabitants. 
But during the great rebellion in die neign©f Charles 
the Firft, when the whole nation was convulfed by 
the fatal cfFefks of anarchy and confufion, it is na- 
tural to. imagine, that fo large a city as Hereford, 
ftrong by its fortifications, powerful by the number 
c^ its inhd>itants, and opulent by its riches, could 
not long efcape the calamities of war: It accord- 
ingly^ fharcd in the general wretchednefs of the 
kingdom, and we conftandy find the two contend* 
ing parties anxious in their attempts to gain poiief^ 
lion of it. 

The firft time the parliamentary forces endea- 
vouried to make themfelves mafters of it, was after 
Lord Herbert's defeat by Sir William Waller in 
1643. ** The fame of this prodigious viftory f« 
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" fiibducd all thcfc parts," feys Lord Clarendon, 
" diat Sir William, with the fame fpirit of celerity, 
" and attended with the fame fuccefs, flcfw to 
« Hereford, and though a walled town, and re- 
" pleniftied with a garrifon, had it likcwife deli- 
" vered up to him." 

Sir William Waller's fcheme of expedition did 
not permit him to retain poflefllon of the place for 
any confiderable ipace of time: for being pu(hed 
hard by Prince Maurice, it appears, that Ik ibon 
after abandoned it; yet not without having, in a 
clandeftiae manner, left dicrein fundry adherents, 
who might be ferviccaUe to him in any future 
attempt upon the piace. He from thenoe pafied 
on to Tewkeftmry, which he likcwife furprizcd; 
ufing (uch expedition in his progreis, that notwith- 
(landing the Prince purfued him with inde&tiga- 
ble attentiosi, he could never engage him but in 
trifling fkirmifhes. 

Part of the royal forces ftationed themfelves in 
Hereford; and Prince Rupert was fcnt into thefc 
parts by the King with a ftrong force, to endea^ 
vour to check the enterprifii^ fchemes of the cncr 
my. The Prince, having accordingly placed a 
ftrong guard in the city, went in purfuit of the 
parliamentary army. 

Still Sir William Waller had not given up all 
idea of repoffeffing himfclf of Hereford, which he 
knew would ferve as a convenient rendezvous for 
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his fcattcrcd parties. As he had been hithcrta fuc- 
ceisful in almoft all his attempt^ in this pact of the 
kingdom^ fo he was not )cfs fortunate in his fecpnd 
defign to toke Hereford. "He came before 
" Hcrcfprd/' fays Lqrjd C4^rendon, "a town very 
" well affcded, and reafonably well fortified, hav- 
^* ing a ftrong ftpne wall about it and fome can- 
^' non, there being in it fome foldiefs of good re- 
*^ putatipn, and many gpndemcn of hpnpiur and 
'* quality, with three or four hundred ioldier^i 
" befid/:s thp inhabitant wel| armed i yet without 
•^ the Ipfe of ope marx on cidier fide, to the ad- 
" miration pf all who then heard it, pr cyer pncp 
" heard of it, he pejfuade^ tjicm fairly to g^ve up 
" the town, ^d yield thjemfe|yes prifi^crs upoji 
quarter; which they di^* and wer,e prefendy 
fent by him for their better fccurity tp BrifljoL" 
How long the parlif o^cntary ^ces conrinued here, 
I have ifpt bjeen able to findi ypt, in. 1644, thp 
royalifb had again po^f^on of il:. 

Though ;thi$ cijty had (as we have jufl: feen) 
been twice takien, without fuflFerii^ the difEculties 
to which a jcapturcd towp is generally ft^jedj yet 
it was at i.e^ti;i do9;xiqd to updeigq,.^or th^e .cau|b 
of its Sjov^reign, t;he evils of a long, fieg^ with all 
its attending calanoiities. Anxxo 1^45^ tfa/e Scots 
fht down before it, under the command of JUord 
Levcn, and having erefiked numerous batteries, 
began to cannoMde it iin a terrible manner i their 
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guns on die Ibuth fide of the river Wye, played 
upon the Caftle, Cathedral, Palace and Cfiapter- 
houle, the latter of which, a noble and elegant 
ftrufture, was almbft entirely deftroyed* ' 

The befieged had only eleven pieces of cannon, 
which befag moftly in the caftle, were of little or 
no ufe for the defence of the city. They were, 
however, well fupplied with all forts of fmall arms 
and plenty of ammunition, fo that the enemy found 
it a difficult undertaking. On the 15th of Auguft 
following, they fent a fummons by a drum to the 
Governor, Sir Barnabas Scudamore, defiring him 
to furrender the place; but he fent them a deter- 
mined anfwer — "That the comnriand of the city 
'** was entrufted to him by his King, and to him 
** alone would he deliver it up.'* 

It appears that the Scots attempted, at lundry 
times, to take it by ftormj but being baffled in 
their defigns, and having loft the floWer of their 
army, they refolved to change the fiege into a 
blockade. Sir Barnabas was much afSfted in his 
critical fitiiation by the courage and abilities of Mr. 
James Read, A. M; Philip Trahern (who lies 
buried in the Cathedral Church,) and Mr. Ed- 
ward King, one of the Magiftrates of the city. 
By dieir advice, he fent out of the walls fome trufty 
fervants, who, under pretence of deferring to the 
Scots army, reprcfented the garrifon as ready to 
ftarvc for want of ncceflary provifions. This was 
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quite the reverie of the truth, for the befieg^ did 
not labour under any inconvenience, except that 
of grindit^ tbi^ir corn, as tkeir mills, nvhich were 
motdy out of the city walls, had been deftroyed 
by the enemy. 

This was &pn remedied by the ingenuity and 
5Xintrivance of John Abel, the moft (kilful itiech%- 
nic of his time,, and who is faid to have eredted 
the Town-hall at Hereford; certain mills were 
built by him under the caftlc, which proved of 
great ufe to the garrifi>n, and for which he was 
afterwards honoured by King Charles the Firft, with 
the tide of one of his Majefty*s Carpenters. 

The Scots, on their railing the fiege, had pitched 
their tents about a quarter of a mile Ibuth-caft of 
the city, in fome conunon fields, now called Bajfom 
or Bartmjbam Meadows^ where feveral remains of 
their entrenchments are yet vifible. Pieces of 
fwords, gun-locks, &c. are oftentimes picked up 
there, by thole who till the ground. In this fituation 
they waited, till ibme lucky opportunity might 
occur offurprifing the place. 

This fortune foon after provided for themi and 
what the force of a whole army could not execute, 
the (kill and ingenuity of Colonel Birch eafily ef- 
feded, in the followii^ manner. Sir Barnabas 
.Scudamore, the indefatig^e. Governor, finding 
great part, of the fortifications, of the caftle and 
i:ity much damaged, and not having a fufficient 
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number of hands, both to work at and defend the 
place, iflued but warrants for the country people to 
conrie and labour in the town. Some of thefe 
warrants being intercepted by the Scots, were fent 
to Colonel Birch, who was then at Gloucefter. A 
ftratagem immediately bccurred to him, and, fetting 
out, accompanied by Cdlonfel Morgan, with about 
two thoufand horfe and foot, he went from Glou- 
cefter to Hereford in one night. 

On his arrival before the city, he Iclcfted i 
number of fine lufty men, and clothed them ai 
Country labourers; he then appointed one to a£t as 
conftable with a warrant, to take thefe men to 
work according to the Governor's orders. One 
hundred and fifty mulqueteers were put, during th6 
night, in arhbufcadc in a fmall coppice^ near the 
city waifs, and another larger body to affift them. 
The conftable, and the fuppofed countrymen, be- 
ing come to the gates, and having fpecified who 
they were, the draw-bridge was let dowii, and the 
gate opened, for them. "Being come heare to 
" the gate, they called upon John Wilder to drop 
" the bridge, and ojieii it ; the faid John bcinge a 
'" trufty man, had fuperintcndance of that porte, 
" and ^as anfwerable for his right cbnduft in the 
« fame/* (VeU MS.) On entering, the fconftaWe 
find his men began to abufe the guard for their 
delay, and for not having been more expeditious 
in opening the gates to perfons on whom the fafcty 
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of the city depcndal: prcfently after, taking oc- 
caiion to pick a quarrel with tliem, tliey ftabbed 
two, and (hot anodier. 

On the report of the gun^ the mufqueteers un-* 
der the command of Colonel Birch, who lay in am- 
buih, came up, and, laftly. Colonel Morgan with 
the whole army, who> after a (hort (kirmifh, ma(- 
cered the furpriied garrilbn, without much lofs on 
either fide. All the cannon, arms, and ammuni- 
don, became the prey of the conquerors. Among 
the prifoners were many pcrfons of great note, as 
the Lord Brudeuell and Judge Jenkins, 14 Knights, 
3 Captains, 4 Lieutenants, and above one hundred 
other o£Eicers and gendemen. 

Hereford being thus taken by the parliamentary 
army, fuffered very much in having its churches, 
and moft odier public places, defaced and plun- 
dered. The Cathedral is faid to have been gready 
injured, die monuments of the biihops obliterated, 
and nearly two hundred very curious brafe plates 
torn oflF the gravcrftones, and applied to fome 
other ufes by the captors. The Library was alio 
ftripped of many manufcripts, and other very valu- 
able books, moft of which were preferved by Silas 
Taylor, a captain in the parliamentary army, and 
a great lover of antiquities. 

The followbg anecdote is inferted in tKe JSieg. 
Britan. At the taking of Hereford by the par- 
liamentary army, Herbert Croft, Dean of Here- 
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ford, (afterwards Biftiop,) fell into the hands of 
the rebels ; and though a prifoner upon parole, he 
took every opportunity of reprobating the conduft 
of the Parliament, and their army, from the pulpit. 
Once in particular, at the Cathedral, he bore 6} hard 
upon the feelings of the comnwn foldiers, by (hew- 
ing them the heinous nature of rebellion, facrilegc, 
&c. that they all inftantly charged, levelled their 
mulkets at him in the pulpit, and were with great 
difficulty reftraincd by Colonel Birch from firing 
at him. 

As a reward for the bravery and fidelity of the 
inhabitants during this fiege, a new Charter was 
granted to the city after the Reftoration, by which 
their power and privileges were very confiderably en- 
creafed. Hereford had formerly borne for its arms, 
gules y three Lions paffant gardant argent i but, in re- 
f^cft of its' loyalty, was rewarded by Charles II. 
in the twenty-firft year of his reign, by grant- 
ing them an augmentation of arms by patent un- 
der the hand and feal of Sir Edward Walker, Knight, 
Garter Principal King at Arms, dated the i6th 
day of September, 1645; as may be fcen more 
fully in the following patent : 

" To all and Angular unto whom thefc prefents 
" fhall come. Sir Edward Walker, Knight, Gar- 
«* ter Principal King at Arms of Englilhmen, fend- 
" eth greeting: Whereas it is moft agreeable to 
« jufticc and reafon, that thofe perfons, families. 
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^* or cities, that have excelled in wifdom, fidelity, 

^^ and eminent fcrvice to their Prince and country 

<* in the time of peace, or in courage and magna- 

^^ nimity in the time of war, ihould have due 

** rewards for fuch their worthy and valiant ac- 

^* tions; among which, as the multitude of barba- 

^* rous rebels and their many and tralterous pradices 

^^ againft his Majefty's facred perfon, the religion, 

f^ laws, and liberties of his Majefty's kingdoms, 

** have exceeded the example of former ages, and 

<* hath thereby rendered the duty, courage, and 

f* loyalty of thofe who haye valiantly and faithfully 

f* adhered to his Majefty the more peripicuous 

" and deferving efteem, fo there hath not any city, 

?' fince the beginning of this unnatural rebellion, 

^* exprefled greater fidelity and courage than the 

*' city of Hereford, in continuing their allegiance, 

?* and rcfifting the many attempts of the rebels; 

<* but the greatnefs of their loyalty, courage, and 

<* undaunted refolution, did then moft eminently 

^' appear, when, being ftridly befieged for the 

?' fpace of five weeks by a powerful army of re- 

i' bellious Scots, and having little hopes of re- 

" lief, they joined with the garrifbn, and, doing 

?' duty as foldiers, defended themfelves, and re- 

" pelled their fury and aflfaults with fuch fingular 

<* conflancy and refolution, and with fo great de- 

<' flrudion of the befiegers, as that they are thereby 

^5 become the wonder of their neighbou^ng gart

ACCOUNT OF THE CITY. 



HEREFORD, a Bifliop's fee, is fituatc in a 
very fertile plain, encompaflcd with orcfaard^i^ 
and very rich pafturc and arable lands. The qoim« 
ty, to which it gives name, is peculiarly pleafant 
and fruitful, and has been called, by way of emi- 
nence, tin Garden of England. The valleys and 
hills around it are cnchantingi hop grounds and 
ruddy orchards prefenting their gaudy bloom in all 
direftions; arid, that no portion of land might in- 
terrupt the fcene of general fertility, the ground 
between the apple trees is moftly covered with 
grain.* 

* The following defcription m Philips'* Cider, prefents a lively 
piflure of this beautiful country — 

Lo> on auxiliary poles, the hops 
Afcending fpiral, rang'd in meet array! 
Lo, how the arable with barley grain 
Stands thick o'erfhadow*d, to the thirfty hind 
Tranfpprting project! thefe, as modern ufe 
Ordains, infused, an auburn drink compofe, 
Wholefome, of deathlefs fame. Here to the fight. 
Apples of price, and plenteous fheaves of corn, 
Oft interlaid, occur and both imbibe 
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The city of Hereford is delightfully placed nearly 
in the centre of the county. The river Wye runs 
clofe by it on the fouth, and over it there is a very 
ancient ftone bridge, erefted in the year 1120, the 
building of which was much promoted by Bifhop 
de Gapclla. 

Hereford has been reprefented, by writers who 
have copied one another, without ever examining 
the place, as built in a low marihy bottom, liable 
to be overflowed by the Wye. So fer from this 
being the cafe, it is evidently the contrary, the fitu- 
ation being on a gende eminence remarkably dry 
and healthy. This miftake is probably owing to 
one part of its fuburbs havmg been known to 

Fitting congenial juice ; fo the rich foil 
So much does fru£lureou8 moiftut'e o'er abound I 
Nor are the hills unamiable, whofe tops 
To heav*n afpire, affording profpedl fweet 
To human ken ; nor at their feet the vales 
Defcending gently* where the lowing herd 
Chew verdurous pafture, nor the yellow fields 
Gaily interchanged, with rich variety 
Pleafrng, as when an emerald green, enchasM 
In flamy gold, from the bright mafs acquires 
A nobler hue, more delicate to fight. 
Next add the lylvan (hades, and filent groves, 
(Haunt of the Druids) whence the earth is fed 
With copious fuel, whence the fturdy oak, 
A Rrince's refuge once, th' eternal guard 
Of England's throne, by fweating peafant fcU'd 
Stems the vaft main, and bears tremendous war 
To diftant nations, or with fovereign fway 
Awea the divided world to peace and love. 
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fuffcr ibmetimes flight inconveniencies from that 
river — I mean thofe houfes which ftand on the 
fouth fide of Wye-bridge, at the time of a very 
high flood. 

This city was formerly furrounded with a deep 
ditch and broad walls; the latter are even now 
flianding, and, in fome places, but little injured 
by the ravages of time. Some of the gates have 
been lately taken down, with a view of improving 
the entrance into the city; but the defign has not 
been fviily anfwered, the venerable afpeft of the 
place being injured,^ without an adequate acqui* 
fition of elegance. 

It had fix noble portes or gates, concerning 
which Leland, in his Itinerary, writes thus — " There 
" be in the walles of Hereford fix gates : Wye Gate; 
" Frere Gate llandeth weft, Ibc called of the Grey 
" Fryers' Houfe ftandinge without; Inni Gate, 
*' ftandinge towards weft fouth weft; Widemarfli 
** Gate, flat north — (Widemarih isamarfti ground 
" a little without the fuburbe) t 'BHhop's-ftreet 
" Gate, north eaft; St. Andrew's Gate, by caft, fo 
" called of St. Andrew's parilh in the fuburbes with- 
" out this gate. There is a litde brooke that com- 
*' edi about five miles by weft from Hereford, and 
" foe circuitt the ditches .pf Hereford town walles, 
" where it is not defended by the Wye,- afnd goeth 
" downe, leayinge the caftle on the right hand, .and 
" there drivinge two millcs, goeth into. Wye a flyte 
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*' fhoote beneath Wye- bridge, and hard berteath 
^' the caftle. The walks and gates of Hereford 
" be right well maintained by the bufgcffes of 
" the.towne." 

Hertford lits in 2^ 50' 40" weft longitude, and 
52^ 7' 30' north htitude; diftant from London, (by 
the Worcefter road) 142 miles; through Gloxicefter, 
1375 from Worcefter 32; from Gloucefter 30; 
from Bredcnock ^S > ^^^ is in the dircft line from 
London to South Wales. 

The number of houfes and inhabitants within the 
walls, was ftated by a very accurate furvey, made 
about thirty years ago, to be as follows-^-

Since the time of this furvey, the population 
of Hereford has undoubtedly encrealcd, yet not 
upon that rapid and extenfive feale which we fee 
in various other parts of the kingdom. The man- 
(ions lately erefted in the city, have Ijeen moftly 
built upon an enlarged fcale, on the fcites of the 
ancient houfes^ though to be fure without the walls 
the number of dwelKngs is very confiderably aug- 
mented. The city of Hereford, thertforc, accord- 
ing to the opinions of the beft informed pcrfons, 
may be faid to contain at the prefent time, within 
and without the waHs, 1361 habitable houfes, and 
6007 infaabkaiits. 

The city hath at prefent nine good ftreets, 
which are broad and well paved. 

1. St. Owen's-ftreet, from a church dedicated to that Sarnt, 

which formerly ftood wifhoiit the gate, now demoKthcd. 

2. Byc-ftreet, formerly Bifliop's-gatc-ftreet. 

3. High-flreet or High-town.

clofedy and wdiiich fervcs for a race courfe. 

5. feign-ftrect, from a rivulet of that name, which runs near it. 

6. Broad-ftrcet.

Befides thdfe, there are other inferior ftreets, and 
a great many lanes and courts, which are far from 
being meanly built. Houfes of wood were for- 
merly much in fafhion at Hereford, as in moft 
other places J a few fpecimens of thefe ancient ftruc- 
tures ftill remain, though unqueftionably erefted 
in the reign of Queen Elizabeth; but brick houfes 
are now gaining ground, and thoie that have been 
lately built, are by no means deficient in regularity 
and elegance. This improvement is in fojpe mea- 
lure owing to an Adt of Parliament, procured a 
few years ago, to impower the inhabitants to pave 
the ftreets, pull down projeftions, and remov^. 
nuifances.

The plan and conftrudkion of Hereford, in its 
outlines, are as regular and perfedt as any city in 
the kingdom. It is fo contrived, that at the end 
of almoft every ftreet, you have a view of a church, 
though they are only four in number. If it were 
poffible to remove a few buildings, which have 
moft probably been raifcd during fomc liege or 
public danger, and which encroach a litde m j(bme 
places upon die ftreets, this original plan of the 
eye encountering a church in every ftreet, would 
be more perfeftly feen than it now is. 

And here, I cannot help mentioning one en- 
croachment upon the regularity of Hereford, which 
every man of public fpirit ought to contribute fome- 
tbing towards removing. This is that portion or 
houfes, which are crowded together in the middle 
of the town, and known by the name of the Butch^-^ 
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Row. If this niiifance wew reittoved/ the market- 
place, whicji is indeed Ipacious at prefent, would 
certainly be one of the bed in the kingdom. 

Nor are* thefe houfes detrimental to the regula- 
rity of the city only, but alfo prejudicial qn ano- 
ther account, as the butchers have rfieir flaug^tcr- 
houfes moftly in the aboTe-mentioncd places. Be- 
fides the indecency of this, which mufl be appa- 
rent to every one, the moralift might inQft upQn 
the evil conlequences to fociety, from foch pubKc 
exhibitions of cruelty. Children, efpecially, who 
are fond of crowding to fiich fpeftacles, will cer- 
tainly not find their dilpofitions meliorated by fo 
grofs a familiarity with death. 

SALUBRITY OF ITS SITUATION. 

The air of Herefordfhire has always been ef- 
teemed pure and healdiy, to a very great degree. 
It is upon record, that the ingenious Sergeant 
HcAyas gave an entertainment to King James, 
in the city of Hereford, and provided ten* people 
to dance the morrice before him, whofe ages toge- 
ther made up more than one thoufand years. — 
(A neft of Neftorsi, as the author calk them.) 

From the peculiar fertility of the foil, and the 
falubrious air of the country adjacent to this city, 
it may reafonably be imagined, that the Sergeant

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had no occafion to fearch at any great dif^^ce fi>r 
the ten aged perfons. The (amc longevity of the 
inhabitants feems to continue to theprefent period^ as 
many perfons in Hereford and the adjoining parifhes 
are ftill to be found in a very advanced ilage of 
'life. 

In fliort^ the encomium bellowed upon Britaip 
by a Monk of the fifteenth century, ipay, with 
peculiar propriety, be applied to Herefordihire. 

" Tu nirnk) nee ftriCta gelu, nee (idere fervens, 

** Clemente coelo> temperieque pla^s. 
** Cum parefet Natura parens, yarioque favore 

*' Divideret dotes omnibus ip(a fuis,

Nor cold, nor heat's extremes, thy people fear.

GOVERNMENT. 

The government of this city is adminiftered by 
a Mayor, who is annually chofen out of thirty-one 
Common Council Men. Six of the Seniors are 
Aldermen and Juftices. There is alfo a Chief 
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Steward, Deputy Steward, and Town Clerk. The 
Mayor has a Sword-Bearer, and four Serjeants at 
Mace, with Porters, Beadles, &c. 

We find that the ancient privileges of this city 
were confirmed to it by a Charter granted by King 
John, In the feventh year of the reign of Richard 
the Second, Thomas Whitfield was made firft 
Mayor, before which time it was governed by a 
Bailiff. Several Kings, his fucceflbrs, confirmed the 
faid privelcge to it by different charters, the laft of 
whom was King William the Third. One of its pri- 
vileges is, that the different companies have autho- 
rity to make bye-laws^ for the better regulating 
and nnianaging their affairs in commerce.* 

TRADE AND MANUFACTORIES. 

Hereford formerly carried on a large trade in 
gloves, but the bufincfs is now upon the decline. 
Its fituation, indeed, though extremely good in al- 
moft every other refpeft, feems to be rather 

♦ Small copper change not being coined during the Ufurpation, 
tradefmen's tokens or farthings were circulated, allowed, and 
continued ti)l about the year 1671, when farthings were coined at 
the mint. Among feveral made at Hereford, the following was 
the beft dye. 
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unfavourable to manufaftories in an extcnfive de- 
gree. The chief rcafon of this is, the rapid and 
uncertain ftate of the river Wye, which makes it 
impoflible for the city to be regularly fupplied with ^ 
coal. It is true, this might not have an immediate 
and conftant effeft upon the glove trade: but as 
the fciences and commerce have a mutual connec- 
tion, we generally find the arts and common trades 
go hand in hand with each other, and flourifh beit, 
where there is the mod general activity. 

The late Lord Saidamore, defirous of eftabliih- 
irtg a woollen manufaftory at Hereford, left four 
hundred pounds to be lent out, without intereft, to 
any perfon of refponfibility, who would undertake 
the bufmcfs. That fum, I am informed, has already 
increafed to two thoufand pounds, yet no one has 
manifefted the leaft difpofition to fulfil his Lord- 
jhip's kind intention. As the manufacturer might 
be fupplied with excellent wool in the neighbour-* 
hood, this backwardnefs has been generally attri- 
buted to the dearnefs of fuel.* 

♦ Having attributed tb« want of tvery kind of manufactory in 
Hereford, to the dearnefs of coals, it is but juftice to mention» 
that during the fpring and autumn feaibns, it is frequently fold as 
low as eighteen (hillings a ton. In fummer it is generally much 
.higher, on account of the low water, and fomepmes it is not to be 
had at any price. If there happen to be much rain, it is as low 
as ieventeen or eighteen ihillings per toni but if there be a froft, 
the water carriage is entirely ftopped, and they are obliged to hav«^ 
recourfe to land carriage, which fre^ueqtly raifes the price tQ 
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A pFopofal was offered to the gentlemen of tte 
county fome years ago> to facilitate the navigation 
Bf the river, and, if poffible to reftorc aftivity and 
iodiiftrytx) Hereford once more: but the eftinmate 
38 &id to!have ftrudc terror into fome of the prin-r 
cipal promotsers of -the plan, for which reaibn it 
vas given up. Should the propofal ever be re« 
newed with fuccels, it would be worth while, ia 
the fame A6t of Parliament, to get the level of the 
New Wear,* in the neighbourhood of Monmouth, 
reduced. Before that Wear was erefted, falmon 
was fo extremely cheap at Hereford, that when 
hoys were put apprentices, the parents generally 
fo©k^'care, anaong other hardfhifSj to exempt 
them in their indentures from that of eating 
&kmm "more than thrice a week. This caution is 
novf totally unneceflary; yet falmon and other kinds 
of river fifh are, in general, not dear. Seafifti arf 
brought to Hereford commonly from Wales, and 
ibmetimes from Bath and Briftol ,at a.confiderable 
expence. 

twenty-five (hillings per ton. Hereford is fupplied with coal from 
•the Foreft of Dean. 

^ An A^ of Parliament *was procured (bme years ago, to re- 
duce the above-mentioned Wear, but the intention of thc'A^ 
was defeated by the following »ftratagem. The proprietor of the 
Wear, whilft the bill was paffing through the Hon fes, put a num- 
•ber of workra<»n to raifc itjuft fomuch above its original height, as 
rthc intention was torednce it below that level. By thismeans,k 
when the A6t came to be put ia exepiition, the Wear w^s only 
brovigbJt taitS'fQrmet ftaodard. 
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Cider, which is made in very great abundance 
in this county — hops, which are raifed in great 
quantities — and bark, &c. are articles of com- 
merce to this city, Thefe are fent in barges viown 
to. Briftol, from which place they are fhipped for 
London, Ireland, and other diftant parts, 

Hereford has three weekly markets — on Wed- 
nelHays, Pridays, and Saturdays. Thefe are well 
fbpplied, and, upon an average, at as low a rate as 
moft other markets in the kingdom. Lately, how- 
ever, fome complaints have betn made of the high 
price of provifions 5 nor can it be expefted, that in 
a kingdom, where the roads are generally good, 
there flicruld not be a kind of equilibrium through- 
out it, in the price of moft of the neceffaries of life. 
There are five annual fairs at Hereford. The firft 
Tuefday after Candlemas day, Wednefday in Eafter 
week, May the 19th, the firft of July, and the 20th 
of Oftober. The fair on May the 1 9th, is com- 
monly known by the name of the Nine Days Fair, 
when the market is removed from the High-ftreet 
/to the Broad-ftreet, leading to the Bilhop's Palace; 
during its continuance, the Biftiop's Bailiff, accord- 
ing to ancient cuftom, afts as Chief Magiftrate, 
and on the Sunday preceding attends the Cathedral 
and the Palace in proceffion, with a Mace Beareri 
and other officers. Perfons holding lands, charge- 
able with a fee form rent to the Bifhop, arc alone 
eligible to fervc this office. 
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STATE OF NAVIGATIOK. 

The advantages arifing from inland navigation 
are felf-evidenti and though the Wye runs clofc 
to Hereford, yet, owing to the uncertainty of its 
ftrcam, it can never be brought to anfwcr the 
purpofe of a regular conveyance. Many fchemes, 
indeed, have been propofed to improve it, by 
rneans of cuts, &c. but every attempt on the Wye 
has been hitherto deemed to oppofe experience, as, 
from the velocity of its current, it feems to defy 
all conftraint 

It was therefore relblved, in 1790, after ma- 
ture deliberation, to cut a canal, which might open 
a communication with the Severn at Gloucefter, 
and, by paffing through the collieries, afford the 
city of Hereford and its neighbourhood a more re- 
gular fupply of coal. The line was furveyed by 
Mr. Clowes, paffing from Hereford by Led* 
bury, end near to the collieries of Newent, to 
Gloucefter, an extent of thirty-five miles, five 
forlongs, and three chains: the original eftimate 
pf it wa3 about 7 5,000!. j which being approved 
of, and a bill obtained, the work was foon after 
commenced, 

Moft people feem to have built their hopes of 
this canal on the fole benefit to be gained by a re- 
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duced price of cods; whilft others, more fanguine 
for the meafure, maintain — that it would anfwer 
and fupport itfclf, though no coals, were to be 
carried upon it, as the imports and exports o( the 
city of Hereford are of material confequence 3 to 
which, if we add thofe of Ledbury and Newent, 
and the adjacent part of the country, the tonnage 
muft be ftill further encreafed.

This canal will befidcs prove particularly ad- 
vantageous to the proprietors and occupiers of 
eftates, through or near which it pafles. The na- 
tural and artificial- produce of the country is very 
abundant, particularly timber, deemed the bcft in 
the kingdom, and various other articles, which are 
conveyed to a market along bad roads at a very 
heavy expence. By this canal the farmers may 
alfo convey their goods with litde trouble, at an 
eafy expence; and the neceffity of land carriage 
being diminifhed, they will have occafion for fewer 
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horfes, and be enabkd to fupply their f>lace with 
oxen. 

Moft of the imports (coals excepted^ which are 
&t the heavy price of twenty (hillings per ton on 
an average) are brought by a vcty expenfive land 
carriage^ the faving of which, by means of a canal, 
will be three-fourths. The neighbourhood o( 
Newent abounds with coal, which may be deliver- 
ed to boats at diat place at about fix or feren (hil- 
lings per ton, to which add the ufual tonnage of 
two-pence per mile, and half of that fum for freight, 
the amount will be twelve (hillings per ton deli- 
vered at Hereford. It has been mentioned that 
the coal at Newent is of an inferior quality; but 
by recent experiments it has been found to be fer 
better tl\an at firft imagined. 

Though this work, like moft other fimilar un- 
dertakings, has been in fome degree retarded from 
the general efFefts of the prefent war, yet we may 
confidently hope, it will be only temporary, and 
that, on the return of peace, it will be foon com- 
pleted, and tend not only to enrich individuals, but 
likewife to the commercial aggrandifement of the 
ancient city of Hereford. 

POOR. 

In large towns the /poor are generally very fe- 
rious objcfts of attention, and in a place where 
there is no manufaftory for the employment of the 
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lower ckfs of people, it may be (uppafed that ob- 
jefts of diftrefs will be very numerous. This k 
precifely the cafe Ht Hereford. The dif&rettt pa- 
riflxes agreed fome years ago (30 eftaWifh a general 
work-houfe, which has accordingly been done upon 
k good plan, and under excellent regulations^ 

This building is without Eign-gate^ at a little 
diftance from the city, and ferved for the Infir- 
mary, before the prefent new one was €red?ed» 

THE TOWN OR SHIRE HALL. 

Hereford does not boaft a great number of pub- 
lic buildings. The firft worthy of notice is the 
Town or Shire HaH. This is a large ancient 
timber building, fopported by twenty-one gothic 
pillars, fituate in the middle of the market-place, 
and was, fome time fince, a very handfome ftruc- 
ture. But elegance has been facrificcd to utility. 
It has be^n reduced* in its height, and its beauty 
deformed, in order to eafe the pillars of part of 
their load. Before this alteration took place, the 
building was confidered as a very curious piece of 
workmanfhip. By whom it was built, I hayp not 
been able to difcover, but it feems by its ftyle to 
have been erefted during the reign of James L 
by the famous John Abel, who many years .kfter- 

• Before the Shire-Hall was lowered, there were apartments in 
V an Tipper ftory, for the different trading companies of Hereford 
to tranfa^ th^ir bufinefe there. 
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•wards proved of fo much ufe during the time Here- 
ford was bcfieged by the Scots. 

The County Affizes are holden here, and alfo 
thofe of Oyer and Terminer for all South Wales^ 
under certain reftriftion^; for that diftri6t litigated 
the greater number of caufes here formerly; but 
an Adt of Parliament has been paffed, to prevent 
trifling fuits being removed out of the Principality, 

Under the Shire-hall is kept the corn market, 
and in a retired part of the fame place is the fiih- 
market. 

Eaft from the Shire-Hall, oppofite to St. Peter's 
Church, was the old County Gaol; but a very 
extenfive building; upon Mr. Howard's plan of 
folitary confinement, i^ juft finiflied, built on the 
fcite of the Priory of St. Guthlac, on an eligible 
fituation at the foot of Aylftone's Hill. This build- 
ing is from a defign of the celebrated Mr. Nafli, 
and is intended to include the City and County 
Gaol, with the Bridewell 

INFIRMARY. 

This elegant modern building lies a little to the 
fouth eaft of the Caftle Walks. The pleafant and 
healthy fituation in which it ftands, on the banks of 
the river Wye, renders it highly eligible for the pur- 
pofe. The ample fcite on which it was erefted, 
together with its contiguous garden, were the gift 
of the late Earl of Oxford. The Rev. Dr. Talbot, 
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of Ullingfwick, firft propolcd the fchemc, towards 
which he fubfcribcd the fum of five hundred 
pounds. A number of other perfons coming for- 
ward with their liberal fubicriptions, it was foon 
completed. The ftrufture is not very extenfive, 
but commodious and elegant. It was intended at 
firft for 55 patients, but is capable of holding 70. 
It depends for fupport, pardy on annual fubfcrip- 
tions, and pardy on benefadions, which, owing to 
the unremitted exertions of the prefent Treafurer, 
have been hitherto found adequate to the various 
purpoies of this noble inftitudon. Mr. Parker, of 
this city, was the architect 

A litde to the north-eaft, a neat and convenient 
building for the reception of I^unatics, has been 
lately erefted. Several benefaftors and fubfcribers 
aflifted in a very generous manner, and we may 
hope that fo benevolent a fcheme wiU meet with 
encouragement and fuccefe in future. 

THE THEATRE. 

About the centre of the Broad-ftreet, is the Thea- 
tre — a plain but very neat building, eredted by Mr. 
Watfon, manager of the Cheltenham Company or 
Comedians. It is very much frequented, and the 
performers are felefted with great choice. 
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PUBLIC AMUSEMENTS, WALKS, &C. 

To enter into a minute defcription of the amufe- 
ments of the place, would have too much the 
appearance of the hiftory of Ibme foreign country. 
Suffice it then to mention, that in winter there arc 
card and dancing aflemblics, occafionally jJays, and 
concerts, and moft other amtifements, which can 
engage the attention of elegant fociety. 

In fummer, frequent excurfions in parties on the 
Wye, which are now become fo fafliionable, fince 
.the various pifturelque beauties of that river have 
been defcribed by Mr. Gilpin, and favourite walks 
in the neighbourhood of the city, are the principal 
amufements of the company which refort to this 
town. 

It would be unpardonable here, not to mention 
a very elegant public walk fouth-eaft of the city, 
called the Caftle-Green, being the fcite of the an- 
cient Caftlej at firft formed, and kept in neat or- 
der by the Corporation. It has been efteemed 
fuperior to any other walk of the kind in the king- 
dom: but tafte, unimproved by-attention andftudy, 
varies more perhaps in fcenery and landfcape, 
than it does upon any other fubjeft. The walk 
is nearly quadrangular, having the Wye, a large 
and beautiful river, gliding by it on the fouth. 
Towards the north and eaft, this walk is formed 
into an outer and inner one. The inner one is 
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Ihaded with a row of elms, which arc Ifterally, 
according to the poet, 

From ftorms a iheh^r, and from beat a (hade. 

The outer walk rifes by an afcent of twelve or 
fifteen feet above the other, and appears to have 
been the keep and part of the wall of the caftle, 
mot quite levelled. From this outer walk you fee 
a moat below, partly encompafling the fcite of the 
caftle, which is always full of frefh water, and 
abounds in carp and other kinds of fi(h. But what 
conftitutes the chief excellency of this walk, is the 
variety of beautiful objeds feen from it, which 
muft ftrike the admiration of evej-y curious traveller, 
who chufcs to vifit it. 

The northern afpeft prefents the city, with the 
Ipires of St. Peter's and All-Saints, On the fouth* 
eaft, is a charming view of the Wye, a^ alfo of 
the Infirmary (already defcribed,) in the back 
ground of which are Dynedor Hill, and the beau- 
tiful woods of Rotherwas, remarkable for the ver- 
dure and luxuriance of their trees. On the fouth, 
is the fame river, which you look down upon, from 
the height of about ten or fifteen yards. It is fre- 
quently covered with boats and other fmall veflels; 
and on the oppofite fide are rich meadows, inter- 
Iperfed with fome fine trees. On the weft, you have 
the Cathedral, the Biihop's Palace, the Vicars* 
College and the bridge, over which the rivjr may 
be feen to a confiderable diftances and on the banks 
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the elegant feat of J. Matthews, Elq. makes a 
confpicuous figure. This view is terminated by 
the Black Mountains in Herefordftiirc and Breck- 
nockfhire, and with other Welfli hills, fituate at a 
great diftance. 

There is another pleafing walk by^ the Wye 
fide, round the Bartonfham Meadows, which is 
much frequented in fummer. Here may be feen 
the remains of entrenchments thrown up during the 
civil wars in the reign of Charles the Firft. There 
are various other favourite fummer walks near this 
city, which it would be ufelefs, as well as tedious, 
to mention. Indeed, few cities have a greater va- 
riety of them near it; thofe of the Morning Portfield, 
Broomy Hill, and Wareham Wood on one fide ; 
and, on the other, Aylftone Hill, Harford Shut, 
and the Vineyard, have fine fcenery to recommend 
them, and are diftant not more than a mile from 
the city walls. 

Befides thefe pleafant walks, the vicinity of Here- 
fi^rd affords various agreeable rides, which, from 
the variety of views and pifturefque fcenery of the 
country, are highly delightfiil. Dynedor Camp, 
about two miles from Hereford, is fometimes called 
Oyfter-Hilly from Oftorius Scapula, the Roman 
General, who is faid to have encamped here during 
his conteft with the brave Caraftacus. As the 
view from this hill is much and defervedly admired, 
among many others in the neighbourhood of Here- 
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ford, it is particularly recommended as worthy of 
the notice of all travellers of tafte, and on that ac- 
count a more particular defcripdon may be ac- 
ceptable. 

From the camp, the city of Hereford is feen on 
an eafy afcent over the river Wye, which meanders 
with great beauty through a moft luxuriant vale, 
finely blended with woods, corn fields and pafture 
grounds. To the north and eaft, the Malvern 
Hills in Worcefterfliire, and the Clee Hills in 
Shroplhire, terminate the view, as feen over Stoke 
Park, Longworth Woods, and Dinmorc Hill, near 
Hampton-Court Park. Towards the north-weft, 
this beautiful vale extends for many miles, pre- 
fenting, at one view, the fine obje&s of Credenhill 
Camp, Tillington and Foxley woods. Lady Lift, 
Bifhopftone Hill, Moccas Park, and Merbidge 
Hill, bounded by the mountains of Radnorlhire. 
To the fouth-weft, the Hatterel Hills, more gene- 
rally known by the name of the Black Mountain, 
appear as a grand boundary of England towards 
Wales. The celebrated St. Michael's Mount, with 
the Blorinch and Pen-y-Vale Mountains, near 
Abergavenny in Monmouthfhire, are fine diftant 
objects, and particularly if feen under the favour- 
able efieft of an evening fun. The view to the 
fouth-eaft, though not fo extenfive, has every thing 
to recommend it to the admirer of various and 
pifturefque fcencry. The Wye is here feen nearer 
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than from the oppofite fide, and makes a fwecp 
through a traft of the fincft meadow lands, which, 
are enclofed on one fide of the river by the woods 
of Fownhope and Capler Camp, rifing above the 
bed of the river with much grandeur; over all 
which, you perceive May-Hill, in Glouccfterfhire. 
On the oppofite fide, the park of Holm-Lacy> 
with the houfe peeping between the trees, add to 
the beauty of this fcene. Sufton Houfc, Mordifbrd 
church, witli its neat parfbnage, and 'the church 
and village of Fownhope, are all objefts extremely 
pleafing. The Wye here rivals the Towy, and ' 
dclibrves the praife of die poet of Grongar Hill.

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THE BISHOPRICK OF HEREFORD. 



THE Bifhoprick of Hereford is of great anti- 
quity, for we find a Biftiop from that fee 
prefent at the fynod of St, Augiiftine's at Worces- 
ter,, about the yeat 600. — (Fid.^ Spelm de ConciL) 
It was, as being one of thofe created in the Britons' 
time, firft under the metropolitan of Caerleon 
upon Ufke, for a fhort time under Adulphus, and 
Humbert, 'A rchbifhops of Litchfield, thtn under 
St. David's, and when thefe parts were conquered 
by the Saxon Kings, it came to be a member of 
the province of Canterbury. 

After the death of OfFa, King of the Mercians, 
Egfrid his fon, fcarcely reigned a year — (Hift. 
Angh Script. Lond. 1653,) — whereby was fulfilled 
what Alfrida the virgin had foretold, that after the 
death of Ethelbert the martyr, he (hould not rule 
three years over the people of Mercia. 

By thefe and fuch like figns, the reputation of 
St. Ethelbert was daily more taken hoticc of; till.

at laft, the fame of his faniticy came to the cars of 
Milfride, King of Mercia, who thereupon ordered 
a certain devout Bilhop of his, in whofe dihgence 
he much confided, to repair to the place, and there 
make proper fearch into the caufe of the death 
of the maityr, and the manner, alfo the miracles 
and figns wrought there, with other tranfaftlons, 
and to report the certainty with all prudence and 
care. 

The Biftiop foon after declared to his Prince the 
manner of the murder of the innocent King, and 
niany wonders* of the Almighty — not only what 
he had heard, but what he himfelf faw : which, when 
King Milfride had underftood, although then in 
a remote part of the kingdom, he fent a confiderable 
fum of money to Hereford — (Mo^. jingl. vol. 3.) — 
and with great devotion built a noble church of 
ftone, to the praife and honour of the blefled mar- 
tyr j in the fame place he alfo fixed a Bifhop, ho- 

♦ Edwin the Saxon> a man of great ^ovitv--~( Camden's Brit.) — 
before the Coaqucft, gave the town of Ledbury to the Church i/f 
Hereford, being affuredly perAiaded, that, by St. Erhclbert's 
intcrccffion, he wa,s cured of a pajfy. There is a ipring or weil 
near the fcite of the calHe of Herefordj which ftili bears the name 
of this Prince, and is faid to have formerly wrought a great num- 
ber of wonderful cures. It continues, even now, to be vifited 
fbr ulcers and (ores of various kinds, and from its medicinal 
quality, is fometimes of great fervice lA fuch cafes. This, no 
doubt, firft gave rife to a belief, of its being pofl'efled of miracu- 
lous powers ; which belief is not totally ^radicated from the minds 
of Ibme even at ^his time. 
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noured the Church with cathedral dignity, fouitded 
a choir of fecular Canons, and ceaied not, whilft 
he lived, to endow it with lands and ample pof- 
ieilions. 

The Church being thus built, and in fome mea- 
fure endowed by this pious King Milfride, it after- 
wards had many other benefa&ors among the 
Saxons, though the charters and particular dona-^* 
tions, in fo long a period of time, have only been 
preferved in an old Kalendar (which Blouni fays 
he faw at Mr. Taylor's,) in which were record- 
ed the days of the deaths of Wulvina, Godiva, 
who long ago gave Hope, Prefton and Norton, 
with other lands, to this Church; and OfFa, in 
expiation of the murder of King Ethelbe^t, gave 
a confidcrable quantity of land to the fee of Here- 
ford— (vid. Hift. JorvaL) — which to this day that 
Church enjoys. 

King Edward the Confeffor granted great liber- 
ties and privileges to the Canons of this Cathedral, 
as may be feen by the following charter among 
Mr. ^aylQr'% MSS. in Latin. 

," I, Edward, King, do amicably falute Aldred, 
<* Bilhop, and Harold, and all my Minifters in 
^' the county of Hereford; and I notify to you my 
" will, that the Canons of Hereford, in the Mo- 
** naftery of St. Ethelbert, for themfelves and their 
^' men fhall be free of all franchiies and liberties 
*^ within and without the burgh, in as full ancl 
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** ample a manner, as chey have been in all things 
** ufed to. And I order you all to affift them, 
^* wherever they may be, in cafe they ftiould be 
" impoverifhed, for the love of God and the afiec- 
?* tion you bear towards me." 

During the reign of that Monarch in particular, 
tlie royal favour was very plentifully fliowcred 
upon this fee ; not only in confirming its ancient 
rights and privileges, but in granting and eftablifh- 
ing feveral new ones. 

There were ai Chavntries formerly belonging 
to it, and it had found fo many bencfa6tors before 
that King's reign, that Walter Bifliop of Hereford 
was in poffeffion of 98 mafuras, each containing 
four oxgangs, or fixty acres of land, which it feems 
were lb abufed in his time, that Robert, his fuc- 
ceflbr, found indeed 40 hides of land appertaining 
to the Bifhoprick, when he came to it, but all 
wafted, 

Earl Harold foon after deprived this Church of 
a great part of its landed property, but the Canons 
were reinftated in their poffeflions, by a decree of 
William the Conqueror, and Ralph Murdac con- 
firmed them to this Church, dedicated to Our 
l^dy and St. Ethelbert. 

In fucceeding times, feveral Kings of this realm, 
by their charters, granted divers ample privileges 
and imipunities to thq Bifliops of this lee: the firft 
I meet with, is one of King -Stepheni and by

another charter of the fame King, made in a Com- 
mon Council held at Oxford, fome further privi- 
leges were granted to this Bifhopiick, 

A forell beyond the river Wye belonged alfb 
to the fee of Hereford, as appears by a charter of 
King Henry die Firft. The fame King, by his 
charter, dated at Woodftock, grants the Bilhoprick 
to Robert de Betune, with many immunities. Thefe 
privileges, &c. were further enlarged by King John 
to Giles de Braos, then Biihop, afterwards by King 
Henry the Third, who, in the twenty-fifth year of 
his reign, granted free warren to all the Bilhop's 
manors, without the King's forefts, among which 
the manor of Burton is named, and a forfeiture of 
ten pounds impofed upon all fuch who (hould vio- 
late his royal concelTion ; alfo liberty to hold pleas 
of the Crown in four of their capital manors, viz. 
Burton, Bromyard, Ledbury, and Rofs. A ftill 
more ample charter was granted by Richard the 
Second, to John TrefFant, Biihop of Hereford. 

By an old inquifition in Grimfworth hundredj^ 
^* What, and how many manors the King held ?" the 
Jury faid, that he has the caftle of Hereford and 
foreft of Haywood, and the greatefl: part of the city 
of Hereford, which part the citizens of Hereford 
hold of our Lord the King, paying 40s. per annum ; 
the other part appertains to the Bifhop, Chapter, 
and Hofpital, &c. So that it appears this Biftlop^ 
rick was anciently very confiderable both for rp- 
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venue and privileges; for in all royal records of 
old, it was taxed at fifteen knight's fees. 

In the firft year of the reign of Edward the Firftr, 
John Skipp, Bilhop of Hereford, demifed his pa- 
lace at London, or St. Mary Montalt, to Tho- 
mas Wendy, M. D. which the King granted with 
three tenements, the faid Bifliop had demifed to 
the Lord Clinton, for two hundred years, at the 
rent of one {hilling. Queen Mary having fet 
afide this grant, they were reftored to the fee. 

But this Bifhoprick fuffcred a great eclipfc in the 
fourth year of Queen Elizabeth — (vid. BuUerfield^s 
Survey y) when, by the contrivance of Ibme covet- 
ous courtiers, the manors of Ledbury, Upton 
l^pifcopi, Rofs and Cradley, in the county of Here- 
ford; the manors of Blirgo Caftri, Caftri Epifcopi 
(Bijbofs CqftUy) Aftwood, Sadley, and Lidbury, 
in the county of Salop; and of Venhampton and 
Preflbury, in the county of Gloucefter, were lopped 
off from this Bilhoprick, under the pretence of an 
exchange of certain tithes and poffcffions of much 
lefs value. This was fettled by the Queen's Let- 
ters Patent 9f Exchange, bearing date the 23d of 
March, Anno 4th Reginse Elizabeth. 

During the great rebellion, it was again deprived 
of a great part of its revenues, as may be feen by 
the following fale of its cftate and demefnes, mad* 
by order of Parliament —

The Bifliop of this fee had heretofore no lefs 
than ten palaces or manfion-houfes, viz. the palace 
of Hereford, Bifhop's-Caftle in Shropftiire, Preft- 
bury in Gloucefterlhire, Ledbury and Rofs; diefe 
four laft were alienated by Queen Elizabeth i Brom- 
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yard, demolifhed long fince; Bo/bury, Whitbournc 
and Siigwas, which three arc let out to farm; arid 
iaftly, St. Mary Montalt in Lond.;n. 

The dioccfe contains almof^ the whole county of 
Hereford, and part of Shiopfhire. It has .379 pa- 
rifli churches, of which 166 are impropriations, 
and the tenths of the clercry ann( unt to 340I, 2s. 2d. 
For its government, there are two Archdeacons, 
viz. Hereford and Salop. It has yielded the church 
one Saint, the (late two Chancellors and three Lord 
Treafuicrsj one Deputy to the realm of Ireland, 
two Chancellors to the Univcrfity of Oxford, and 
one to the Queen of England. It is valued in the 
King's books at 7681.108. 6jd. 



THE CATHEDRAL. 

Though Hereford was a Bidiop's fee, during 
the time it was in the hands of the Ancient Britons, 
as early as the year 600, yet we meet with no 
account of its Cathedral, till the remains of Ethel- 
bert were interred there, by order of the Mercian 
King. At th;t time, we are told, Milfride, Prince 
of fome of the neighbouring diftri<5ls, crefted a 
very magnificent Chu.ch to the memory of the 
murdered Prince, which he endowed very liberally 
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for a number of fecular Canons. Yet notwith- 
Handing the great care of Milfride in aggrandizing 
the Church, external violence, or the lapfe of time, 
had made fuch impreflions upon the fabric, that 
Ethelftan, who fucceeded to the bilhoprick, was 
obliged to rebuild it from the ground. 

In the year 1053* Alfgar and Griffin invaded 
Herefordjhire, as has been mentioned before; at 
which time they facked the city, dripped the 
Cathedral of every valuable relift, and then ftt fire 
to it, by which it was nearly confumed. 

We are told, that Robert Lozing, Biftiop of 
Hereford, was the firft who began to repair thefe 
damages about the year 107 9j and that he model- 
ed it after the manner of that at Aix la Chapelle, 
In the review of fafts, however, at fuch a great 
diftance of time, we muft neceflarily meet with 
various, and fometimes contradiftory reports con- 
cerning them* Cotemporary writers have not al- 
ways fpoken in the plain language of unexaggerated 
truth, and it becomes a very difficult matter at this 
time, tQ difcern what does, and what does not, bear 
the genuine marks of it. This is, in fome degree, 
the cafe in refpeft to the perfon who had the prin- 
cipal ihare in rebuilding the Church after the 
Welfli invafion. Reinelm or Emelin, who was 
called to this bifhoprick in the 7th of Henry the 
Firft, is confidently reported to have repaired the. 
damages it had then fuftained, and that he gave it 
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the magnificent appearance which it now pofleffes. 
ttow this prccifely was, we cannot with confidence 
declare; but may venture to conjefture that the 
religious zeal of thofe early ages would never fuf- 
fer the Church to remain in ruins, till the days of 
Rcinelm, We may therefore conclude, till we 
have ftronger evidence to the contrary, that Ro- 
bert Lozing was the firft rebuilder of it about the 
year 1079, and that Reinclm advanced it to its 
prcfent grandeur, by finifhing what the former had 
left incomplete. 

Nor were thefe Prelates the Only benefaftors to 
the Cathedral; Robert de Betune, in the 37th of 
Henry the Firft, made fome fiirther additions to it. 
Giles de Braos alfo, about the year 1 200, is faid 
to have built the upper part of that moft magnifi- 
cent ftrufture the Weft Tower. Yet this laft refts 
upon no ftronger evidence than conjefture, from 
his being reprefented as holding the model of a 
tower in his hand, which was fuppofed to bear 
fome refcmblance to the Weft Tower. From the 
great uncertainty who was the real founder of this 
noble ftrufture, it may not be thought improper 
to offer another conjefture, which appears to be 
rather better founded than the former. The evi- 
dence to be produced was lately to be feen upon 
a very ancient grave-ftone in the body of the 
Church, not far diftant from the north fide of the 
tower which fell, and is as follows :

The celebrated Bifliop and Saint, Thomas Can- 
tilupe, added the north aifle in the reign of Ed- 
ward the Firft. The beautiful north porch or 
entrance was conftnifted by Bifhop Booth, who, 
by his laft will, proved May 8, 1535, dcfiredto be 
buried in that part " near to the door of the north- 
" crn entrance into the church, where I erefted my 
" fepulchre/' From this time we have heard of 
nothing remarkable, till the civil wars, in the year 
1645. Hereford being at that time taken by the 
Parliamentary army, the Cathedral liifFercd very 
much, as has been already mentioned. 

Although this Cathedral Church has undergone 
confiderable mutilations, yet it is at this time a 
very ftately, though irregular ftrufture, notwith- 
ftanding it has fufFered very much lately by the fall 
of the weft tower, which was efteemed a curious 
piece of ancient architefture. As this tower was 
very mafiy and well built, it would not probably 
have gone to ruins for many centuries, had it not 
o 
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been very injudicioufly ereftcd upon arches which 
were defigned originally for the fupport of the roof 
only. An attempt was made to ftrengthen and 
fupport thefe arches a little before they gave way, 
but they were too far gone to admit of any afCft- 
ance. It may not be improper to inform the 
reader, that this nobk ftrudure, which was 125 
feet high, began .to give fomc warnings of its fall, 
about a fortnight before it. happened. Notwith- 
ftanding which, divine fervice ftill continued to be 
performed, till, on Eafter Monday, 17861. aljoyc 
feven o'clocjc in the evening, the archies giving, way, 
the whole mafs inftantaneoufly became a. heap of 
ruins. It was finilhed with the richeft old Saxon 
work, the ftme as the. undex part of the nave, 
which now remains; the addition of the beautiful 
gothic tower over the Saxon, containing four curi- 
ous figures of St. Peter, St. P$ul, St. Ethelbert 
and St. Thomas Cantilupc, was erefted Anno 
1206, by Bifhop de Braos, who lies buried on tlie 
north fide of the high altar. The difference be- 
tween the, Saxon and Gothic architedure, and die 
ftate of the tower at the time of its fall, are dif- 
tinft^y Ihewn in the views, taken in die fpringof 
1784, by Mr. J. Wathen, and publiflied by Meffrs. 
Middiman. and Jukes. Two years after the fall of 
the tower (.a liberal fubfcription having been open- 
ed,) the prefent Dean and Chapter began to rebuild 
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th^ weft end^ and the upper {>art of (he have, from 
a defign of Mf. Wyatt, which Aey hate now com- 
pkttd. 

The ftile in ^hicK the Cathedral is built, i» partJ]^ 
GotJiici and p«irtly S^oh; the kiftde 6f it c6fref- 
ponds with, or, perhaps, rather exceeds its out- 
wMxJ appearahc^, havkig a very handfome Choir, 
and nriany curious npionufrtehts of Biffiops and other 
illuftridus perfonagii.- 

The Choir, whieh was fitted up airtd decorated 
by Dean Tyler, about the year ly'^io, is ninety-fi5t 
feet in Itength, very lofty and well proportroned, 
containing a very excellent organ. During the re- 
fidence of Biftiop Beaucilerk it was newly paVed, 
and fev^ral' pai'ts ritpaifed; The altar ^ctt ii 
fumptuous and elegant, and the Bifhop's peW, to- 
gether with t!hiat of his Lady, are fuitabte co the 
other patts of the Church. 

In the north fide of the north aifie is a finall 
Chapel, built by Bifhop Stanbury about the year 
1470. This curious Chapel has a moft beautiful 
foof carved in ftone, and around the walk arel 
numerous coats of arms, finely fculptured. 

The arched roof of the upper crofs aifle is well 
worthy the notice of all peffons that vifit this Chiirch ; 
it is'fuppofted by one pillar, as in Salifbury, Wells, 
and fome other Cathedrals. 

On the eaft fide of the fouth door leading into 
the Choir, was formerly the celebrated monument 
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of St. Ethelbert: but the depredations of Alfgar 
and Griffin^ before mentioned^ added to the ravages 
of tinne, have prevented us from recognizing the 
place at prefent, any other way than by report. 

The Library at the eaft end of the Church, 
which was formerly a Chapel, dedicated to the Vir- 
gin Mary, contains a great many curious brafles 
and fome other monuments worthy of notice. It 
is a handfome apartment of very fine workmanlhip, 
and notwithftanding it was much defaced during 
the civil wars in the reign of Charles the Firft, the 
Ihelves are now pretty well filled with books, 
many of them valuable. 

On the fouth fide of the Library is a very beau- 
tiful Chapel founded by Bifhop Audley, about the 
year 1495. On the removal of that Bifhop to Sa- 
li/bury,^he built in that Cathedral a Chapel in all 
refpefts fimilar to that at Hereford, and which is 
there known as the Audley Chapel.

PRINCIPAL MONUMENTS. 

The Monuments of this Church are exceedingly 
nunnerous, and many of them fuch as would not 
be overlooked or defpifed in Weftminfter- Abbey. 
The following appear moft worthy of attention— 

I. In the fouth aifle, as you enter the Church 
from the College, is the monument of Bifhop 
LiNDSELL, who died fuddenly Nov. 6, 1634. He 
is reprefented as lying in his robes, wifh a figure of 
a city over him, and an iflfcrlption, the latter part 
of which records his excellent charafter.

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2. On die north fide of the fame aifle is a very 
handlbme monument to the nniemory of Bilhop 
Cooke. The architrave is fupportcd with black 
marble pillars^ and the Billiop is reprefented as 
lying in his robes below, 

3. In the north ai(le> i^pofite the little door, is the 
monument of Ltjcv Booth, who died April, 1673. 
It is a black marble tablet cnchafed in white, with 
a gik border, aad liipportsed by two twifted Mack 
marble pillars, with two angels trtimpeting on the 
top. 

4. In the north aifle, oppofite the high altar, is . 
the monument of Bifhop Bennet, who died Oft. 2, 
16 17. He is lying in his epifcopal habit, his head 
railed on a cufliion fupported by a book, and at his 
feet a lion. The tomb,, which is of marble, is 
inclofed with iron rails, and there is a painted 
tablet fixed to the wall with this infcription— -

5. Near the laft is an elegant marble monument 
to the memory of Anne Rudd> who died Auguft 
^3j 178 1, aged 28, with the following fimplc and 
elegant infcription, written by the Rev. A. Rudd»

who knew him will certainly drop the fympa- 
thifing tear of pity —

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• 6. In the north crofs aifle is a curious free-ftone 
altar monument, to the memory of Bifhop Can* 
TILUPE. On the tc^ there was formerly the 
portraiture of a man in brais^ with two tablets, and 
an infcription round the verge, which arc all torn 
off. There was likewife a canopy over this tomb, 
fupported on each fide by fix fmall pillars, arched 
at the top, by two like pillars. The tomb is very 
curioufly adorned with effigies of perfons in armour, 
reprefenting Knights Templar, of which order he 
was Provincial Matter in this kingdom 5 all which 
beautiful ornaments were defaced by the Parlia- 
mentary foldiers during the great rebellion. Hifto- 
rians affert that he was a man of exemplary piety, 
and the general favourite of the kingdom. Many 
miracles were faid to have been wrought at the place 
of his burial, and his tomb is ^t this tirpe much 
frequented by Roman Catholics, 

7. In the fame aifle, againft the north wall, is 
another altar monument of free-ftone, to the mev 
mory of Herbert Westphali no, Bifhop of Hct 
reford, who died March i, 1601. The monument 
IS fupported by three ijjhinxes, and in it lies the effi? 
gies of a Bifhop in his veftments, repofing his 
head on his hand. On the top of the monur 
ment are the arms of the WeftphaKngs, viz* 
azure a crofs^ between four heads of arrows or^ im- 
paling argent y on a chevron engrailedy between three 
crofs crofskiSy fitche fable two lions counter falimt Qf 
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ibe field. Upon two pillars of the Doric order, #vcr 
him, arc the arms of the fee, of the deanery, &c 
This monument has been lately removed to dw 
caft end of the north aifle, in order to make a 
mare ample fpacc for the erection of the new Pa- 
jrifh Church of St. John Baptift, which formerly 
fiood in the nave of the Cathedral, 

S. On the fbuth fide of die fame aifle, not iax 
£xMn St; Thomas Candlupe's tomb, is a handibfne 
aicar monument to Peter de Aquablanca, Bifhop 
cf Hereford, He is reprefcnted interred in his 
iacerdotal robes. There is an elegant arch over 
him, fupported on each fide by fix pillars of cu- 
rious workmanfhip. This monumient is inclofed 
on the fouth fide with iron bars, \^4iich reach to 
the cieling. 

9. Not far from the laft is an elegant marble 
monument, containing two bufts in ovals. The 
firfl: rcprefents William Evans, D. D. Preben- 
dary of this Church, who is leaning his left hand' on 
« book. On each fide are two women in loofe 
robes, and^on the top two women weeping, lean- 
ing their left hands on death's heads. The next i& 
that of his wife, holding her right hand on a death's 
head. Over her are two cupids cumbent, and 
under her bull this infcription —

10. Under an archi in the fouth wall, near the 
great north door, is the monument of Bifhop 
Booth, chiefly remarkable for hi5 having erefted 
it during his lifetime. 

11. In the fouth aifle is a very Iplendid monu- 
ment to the memory of Dr. John Tyler, and hh 
Lady. He was BiOiop of LandafF, and Dean qf 
Hereford. The infcription informs us that he was 
born at Wcfthide, in this county, 1640, and died 
1722, and that he was a benefaftor to the Choir 
and Library. His Lady, as appears by the fame 
infcription, was a confiderable benefadrefs to the 
city of Hereford, particularly in giving lool. to 
the Charity School 

1 2. In the fame aifle is a neat modern marble 
iponument, with an elegant urn, to the memory 
of Venters Cornewall, late of Moccas, Efq, 
who rcprefented the county of Hereford, during 
46 years in (even fuccefllve Parliaments. He died 
April 3, 1768, aged 73. Under it is the follow- 
ing infcription— 
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Encomiums upon the dead

This Marble, 

(Though he cannot but blame that excefs of patriot jealouiy 

which too cautioufly withheld the deceafed from engaging in

13. In the fame aifle, near the laft, 13 a large 
^Itar monument of marble, railed in with iron rails, 
to the memory of Alexander Dejtton, of Hil- 
lefiJen, in the county of Buckingham, and Anne, 
his wife, by his fide. To the left of the woman 
lies a child in fwaddling clothes. This monument 
was erefted in the year 1566. 

14. In the Choir, near the High Altar, is a very 
fuperb marble monument, to Bilhop Bisse, and 
his Lady. It is fupported by two Corinthian pil- 
lars, and ornamented in a very fuperior ftile. 

j^. On the north fide of the High Altar is a 
handfpmp alabafter monument to Biftiop Bennet. 
flis effigies lies on a tomb, reprefenting aperfon in 
^ facerdotal habit, over him is an arch fupported 
py four black rnarble Corinthian pillars, 

16. Near the laft is the monument of Giles 
PE Braos, or Braose, Biijiop of Hereford. He 
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is feprelented as lying in his facerdotal habit; on 
his head a mitrcj and in his left hand a tower» not 
unlike that at the weft end of the Cathedral, before 
it fell 

17. In the north aifle, oppofite the little door 
which leads to the College, is a black martjle grave- 
ftone, with this caccellcnt ch^radjter of a young 
woman ; but there is not any name to inftruft us 
for whom it was intended.

18. Under the window in the fouth aide is a 
monument eredted to the memory of Sir R. Pem- 
BRucE, or Penebrugge, or Brydges, who was 
Knight of the Garter, in the time of Edward the 
Third. 

Brydges' wide wafting hand, firft gartered Knight 
Pulflant Author of Great Chandos' ftem, &c. 

This monument, as well as others already men- 
tioned, have been engraved and publifhed in Mr» 
Cough's Sepulchral Monuments. 

1 9. In the north crofs aifle is a grave-ftonc, in- 
fcribed to the memory of the celebrated Mr. J, 
Philips, well-known in the literary world, for be- 
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ing the Author of thie Poems, Cider, Sjdfendid Shil- 
liiig, Blenheim, &c. The infcripdon fe is follows :

20. On a railed grave-ftone, in the area of the 
Bifhop's Cloyfters, is a Latin infcription to the me- 
mory of Sir Anthony Lockard, of the Bilets, 
near Leominfter^ who died December, 1696. He 
was the eldcft of feven brothers, all of whom, ex- 
cept this Sir Anthony, loft their lives in the unfor- 
tunate quarrel of Charles the Firft. 

2 1 . Near the fouth door, leading into the Church, 
is. a long Latin infcription, oh Sir James Clarke, 

•The monument referred to at Weftminfter Abbey, Hands in 
tlie Poet's Corner, between thofe of Chducer and Drayton, and 
waser^*d to his memory by Sir Simon, afterwards Lord Har- 
court. The infcription in Weftminfter Abbey, was written by' 
Bifliop Attcrbuiy, though it has been commonly attributed to 
Dr. Freind; 
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a picrfon whofe memory is eminently diflinguiihed: 
in the Hiftory of Hereford, 

a?» Near the entrance into the Church arc Latin 
inferiptions, incapitaU, to the memory of Pnitip 
Trahern, and Sir Edward King, which men** 
tion them, as Magiftrates of Hereford, to hare 
been powerful afliftants in the defence of the city, 
when it was bcfieged by the Scots in 1645. 
. 23. In the Cloyfters is a grave-ftone, without 
date, to the memory of Mr. Henry Hall, Orga^- 
nift of die Cathedrid Church. He was the Author 
of feveral Dramatic, asr well ae Mufical Compofi- 
tions, amongft which is an Opera, on the marriage 
of the Doge of Venice with the. Adriatick* 

There are a few monuments aMb in the Library,: 
or the Chapel of our Lady, which deferve notice. 
Under the third window from the eaft end of the 
library, is a handfome altar monument, nssatly 
arched at the tof) with fix airhcs of free-ttoni*, 
under which are the effigies of a man and woman- 
fitting. 

Below the lafl: lies the effigies of a man on a pil- 
low, armed cap-a-pee, at his feet a dog. This- 
monument, tradition fays, belonged to one of the* 
family of the Bohuns. A flatue of a woman was 
dug up fome time fince in the entrance to the 
Library, having on its head fomething like a Ducal 
Coronet. It was fuppofcd to rejwrefent Mary,' the 
daughter of Humfrey Bohun, and wife' of Henry 
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iBoUngbroke Earl of Hereford, afterwards King 
Henry the Fourth. 

Under the next window to the laft, beneath an 
arch, lies the effigies cf a woman on a pillow, 
^ith her hand lifted up, and at her feet a dog* 
There is an appearance of fome portraits haying 
been formerly painted upon the wall over this 
woman; that of St, Ethelbert is partly difcernible 
at this time. He feems to be inclining his ear to 
fome perfon holding a book. 

24. On the right hand, on entering this Chapeh 
under an arch, there is ' a monument of Dean 
feoRERUE; round the arch may be feen the rebus of 
a boar, with a leaf of rue in his mouth, in reference 
to the name of Borerue ; a tafte for infcription, 
which at one period we find very prevalent. 

Befides thefe monuments, there are many others 
in various parts of this extenfive ftrufture, whofo 
fuperfcriptions might, by fome, be deemed wor- 
thy of being noticed i but as they may not, perhaps, 
prove interefting to the public at large, the limits 
of the prefcnt work fhall not be fwelled by the in- 
iertion. The following Epitaph, however, in the 
Church-Xard, has not been deemed unworthy of 
notice from its eccentricity. It was written on 
one Benjamin Thomas, who was of a feftiveand 
joyous humour, and fpent much of his time at the 
Swan Inn, in this city. 
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Oft at the Swan has Ben klllM time, 
"•Mong fons of mirtli — a venial crimc*-

BISHOPS OF HEREFORD. 

About the year of our Lord 600, an Epifcopal 
See was firft eftabliflicd at Hereford i for we find a 
Bifliop of that place^ was one of the fcvcn Prelates 
who attended St. Auftin at the fynod at Wprcefter 
anno 601, howbcit Putt a, by fbnae called Peuca, 
was the firft Bifhop of this fee that we find re- 
corded by name, of whom, and twenty-three of his 
fucceflbrs, little remains upon record.

He died 
at his manor of Bofanbirig (now called Bofbury,) 
jUid was buried in his own church, February 1055.

1 0605— Walter A^LoRAWors, Qnecn Edith's 
Chaplain, was confecrated by the Pope. He was 
killed by a woman, whom he would have ravilhed, 
as William of Malmfbury tells us by hcarfiiy^, but 
the tal^ mepits little credit, as no other hiftorian 
mentions it, and he had fate 19 years. His fuc^ 
ceflbr was, 

1079,-— RoBBRt, furnamedLozTNG otLotHA- 
Riii^irSi a native of Loraine^ he had ftudied much 
in divers univcrfities beyond fca, and being much 
favoured by William the Conqueror for his many 
good parts, efpceially fcr his learning, was prefer- 
red by iikn to this BlHioprick, and confecrated 
Dec. 19, io7sf. He dii^d June, 1095, and lies 
buried in his own Cathedra], J^y the north wall, a 
little above the Chapel of Bifliop Stanbuiy ^ as the 
infcription imports. 

1100.— -Gerard, nephew to Walkelyn, Biihop 
of Wincfaefter, and Chancellor of England, fucceed- 
ed, but was foon after removed to York, He was 
a man of great learning and eloquence, but w^uld 
by no m^ans allow of married Priefts. He was a 
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witnefs to a charter of lawVand Ubcrues granted bf 
King Henry I. 

King Henry I. bcftowed this Bifhoprick upon 
one RoG£R, his Laidertr (Lardetarium,) who in 
the nick of time (Fkr. fFigofnJ fell fick and died, 
before he was confecrated. Afcer whofe death the 
King gave it to Reynelm^ the Queen's Chancel- 
lor, who received it at the King's hands,. afxl was 
invefted in.it by the delivery of the ring and cro- 
zicr; butAnfelm, Archlwlhop ofCamerbury, re- 
fofed to confccratc him, it being then lately for- 
bidden in a Council held by Pope Urban IL that 
any Clerk fhould take inveftiture of any Spiritual * 
preferment at the hand of any King or any other 
layman; fo that, at the King's conmiand, Gerard, 
Arcbbilhop of York, performed the cereHU)nyj 
anno 1 107. This Reynelm was Very virtuous and 
bf good fame: he rebuilt the Cathedral Church of 
Hereford for the moft part, and died 11 15 of the 
gout, with which he had been much tcH-mented, 
and lies entombed in the oudSde of the ibuth par- 
tition of the prfefbytery of his own church; if per- 
chance bis tomb be not miftaken £>r Bifliop Robert 
dc Lozing. 

1115.— Geofrv de Clyne, Chapdain to King 
Henry I. was confecrated Dec. 26, 1x15; ^ man 
of great temperance and frugality. He repaired 
his palaces, and reduced the lands belonging to his 
fee into very good order, being much wafted in 
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the time of his predeceflbii^. He left confiderable 
wealth behind him ; from whence it is conjeftured, 
that he was not fo charitable as Prelates then ufii- 
ally were. He died February 3,1119, and his body 
was laid in the north wall,. a little above Robert^ 
his predeceflbr. ♦ 

1 120. — Richard Dfi Capblla, Keeper of the 
Great Seal under the Chancellor of England, was 
confecmted kt Lambeth 11 20, died at his palace at 
liCdbury 1 1 ijy and was buried at Hereford, the 
particular place not known. The afliftance of this 
Bifhop was very confiderable, by his benefadions^ 
towards the cre&ing of a bridge over the river 
Wye. It was the opinion of many about this 
time, that the Biflioprick of Hereford was a fatal 
place in notfulfering any one man long to etijoy it; 
but it afterwards proved an error. 

1 1 3 1 .— R OBERT DE Bet iTNE, Prior of Lanthony, 
was confecrated at Oxford 11 3 1 ; a perfon of great 
authority and prudence, and much employed by 
the Pope in his affairs within this realm. He died 
April 22, 1x43, and lies in the fbuth wall of the 
Cathedral Church, againft the prcfbytery. It is 
imagined that he founded the Deanery, and fettled 
the Prebendaries, which Bifhop Rcynelm had pre- 
vioufly introduced. One William, a Prior of Lan- 
thpny after him, wrote the hiflory of his life. This 
Bifhop procured from King Stephen, that a mar- 
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kct ihbuld be held tvej^i/fetk'^ Rofc, te ft Thurf-r 
day (die Jovis.) 

i i49.—-»GiLfiEiiT I^907)» a C^nm Rc^lar of 
St. Auftin's order, ^tid AH^t oi IkjceAer, ^^ 
con&cmted timo a 149, iaod f^Qmii^^d lb di^ iee 
about twelve years; he founded fornc pfahoRds ii} 
this Cathedpal, and in iD6^ ^vvas ti«n(bited.t$> i^n- 
don. In all the dti^uii» liKmtn King S^i^iy IJ» 
and Arohtiifhop Becket, /he adhered to th<p -Kif^ 
arid was ^pavtaker of all im coUnfels^ He w^ not 
only i¥ife^ ibiit 'vepy learned, and wf oje.divers ^books 
mentioned fcy 'Bale: Jot dvtd February 18, 1 1*67. 
MdPhew Pants ^writes, that>this Biftipp, coming OM 
night from theKirig, after a ionig conferefite on the 
debate betvmeh him and the Arch^ih^p, as h^ 
lay tniifing tliereupon in his bed, a ftra^^ge v^ce 
founded thefe words in his .t»rs---0 GUbirie FcUof,

Robert ftiE'MELUN fuGGecded,of!whQm I find 
litde recorded, but thit h^ cjied Fdbiiuary aS^

-HcTe?foiti,'ilearhis prededeflbr, Robert dc*flctune. ^ 

i373;^-R*o«^T FtttiOT, Archdeacon r of Oxn 
ferd (after the 'fee had been 'Vaeant fix yearsj^iiipo*^ 
^e difturiz»nccs which pr^ailt^d about diat rpgriod 
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in the iiati|»iv onaccount of the 4cath of ji^rcbbilhQp 
Bccket) was, with the ICiig's coijfqijt, elcdkqd by 
the Chapter of H^ercfpird, jmnp. ixys, and^ the yey 
foUowiog, coqfecrated. He ftudied fuAi ^ aftei;- 
)yar4s taught^ in «he univeifity^qf Mddivjiii} F^-ance, 
where Thomas Beck;et was his fqholar, afterwards 
his patron; by whofe favour, and for his a^t} fin- 
gular learning and good parts, Jie wa3 thus advanced.

1 186. — ^William de Verb, of the r^mily ^i 
the Veres^ Earls of Qxibrdj a gi^^a^. bu^kkr, was 
confecrfited anno 1186, ,ap^ ^e^ D^c^ffifeer ^4, 
1 199; He was buried liext above his predec^0cir, 
ip that thcfe four lie together — Rpbert de .Betune, 
l^obcrt dc Mclune, Rpbert Fplipt, and %W wap. 
Their (oml^s are very like, ^n4> but by the J«ifen|:i- 
tions, .hardly. diftt^gpiQiable. 

I2q6. — Gyles de Brao^ or Braov^i^ ftbejRjn 
pf Wil|iam de. Brap$, a gr^at Baron> wa0 :C0ilfe- 
crated Dececqber 24, 1200. It is faid/that he 
ereftfd .part of the beautifi|I weft entranfic jrhidi 
laj:ety fbU down. He gave: certain lands in, ColwaU, 
in this cpbiuy> to -the.Cathcdml, for . maintennnoe 
of his anniveriary there for ever. 

1 2 1.5. — HuQH DE. Mappenpii, D^xi pf JEJcrc- 
ford, fucceeded,'and the temporriities of thefiia»9* 
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rick, which had btien feizcd upon hj King John, 
^were reftored to him by Henry III. He wasiDf a 
worthy family in this county; his relations were 
owners of that place called Hampton Mappenor, 
now Hampton Court. He died about Eafter, 1 2 1 9, 
and lies buried in the north" wall, near the tomb of 
Bifliop Aquablanca. 

1219.---HUGH FoLiOT, Archdeacon of Salop, 
was confccrated Bifhop of- this fee in* November, 
1219, and in the year 1232, founded and endowed 
an Hofpital at Ledbury, for twelve poor people, 
each to have twenty nobles a year, and the Mafter 
twenty marks, which continues to this day. He 
gave many rich ornaments to his Church, and per- 
formed numerous other works of piety. He died 
July 26, 1234. 

Ralph oe Maydenstan, or of Maidftone, 
lucceededj a moft excellent divine. He bought 
of a gentleman^ called Mounthah, a houfe in St. 
Mary Mounthalt in London, with the patronage of 
the church adjoining, and gave them to his fee, 
wWch houfe was for forpe time after the palace of 
the fuccecding Bilhops. He alfo appropriated to 
the Canons the re6k)ry of Shelwick, as well as Did- 
dicbury, in the county.'Of Salop. . He ^allb purthafed 
certain lands at Ham Lacy,^ and gave them to the

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Dean and Chapter of Hereford^ on condition they 
Ihould celebrate hrs obit for ever* In the year 1 439, 
he religndd his Bifhoprick^ took upon him die 
habit of a Francifcan Friar at Oxford^ and a&er»- 
wards lived a monaftical exemplary life at Glou*- 
cefter for the fpace of five years, and then dying, 
was there buried. 

1239. — Peter de Ac^tablanca, born in Sa- 
voy, was elcdcd Auguft 24, 1239, and' confe- 
' crated loon after. Durihg niany years after his 
preferment, he gave great dlflatisfaftion, not only 
by abfenting hjmfclf from his diocefe, but alib by 
filling up y 1 the prebendal ftalb with foreigners. 
He was reprimanded by a letter from Henry IIL 
and afterwards became a great bene&dor t6 this 
Church, by fettling on it the manor of Hommej 
and appropriating Bodinton to the Trcafurer for 
refidence. He is chara6terifed iahiftory forad^ifing 
King Henry IH. to a ftrange and intoierabk kind, 
of e*aftion in the year 1255, which much ina- 
poverifhcd the Clergy of that time. ^ The year fol- 
lowing, he took great pains, and fpentniuch hkh 
ney in purluit of the Archbiftioprick of Bourdeaux^ 
upon ac falfe report that the Archbiihop, then aiive, 
was dead ; but got nodiing but fcoSs for his pains. 
In the year 1263, the rel)eUious B^nraft atrefted 
' him in his Cathedral Church, feised h^ gdods^ di-^ 
vided his.treafure, and that in the Cathedral, among 
fheir foldiers befor<; bis face, aiid kept him a lopg 
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ikne in prtibo. The riches of (his Chu^h coaG&d 
of i6vcra\ekgmt w^txts iif filycr> w^ked wi^ jgoid 
iind.fet.iwidi jei9lds;ai)d pcecious ^ncs^ a crvcifix

John 'Bblxtok .alias BaiTTOiK, Doftor of ffhc 
•Cam^n and- Civil Law?, iby wbofe rikill Md loorn^ 
• ing therein many contpoveriie? and debates .w<ie 
ri?cohcile^ "both in church and ftatc, was alio veiy 
'learnedin the common:Iaws of tli^s lealro, and wtoie 
a ferge volume ^ • Jmhus .AnglicMU^ the Jit^fiwr 
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^beieof .wa$: in the King's nm^e, and is a y^iw^ 
ble tx)ok to this day. He dipl May. ia» ift75» 

1275. — Thomas dc CAtfTijE-upE wa3 a gen* 
tleman of a vfiy noble and ancient family, but of 
a much more nohle an^ iexceUmt oiindj tieingnot 
only extremely witty, tut cveci ftctma child, frcBf 
ftudious andpeaceflil,, very fhafcmleis and vurtuouDf 
given. Thus Godwin^ in bis catalogue of Bifiiopsi 
He was fecond fon of William Lord Cantik^c^ 
the fecond of that chriftian 'name, and of MiKfett 
his wife, widow of ^Almaric Earl of Evrcux. He 
was brought up in the univerfityxif Oxford, wfasnr 
he proceeded firft Maftcr of Arts, then Bo&or of 
Laws, and afterwards, in 1275, Doctor Jn IDivi* 
nity; Robert Kilwarby (his intimate friend,) Pm*- 
vincial of the Sriar Preachers, Jbe]ngiDaj5borof.tiie 
Chair when he was prcfentcA; ;but befoxe the time 
came that he ffaouldiftand in theaS:, Dr. Kilwarby 
was ad^^mced to the Archbiflioprick of 'Canters 
bury. He,. howcv.cr, honoured .his friend by 
making a journey to :the uoiYecfity joa pucpofe^ 
there to.aflBbiri himithe ceremonies of his creation^ 
He had at the time jof ixis. promotion ito this ice^ 
no other dignity .than Canontof this.Chucch>"ieheie^ 
beingaccidcntallyvafter thexfeath of John BTeCfi4 
the;laftBifhq>,. after many felf^denying arguments 
lifed'by him, he was iwith general conient:.6lei&:ed 
Biibbp, and ^confeccated at Canterbury <by ^Arch^ 
h^9fi<SfD j^ilwarbyi :S^tember jS^ .i>a75, .ia the 5^61% 
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year of his age. In the year 1^27 8, a controvcrljr 
arole between this^ Bkhop and Gilbert de Clare 
Earl of Gloiiccftcr, concerning a free chafe which 
the Bifliop claimed in his manors of Colwall and 
£aftnor, in. this county. In this caufe he defended, 
with great zeal, the rights and property of the 
Church. Afterwards John Pcckham, Archbi(hop 
of Canterbury, in a fynod held at Reading, in* 
oxiaching upon the privileges and immunities, not 
only of this Church, but upon all the reft under 
his Archiepiicopal jurifdiftion, and as the difierence 
could not be ptherwife fettled, our Bifhop, in be- 
half of his own fee and the reft, refolved to appeal 
to the Pope, and to that end went to Rome, where, 
having obtained a favourable difpatch of his bufi-' 
nefs, he died on his return homewards at Monte 
Fiafcone, in tht flate of Florence, Auguft 25, 1282, 
where his corpfe lay cxpofed fix days, that an ho* 
noorahle funeral might be prepared in the church 
of St. Scverus, belonging to an abbey of that name, 
fituate near the old city of Florence, where a fune- 
ral fermon was preached by one of; the Cardinals, 
who could not want matter to dilate upon, whilft 
he commended him for his noble defcent, exqui^ 
^e learning and> eminent fandlity. Yet his bowels 
.only were there interred 5 his body and heart were 
brought into England by Richard SwinBeld, his 
Secretary, and received at Hereford with a folemn 
l^ro^eifion-bpth of tcclefiaftiqs aqd laics, and the 
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body 'interred in the chapel of the Blefled Vhgin, 
in a ftone coffin^ with a fair grave-ftonc over it;, 
where it lay near five years j in which time Richard 
Swinfield, being promoted to this fee, and a Ipecial 
witnefs as well as admirer of his predeceffor's vir- 
tues, caufed the body to be tranflated with great 
folemnity (for King Edward I. with many of hi^ 
Nobility and Prelates, honoured it with their prt- 
fence,) from the former place to one more con- 
ipicuous in the fame Cathedral, viz. the eaft wall 
of the north crofs tranfcpt, where yet ftands a high 
tomb of marble over it. He was foon after fo- 
Icmnly canonized. At his fhrine in thofe times 
were made many offerings, as appears by fiindry 
records, Hisufual refidence was at his palace at 
Hereford, and for his retirement went fometimcs 
to his houfc at Sugwas, and that ufually on foot; 
in the way between Hereford and this place, he 
built a crofs, where he refled liimfelf^ and faid his 

prayers; which crofs was demplifhed by Gar- 

nons, in the late civil wars, and in die place where 
it flood are fince planted an oak, an elm, and an 
afh. Edmund, Earl of Cornwall was always a great 
devotee of this our Bifhop, and when his body 
and heart were brought over to be interred at 
Hereford, found means to procure, die heart, which 
he valued as a great treafure. The ancient coat of 
arms of the Cannlupes were, gules ^ three leopards* 
heads reverfedyfwaUomng as manyfieurs de lis, cr — 
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which all the fucceflbrs of Bilhop CantHupe havc> 
kr honour of him, appropriated to the fee of Here- 
ford, and no other; whereas beforfc, they bore, as 
the arms of their fee, thofe of the Kings of the 
Eaft Angles, which were azure^ three crowns or. 1 
have been longer on this holy Bifliop, becaufe, as 
i>r. Heylin obferves, this fee has only afforded to 
die church this one faint, who alfo, according to 
Vt. Fttiler's obfervation, was the laft Englifhman 
that has been canonized. 

1282. — Richard Swinfield, the former Bi- 
lhop*s Chaplain and Secretary, fucceeded: he was 
a Kentilh man by birth, by degree a Doftor in 
Divinity, a perfon of great parts, an eloquent and 
fedulous preacher, and of exemplary piety. He 
was confecrated 1*282, fate 34 years, and died 
March 15, 13 16: his body was interred on the 
north fide above the Choir, as an eulogium wit- 
nefleth, engraven upon a marble that covers his 
tomb. 

1316. — AdAM DE Orlton, born at Hereford, 
Succeeded. This man was ofanaftive and turbulent 
Ipirit, to whom is principally afcribed the violent 
death of King Edward II. by this his riddle and 
unpointed aniwer to the King's Keepers — 

Edwardum regem occidere noUte ttmere bonum eft. 
To feek to flied King Edward's blood » 
Refaie to fear I think it good. 

fi> that by this double conftruftion they might be 
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cAc6t!fdgcd to commit the horrid deed, dtnd he 
plaufibly vindicated from givinrg any dircftiom 
to it He nfW tranflatcd hence to Worceftcr, 06t 
1527* after that to Wiiicheftfer, where he w±s a 
long dmc bllrtd before he ditid, which was July 18, 

IJ45- 

1327, — Thomas Charlton, ttoflor of Laws, 
and Canon of York, was confcerattd by the Pope's 
commaiid, 1517. He was for feme tinrre Lord Trea- 
furef o^ England, fate fixteen years, and died Janu- 
^fy tit, I345i fbr whom a tomb w^s erefted in 
his own Cathedral, in the north wall of the north* 
cfoft Aifle, sLgainft the clock. 

t J44.— JottNT TRiLLtGfucceeded,of whom I find 
no particular mention upoA record, but that he fate 
fistteen yesfrs and a half. 

1 36 1. — Lewis Charlton, who founded the 
White Crofs near Hereft)Td, fate eight years, and 
died anno 1369, and lies interred under a fair monu- 
ment in the horth Wall of the fouth aifle above the 
Choir. In his will, he gives his mitre, crozier, 
tihg, attd feveral veftments to Hereford Cathedral, 
alfo fuhdry books, his Bible, Concordance, Lira, 
and Five Book^ of Mofes, which he appoints to be 
chained in his Cathedral, to the fabrick of which 
he bequeaths forty pounds. His fiiccelTor was, 

William Cot/RtNEY, LL. D. who was cdnfe- 
Cfatcd in isB^y and, when he had prefided five 
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years and fix months^ was tranflated to London^ 
and afterwards to Canterbury. / 

1376. — John Gi;,bert, Bifhop of Bangor^ a 
Friar Preacher, fucceeded. In the year 1385 he 
was fent AmbafTador into France^ and after made 
Lord Treallirer of Engla;id. In the year 1389, 
he was tranflated to St. David's. 

1389. — John Treffant alias Trenevant, 
Canonof St. Afaph, and one of the Auditors of the 
Rota in Rome, was confecrated 1389, and in the 
year 1400, was fent AmbafTador to Rome, to in- 
form the Pope of the acceffion of King Henry IV. 
to the Crown. He preflded as Bifhop about four- 
teen years and an hal^ dying anno 1404, and lies 
buried in the fbuth wall of the fouth crofs aifle, 
where a fair and coflly monument was erefted to 
his memory. 

1405. — Robert Mascal, being yet very youngs 
became a Carmelite Friar at Ludlow, afterwards 
went to Oxford, where he fo profited in learning 
and other virtues, as to gain the ^ove and admira- 
tion of all men. Infomuch that King Henry IV. 
made choice of him for his ConfefTor, . and after- 
wards advanced him to this fee. He died 14 17, 
for whom a goodly monument of alabafter was 
efedted at the White Friars in London. He was 
often AmbafTador to foreign Princes, and in the 
year 1415, with two other Bifhops, was fent to the 
Council of Conflance.

1417. — Edmund Lacy, D. D, Dean of the 
Chapel to King Henry V. was confecratcd Bifhop 
of Hereford, in that King's prcfcncc, in Windlbr 
Chapel A. D. 1417. Having enjoyed that fitua- 
tion three years, he was tranflated to Exeter, 1420^ 
where he fate 35 years more. 

1420, — Thomas Pulton fucceeded, and con- 
tinued Bifhop here only one year and three months, 
being removed, firft to Chichefter, afterwards to 
Worcefter. He died at Rome, . and was there 
buried. 

1422. — Thomas SpoFFORD,Abbotof St. Mary's 
in York, fucceeded, and continued in the fee twenty- 
fix years- He beautified the Chapel at Sugwas 
with curious windows, and other ornaments, and had 
a great veneration for his predeceflfor, Thomas de 
Cantilupe. In 1448 he retired from his Bifhoprick 
into the county of York, and lies buried in the 
church of Cattcrick in that county. 

1448. — Richard Beauchamp fate here two 
years and three months, and then was tranflated to 
Salilbury. 

1450. — Reynold Butler, Abbot of Gloucef- 
ter, fucceeded, and, after having pofleffed the fee 
two years and a half, was tranflated to Litchfield the 
third of April, 1453, where he remained fix years, 
and dying was buried in the Cathedral of Hereford, 
in a marble tomb, with the Butler's arms.

1 2a AN MISTOUXCAL ACCOUNT OF 

1453. — JoHK Stanbury, was a Carmelite 
Friar, educated at Oxferd, where he became Do£tor 
of Divinity, and readle£hires in that faculty. King 
Henry VI. called him thence to be the firft Prpvoft 
of his newly-ere£ted College at Eton, and made 
him his Confeffor. In the year 1446, the King 
preferred him to the Biihoprick of Bangor, and 
foon after to that of Hereford, where he remained 
twenty-one years, and dying at Ludlow in the houfe 
of the Carmelites the nth of May, 1474, he was 
buried in his own Church, on the north fide of the 
high altar, in a tomb of alabafter. He was a 
perfon not only very learned, (whereof he left 
many monuments in writing,) but very wife, ex- 
ceedingly eloquent, and, which is not to be omit- 
ted, tall of ftature, and of a very beautiful prefence; 
nor is it his kaft commendation to niention that he 
was remarkable for his conilant and immoveable 
fidelity to his Prince, for which, being taken pri- 
fon^r at the battle of Northampton, he was com- 
mitted to Warwick caftlc, where he underwent a 
long and painful confinement. There is a ImaH 
chapel near the noith door of the Choir, caHed 
Stanbury's Chapel, which we nciay fuppofc to have 
been built by him. 

1474. — Thomas Milung, D, D. fucceeded^ he 
was firft a Monk at Weftminfter, from whence he 
went to Oxford, where he ftudied, tiU he arrived 
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at the degree of DoAor of Divinity 5 returning to 
Weftminfter, he was eledred Abbot of that place, 
and ftionYf after to the Biftioprick of Hereford, by 
King Edward IV. to whom he was alfo a Prirjr 
Coonfellor, and GodFacher to Prince Edward. He 
died anno 1493, and lies buried at Weftminfter 
in the middle of Su John d^ie Baptift's Chapel, 
where^ againft the norch wall, there is a monument 
ereded in memory of him* 

1493. — EoMUND Atjr>LEY, Bilhop ofRochefter, 
was tranflated to this fee, anno 1493, and from 
hence, after nine years, to Salilbury, wliere he did 
many works of piety. He birik a very beautiful 
Chapel, which is now ftanding, on the ibuth fide 
of our Lady*s Chapel in the Cathedral of Hereford, 
called the Audley Chapel. On the fides are the 
remains of fomc curious figures of the Apoftles. 

150a.— Adrian de Castello, art Italian, was 
confecrated into this Church, anno 150^2; foon af- 
ter, for his learning and good parts, was made a 
Cardinal, and then tranflated to Wells. 

I504.— Richard Mayhew or Mayo, Chancel- 
k^ and Archdeacon of Oxford, as alfo Prefident of 
MagdaienColfege chcre, was Almoner to Henry VII. 
In the year 1 50 1 , he was fcnc A mbaffador into Spain, 
toconfluft from thence the Lady Catherine, Prince 
Arthur's bride. After his return in the year 1504, 
ke was preferred to this Bil^oprick, which he held 
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eleven yeaf-s and upwards. He died the 1 8th of 
April, 15 16, and was buried on die fouth fide of 
the high altar, where there is a fair tomb crefted 
to his memory. 

1516. — Charles Booth, D. D. Archdeacon of 
Buckingham, and Chancellor of the Marches of 
Wajes, was confecrated in 15 16. He beftowed 
great fums in repairing his Palace at St. Mary 
Mounthalt in London, and erefted the beautiful 
north porch or entrance into the Cathedral of Here- 
ford,' which ftill retains his name. He died the 
5th of May, 1535, having poflefled this fee eigh- 
teen years and five months, and lies entombed in 
the north wall of the body of his Church. By his 
will, he appointed his body to be buried in the veft- 
ments in which he was confecrated, and 61. 6s. 8d. 
to .be diftributed at his burial. He alfo gave his 
books to the Library, and a large Arras cloth of 
the hiftory of David and Nabal to the high altar at 
Hereford. 

1535. — Edward Fox, D. D. and Almoner to 
King Henry VI IL was brought up at King's Col- 
lege, Cambridge; was oftentimes fent Ambaflador 
to foreign Princes, and advanced to this Bifhoprick 
in the year 1535 — a man very well learned, as 
various books he wrpte fufficiently prove. He died 
at London, 1538. 

1538. — Edward Bonnjer, LL.D. and Arch- 
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deacon of Leicefter, fucceeded in this fee, where he 
only fate feven months, and was then tranflated to 
London. 

1 539^ — John Skip, D. D. Commendatory Prior 
of Wigmore and Archdeacon of Dorfet, was ad- 
vanced to the Biftioprick anno 1539- He fate 
twelve years and four months, died at London in 
time of a Parliament, and was buried in the church 
of St. Mary Mounthalt, adjoining to his palace. 

1553. — John Harley, fome time Fellow of 
Magdalen College in Oxford, fucceeded, but was 
dilplaced by Queen Mary, becaufe he was mar- 
ried, and died foon after. Lelandy who was per- 
fonally acquainted with him, makes great enco- 
miums on his chara^er. 

1554. — Robert Warton alias De Purfew, 
Bilhop of St. Afaph, anno 1554, was advanced to 
this fee by Queen Mary, but died before her, and 
lies interred in the fouth part of his own Cathedral. 
By his will he gave to Hereford Cathedral his mi- 
tre of filver, fet with ftone; a crofier of filver, and 
a parcel of plate, gilt ; a rich cope of tiffue and 
veftments, with many other articles. 

1559. — John Scory, Bifhop of Chichefter in 
King Edward VI.'s time, but difplaced by Queen 
Mary, was advanced to this fee by Queen Eliza- 
beth, where he fate about twenty-fix years, dying 
at Whitbourne, at which place he was buried in the 
beginning of the year 1585. While this Bifhop 
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pre(idcd, the diocefe underwent almofl: a tocal re- 
volution; under the fpecious pretext of an exchange 
with the Queen, to which in reality he was oblugcd 
to accede, he alienated the manors ci* Lodbiiry, 
Bi&op's Upton, Rofi, Bilhop's-Caftle, Vcnhamp- 
ton, and Prelbury, and almoft all the ancient de- 
mefnes belonging to the Cathedral By his will 
he bequeated 200 bulhels of corn to the poor erf" 
Hereford, 200 pounds as a lending ftock to poor 
tradefmen in the Corporation of Hereford, and a 
like fum to young tradefmen at Leominfter. 

1585. — Herbert Westfaling, D. D. Canon 
of Chrift Church in Oxford, fucceeded him, and was 
confecrated the fame year. It appears that he was 
a native of Weftphalia, in Germany, by name 
Herbert, but is faid to have changed it into Well- 
faling, when he fled into Germany to avcnd the 
perfecution of Queen Mary ; though others tell us, 
that the name was changed by the Bilhop's father, 
who alfo altered the arms of his family in memory 
of a great viftory, or feme fignal fervice which he 
did in the circle of Weftphalia, by throwing gal- 
thropes into a river, to hinder the paffage of the 
enemies horfe. This Bilhop was a learned per- 
ion, and fo grave, as never almoft to be feen to 
laugh; fo juft and honeft, that nobody doubted 
but that his wealth was well gotten. One inftance 
of. his benevolence is fomewhat remarkable, that 
he always expended the revenues he dcriviedfrom 
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his ipiritual preferment in relieving the poor. He 
gave twenty pounds per annum to Jefus College^ 
Oxford> ifiuing out of lands^ called The Bache> in 
this county. 

1602. — Robert Bbnnbt, D.D. Dean of Wind- 
for, and Matter of St. Croffe Hoipital, near Win- 
cheftcr, was confecrated the 20th of February, 
1602, and died the fccond of Oftober, 16 17, leav- 
ing to Hereford Cathedral 40L5 to Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, 20L; and the like fum towards 
finiihing the Schools at Oxford; alfo 20L to Bal- 
dock poor, in the county of Hereford, where he 
was born; and loL to the poor of Ludlow, Leo- 
mmfter, Whitboiirne, and Bromyard. 

1617. — FRAiicisGoDWYN,D.D.fon of Thomas 
Godwyn, Bifhopof Bath and Wells, was tranflated 
from LkndafFto this Biflioprick. He was a learned 
man, and a good hiilorian, as his fundry produc- 
tions fufRciently evince; more elpecially one, De 
Prajulibus AnglUy or The Hijlory of Englijh Bijhops. 
He died in the year 1633, and was buried at Whit- 
bourne, without any monument. 

1633. — William Juxon, Dean of Worcefter, 
was next Biihop eleft, anno 1633. He continued 
but a few months, before he was tranflated to Lon- 
don, and afterwards to Canterbury. 

1633.— AuGusTiw LiNDSELL, D.D. Bifliop of 
Peterborough, was tranflated to this fee 1633, where 
he had not continued above a year before he was 
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found dead In his ftiidy in his palace at Hereford. 
He was a very learned man, and publilhed a fair 
edition of I'heophilaSfy in Greek' and Latin. 

1634. — Mathew Wren, Dean of Windfor, 
was confecrated the 8th of March, 1634, and the 
year after tranflated to Norwich, and made Dean 
of the Chapel to Charles I. 

1635. — Theophilus Field, Bifliop of St. Da- 
vid's, was tranflated to this fee 1635, where he fatC' 
but a fliort time. He wrote divers books, and 
by his death, June 2, 1636, made way for, 

1636, — John Cooke, Bifliop of Brifl:ol, to 
fucceed him. He was brother to Sir George 
Cooke, Secretary of State to King Charles I. and 
fufFered much in the long Parliament 1640, fo that 
he died very poor in the year 1646, and was buried 
in Eardifley church: yet his relift has fmce creded 
a fair monument to his memory in Hereford Ca- 
thedral Church, with a long infcription in Latin and 
Greek. 

i66o.-*-ThisBiflioprick having been fome years 
vacant during the Ufurpation, after his Majefty's 
happy Refl:oration, Nicholas Monk, brother to 
George Duke of Albemarle, who, under divine 
Providence, , was the chief inftrument of it, was 
preferred to this diocefe, Jan. 13, 1660. He died 
September 27, 166 1, and was buried in St. Ed- 
mund's Chapel at Wefl:minfter. 

166 1. —Herbert Croft, S. T. P. Dean df 
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Hereford, third fon,and afterwards heir of Sir Her- 
bert Croft, of Croft Caftle, Knight, fucceeded, 
and was confecrated at Lambeth, February 9, 1661, 
Dr. Jalper Mayne preaching his confecration fer- 
mon. He is faid to have been a man remarkable 
for his great charity and learning — *' and to have 
** had fo ftrift a regard to his Cathedral, that no 
** folicitations could ever prevail on him to admit 
" any perfon whatever to be a Prebendary thereoli 
*' but what lived within his diocefe." He enjoyed 
this fee thirty years, and, dying in a good old age. 
May 18, 1 69 1, was fiicceeded by 

Dr. Gilbert Ironside, who was tranflated 
from Briftol hither. May 27, 1691, and, dying 
Auguft 27, 1 70 1, 

Dr. Humphrey Humphreys was tranflated 
from Bangor, and confirmed in this fee, Dec. 2, 
1 70 1. He was Bifliop about eight or nine years, 
-and dying, 

Dr. Philip BissE fucceeded, February 6, 1712. 
This Bifhop was a great benefadtor to the Cathedral, 
the Choir of which he adorned in d beautiful man- 
ner, and erefted one of the moft coftly altar-pieces 
in the kingdom; he alfo expended nearly three 
thoufand pounds in improving the epifcopal palace. 
He died September 6, 17 21, and was fucceeded by 

Dr. Benjamin Hoadley, Biftiop of Bangor, 
who was afterwards tranflated to Salifbury, and 
was fucceeded by 
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Dr. Henrt Egerton, March 13, 1723, who 
dying. 

The Ri(^ Hon. Lord Jamis Beauclerk was 
adranced to this Biflioprick, June 26, 1746, where 
he prefidrd Ibrty-one years^ and, dying 06L 19, 
1787, was fuccecdcd by 

Dr. John Harley, Dean of Windfof, and bro- 
ther to the EarJ of Oxford, who died after a Ihort 
ittne&i about fix weeks after his confecration, and 
was buried with his anceftors in Branipton Brian 
church. He was fucceeded by 

Dr. John Butler, Bilhop of Oxford, who was 
preferred to this fee, February, 1788. 



MEMBERS; OF THE CATHEDRAL. 

To the Cathedral Church of Hereford belong, a 
Bifhop, Dean, two Archdeacons, fix Canons, of 
which the Dean is one, a Precentor, Chancellor, 
Tre^furer, twenty-eight Prebendaries, a Cuftos 
and twelve Prieft Vicars, four Lay Vicars or Sing- 
ing Men, feven Chorifters, an Organift, a Virger, 
two Sextons, and a Head and Under Mafter of 
the Grammar School. 

The diocefe of Hereford contains almoft the 
whole of the county of Hereford, the better half of 
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Shropftiire, four parilhes in the county of Mon-' 
mouth, fix churches and chapels in the county of 
Montgomery, eight in the county of Radnor, and 
twenty-one in the county of Worcefter: under the 
two Archdeaconries of Hereford and Salop. 

Firft, Hereford, which has thefe Deanries — He- 
reford and Froonie, Rofs, Weobley, and Wefton, 
in the county of Hereford; Irchingfield, in the 
counties of Hereford and Monmouth; Leominfter, 
in the counties of Hereford and Radnor. 

Secondly, Salop, which has the following Dean- 
ries — Burford, in the counties of Hereford, Salop, 
and Worcefter; Chin, in the counties of Hereford, 
Salop, and Radnor; Ludlow, in the counties of 
Hereford and Salop; Pontefbury, in the counties 
of Salop and Montgomery; Stottelden and Wen- 
lock, in the county of Salop. 

The Bifhop of Hereford is patron of his two 
Archdeaconries, and all other dignities in his Ca* 
thedral, except the Deanry, and of thirty-four liv- 
ings in his diocefe, with an altcrnacy of St. Mary 
Mounthalt^s Redory, in the city of London; alfo, 
in confideration of Bifhop Scory's granting away fo 
many manors, he pays no annual tenths to the 
Crown, and receives the tenths of two of his beft 
Prebends, viz. Moreton Magna and Church With- 
ington. 

The Bifhop has a handfome Palace near the 
weft end of the Clathedral, from which there is a, 
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moft dclightfiil view of the Wye, Rotherwas wood, 
Dynedor Camp, &€• being placed in a charnning 
fituation on the banks of the riven Though the 
fabric, as appears by its ftrufture, was modelled a 
great while ago, it has notwitliftanding many apart- 
ments fumilhed with much elegance. The gardens, 
which are extenlive, are laid out upon a gentle 
declivity contiguous to the water, expofed to a fine 
ibuthern afpeft, and commanding the fame happy 
prolpefts. 

The Dean, who is a Refidentiary, and five other 
Prebendaries Refidentiary (called Canons,) confti- 
tute the Chapter. In the year 1534, there were 
feven Canonries, but they have long fince been 
reduced to fix. At that time the Chapter lands 
valued in the Firfl: Fruit's Office (for which they 
pay yearly tenths,) amounted to 37 5I, 13s. 11 fd. 
clear value. The Dean has a houfe fituate at the 
eaft end pf the church-yard: there are alfo four 
Prebendal houfes, which the Billiop generally gives 
to the Refidentiaries. Bifiiop Reynelm or Emelin, 
in the reign of Henry I. is faid to have built thefe 
houfes for the conveniency of the Canons, yet, ex- 
cepting the Deanry, which is hereditary, we find 
that they are not neceflfarily given to the Canons. 

The Deanry is in the gift of the Crown, and 
the other five Refidentiaries are chofen out of the 
twenty-feven Prebendaries, riie Prebendary of More- 
ton cum Whaddon being excluded, on account of 
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its being fitiiate without the diocefe. The Pre- 
centor,. Chancellor, Treafurer, and two Archdea- 
cons, are alfo excluded, except they are entitled by. 
having one of the twenty-fcven Prebends. 

The Vicars, who are twelve in number, live in 
an academical manner, near the eaft end of the 
Church. Their apartment, which is called the 
College, forms a quadrangle cloiftered round, and 
has rather a venerable appearance. There is a very 
good common room, and a large handfome hall of 
modern ftrufture, where the Cuftos and Vicars oc- 
cafionally meet. From the window of this hall is 
a very beautiful and extenfive view over the adjacent 
country, with the river Wye below the gardens. 
Some writers fay, this College was built as early as 
the reign of Richard II. before which time the 
Vicars refided in Caftle-ftreeti but other accounts, 
apparently more accurate, mention it to have been 
erefted during the reign of Edward IV. For Rich- 
ard Gardiner, Cuftos, and the Vicars, reprefented to 
that Monarch, that the diftance from the Cathedral 
to their houfe was fo great, that they could not 
conveniently go to celebrate their nighdy offices, 
without danger from the incidents of weather, and 
more particularly in the winter feafon; they alfo 
reprefented, that John Stanbury, Bifhop of Here- 
ford, defigned to give them a canonical houfe and 
void place, lying between the palace of the Bifhop 
on the weft, and a lane, which leads from tht Ca- 
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thcdral to St. Ethelbert's Well on th€ caft, from 
the Gaunter on the north, and the river Wye on 
the fouth, for the faid Vicars to ercft a CoUege. 
From which it appears, that Bilhop Stanbury was 
the principal behefadlor in raifing this ancient ftruc- 
fiire, who likewife added two Vicars to the ChorcH, 
there having been only ten before that time. Thefe 
Vicars have eftates, which they let out upon leafes> 
much in the fame way as the Rcfidentiaries. They 
are elefted by the Dean and Chapter, and fucceed 
to livings under their patronage, moft commonly 
hy feniority. 



THE CHAPTER-HOUSE. 

Towards the fouth end of the Cathedral, was 
the Chapter-Houfc. This was an elegant pile of 
building, before the unhappy rebellion of the laft 
century, when it was much injured by the enemy's 
cannon, and from diat time expofed to all the in- 
juries of the weather > fo that the long opprefled 
Chapter has left usnodirng but its ruins, to fpeak 
tiie maj€% of its ftrudure* (A view of thefe re- 
mains, which are b^aiitiftil and of exquifite work- 
manfhip, has been purpofcly engra^ved for tbis 
work.) It was fituate at the end of the great fouth 
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aide, between the Cloyfter of the Biihop and that 
of the College* It had ten arches, and was about 
140 feet over. From the former Cloyfter there 
was a noble entrance 14 feet high, and 10 feet 
broad, which Bifhop Bifle or Egerton pulled down, 
for the fake of the materials, to repair the Palace. 
The lead, which covered it, was taken away by 
the foWiers to cover their barracks in the Caftle, 
after the capture of the city in the year 1645, 

The Chapter was fupported by a fingle cotonade 
of exquifite worknwnftiip. Upon each fkJe was a 
beautiful window, under each window were five 
niches neatly carved in ftone, each niche had a Saint, 
Martyr, Confeffor, Benefaftor^ or other perfon of 
diftinftion painted in it; fo that, in the whole, 
there were five-and-forty figures larger than the 
life. — I. The figure of St. Ethelbertj 2. MUfride, 
the firft founder of the Church; 3. Archbifhop 
Athelftane or Robert Lorrain, having the figure 
of a Church in his hand; 4. Woliva, a great Be- 
nefaftrefs to this Church; 5. Godiva, her charita- 
ble fifter; 6. St. George, in complete armour; 7, 
St. David; 8. A Nun, habited in Mack ; 9. St. 
Teylo, under- written Sancte Thelyae; 10. A 
Knight Templar; 11. A King in parliamentary 
robes, under-written SanctusEdwardus; la. A 
veiled black Nun; 13. A King crowned, like one 
of the late Norman Kings. The reft were Pro- 
phets, Apoftles, and Fathers of the primitive Church. 
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Over feveral of thefc figures were fundry coats of 
arms, fuch as are in the window of St. Anne's 
aifle. 

Between the Cathedral and the Bifliop's Palace, 
were befides two Chapels, built and roofed with 
ftone, one over the other. The upper was dedi- 
cated to St. Magdalen, the lower to St. Catherine. 
Both thefe have undergone the fame fate as the 
Chapter- Houie, having been pulled down at the 
feme time as the latter by Bifhop Egerton. There 
was alfo a Manfion-houfe contiguous, belonging to 
the Chaplains of the faid Chapels. 



THE COLLEGIATE SCHOOL. 

Here is a Grammar School, under the guar- 
dianfhip of the Dean and Chapter, for two Matters. 
It was founded, or at leaft the endowment was 
augmented, by Queen Elizabeth. The Head 
Mafter has about forty pounds per annum, and a 
very good houfe; the Under Mafter an inferior 
fum. The other emoluments of the fchool are 
Ihared equally. The fchool is kept in a very Ipa- 
cious and fuperb brick building, known by the 
name of the Mufic Room, near the weft end of 
the Cathedral Church, It was built upon the fcite 
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of the old fchool, which was a beautiful piece 
of architcfture, of very high antiquity, and en- 
larged in this manner for the accommodation of 
the Three Choirs, viz. Worcefter, Gloucefter and 
Hereford, which meet here every third year. 

This School has the following fcholarihips at 
Oxford and Cambridge. It prefents in turn with 
Manchefter and Marlborough to fifteen fcholarihips 
at Brazen Nofe College, Oxford, of 17I. per an- 
num; it prefents likewife to fifteen fcholarihips at 
St. John's College, Cambridge, in preference to 
any other fchool or feminary, of 19I. to 26I. per 
annum. 

Befidesthe claffics, and a regular preparation 
for the Univerfity, the Mathematics, Drawing, 
French, Accompts, &c. are taught by proper rnai- 
ters in the fame School, which has, for a long 
time paft, been conduced upon the true princi- 
ples of a public inftitution. Hereford, indeed, fecms 
to be peculiarly well placed, both on account of the 
falubrity of its fituation, and its vicinity to Wales, 
for the education of the youth of both fcxes; ac- 
cordingly we find the Grammar School for Boys, 
as well as Boarding Schools for young Ladies, v\ 
a very flouriftiing condition.

OF 

THE CHURCHES. 



ST. PETER S. 



THIS Church (lands eaftward of the Shirehall, 
at the diftance of about 150 yards. It was 
founded by Walter de Lacy for Canons, about the 
year 1070, who unfortunately loft his life by falling 
from a ladder, whilft exambing the progrefs of his 
favourite building: Hugh Lacy, his fon, gave it 
to the Monks of St. Peter in Gloucefter, with all 
that belonged to it. King William the Conqueror, 
confirmed to the Church of St. Peter at Hereford, 
as much as belonged to four Carucaces of the lands 
of Walter de Lacy the founder, and ten villains of 
the towns there named. In the reign of King 
^Edward II. William Irby and Thomas Burghill 
contending for this Priory, the firft pretending to 
hold it of the King, and the latter of another, its 
revenues were much impaired, whereupon the faid 
King diredted the Sheriff of Herefordfliire to take 
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the Priory, and all its pofi^ffiofts, into his hands 
to keep, till his Majefty Iboidd give farther orders. 

In this parilh Was the Church of St- Owen, 
which being very ruinous about the year 1390, Bi- 
fhop Trefnant gave forty days indulgence to all 
fuch, who (hould contribute liberally and wittingly, 
towards the rebuilding and repairing the faid 
Church. 

This Church, which Mr. Speed in his map has 
drawn with a tower, formerly belonged to the Bro- 
thers of St. Guthlack, in Hereford, but upon the 
diffolution of Religious Houfes, its patronate was 
lodged in the Crowa King Henry VIII. leafed 
out the faid priory lands to Sir John Prife, and, in 
the 36th year of his reign, enfeoffed him wirfi all 
the pofleflions of the Priory, and his defcendants 
prefented to the Vicarage of St. Petcr*s and Rec- 
tory of St. Owen*s. The latter being deftroyed in 
the time of the rebellion, the heirs at law, in a 
petition to the Dean, dated 22 Car. 11. pubHfhed 
their confent for uniting the two Churches Sanfti 
Audoeni, or of St. Owen's and St. Peter's. This 
petition to the Dean was ftrengthened by another 
to the Bifhop, from the Mayor and Aldermen under 
their Common S.eal. The Bifliop, therefore, ac- 
cording to direftions of an Aft of Parliartent made 
the 17 th of Charles II. did, by letters dated the a 5th 
Car. II. confolidate and unite the two Churches, 
appropriating the Re6tory of St. Owen's, with all 
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its fruits, tenths^ &c. to the Church of St Peter's, 
referving the right of preienting to both Churches 
to the former patrons, their heirs and afligns; which 
is now in the gift of the Foley family; and the late 
Auditor Foley gave lool. per annurp, as an aug- 
mentation to the living. 

This Church contains a good organ and neat 
altar-piece, and has been, a few years fince, amply 
repaired, and beautified in a handfome manner, at 
the expence of the parifli. 

ALL-SAfNTS CHURCH. 

This is an extenfive parifli, comprehending the 
wards of Widemarfh and Eigne. The Church is 
large, but the free paflage of light is in fome degree 
obftrufted by houfes being built too clofely adjoin- 
ing. It is fituate. about a hundred yards weft from 
the Shirehall, forming a ipacious building with a 
lofty Ipire, and a ring of eight new mufical bells. 
It has a neat chancel and a good altar-piece, which 
was erefted by fubfcription, as appears by a tablet 
fixed to a pillar in the Church. The patronate of 
it belongs to the Dean and Chapter of Windfor. 
The rent of houfes given to this parifh, bread dif- 
tributed weekly, and money given to the poor, 
amount to above 5ol. per annum, as appears from 
the parifh accounts. 

To this Church is annexed the parifh of St. Mar- 
tin's, where was formerly a Church upon the banks 
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of the Wye, which was pulled down for the fecu- 
rity of the city, befieged by the rebel army in the 
reign of Charles L: it was featcd on. the (buthern 
fide of the river, and, according to tradidon, was 
tolerably large, though fomcwhat dark, 

ST. NICHOLAS* CHURCH. 

This is an ancient Reftory, fituate at the bottom 
of King-ftreet, in the gift of the Lord Chancellor. 
In the Church many perfons of diftinftion have 
been buried j but time and rebellion, particularly 
the latter, have prevented the curious from' inform- 
ing pofterity with the names of the deceafed. The 
beautifully painted windows perilhed alfo by the 
fame power. 

March 28, 1640, the Lords and Commons in 
Parliament affembled, ordained, that there fliould 
be an able and godly divine, named by the Coip- 
mittee of plundered Minifters, approved of by the 
Affcmbly of Divines at Weftminfter, who fhould 
preach and officiate every Uord's Day, morning 
and evening, in the parifli of St. Nicholas, in the 
city of Hereford, who Ihould enjoy the houfe and 
yearly profits a( ancient times, belonging to the 
former Minifters: and if the faid revenue and 
advantages ihould not arife to the yearly fum of 
one hundred pounds, then fliould the faid reve- 
nues be increafed to that fum, out of the Dean 
and Chapter's poffeflions, to be paid quarterly i all 
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which the Committee for the County wai obliged 
to kt executed and performed. The fame care 
was taken for the other pariibes, — Fid^y Abridge^ 
ment of ASSy i^c. iy Hughs. 

Ih the year 17 18 it was Ornamented by fubfcrip- 
tion. 

Thefe three laft-mentioncd Churches had no bu- 
riaLground belonging to thern^ by which means' the 
Chufch^yard of the Cathedral was more crowded 
with the dead, than a zealous advocate for decency 
might wifh ; but about four or five years ago, the 
Dean and Chapter made an order, that no perfon, 
but of St. John's parifh, fhould be buried in the 
Cathedral Church-yard; this induced the parilhes 
of St. Peter, St. Owen, St. Nicholas, and All- 
Saints, to purchafe fome lots of land in or conti- 
guous to the city, which were confecrated for burial 
ground. 

There is befides, in the middle of Broad-ftreet, 
a neat Chapel for the ufe of perfons profeflfing the 
Roman Catholic religion. 

The Diflenters have a Meeting-houfe without 
Eigne-gate, and a good houfe and garden for the 
Minifter. 

The Quakers, a Meeting-houfe, in Quaker*s-lane, 
though feldom ufed.— And, 
' The Methodifts, a very neat Chapel in Bcrring* 
ton-ftreet. 
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MONASTERIES. 



THE Monafteries and Religious Houfes in 
Hereford have been very numerous. The 
fbltowing are the chief: 

I . St. Eibelbert^s BenedUiine Monafteryy which has 
been mentioned in the account of the Cathedral. 

1. There was a College of Grey FriarSy founded 
by Sir William Pembnige in the reign of Edward L 
without Friar's-Gate, dedicated to St. Guthlack. 
This Friary was famous for being the burying place 
of fome of die greateft men of that time ; among 
thefe was Owen Tudor, alias Owea Meredith or 
Meredick, father to Edmund Earl of Richmond, 
and grandfather to Henry VII. He was buried in 
navi eccle/tue in Jacello fine ulla Jepulchri memoria. 
He was taken prifoner at the battle of Mortimer's 
Crofs, in this county, in the quarrel between the 
hcHjfes of York and Lancafter. Many of the Chan- 
dos and Cornwall families were alio buried here. 
This College was afterwards removed to the eaft 
fide of the city, out of Bifliopfgate-ftreet, and in- 
corporated with fome others. 

3. St. Cutbbert's Chapel. This ftood eaftward 
from the Caftle, and^ as Leland fays, ** was once 
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^' a fayre building of a circular forme." At firft 
it had Prebendaries, but, before he wrote, they 
were tranflated by one of the^Lacy's to the College 
of St. Peter, within the city. 

4. St. Giles's Cbapel, without St. Owen's-Gate, 
This once contained Grey or Savignian Monks. 
King Richard gave this Chapel %o the town, and it 
is now an Hofpital. 

5. Black Friars Monajlery. This was the largeft 
and moft celebrated of all die religious houfes/it 
flood without Widcmarfh-Gate. Leland gives us 
the following account of its being built: Friar 
Preachers, fays he, came to Hereford firft in the 
time of Bilhop Cantilupe. William Cantilupe, 
brother to the Bilhop, gave them fome^ land out 
of one of the gates, at a place called the Portfieldi 
but the Bifhop took the place from them. Then 
Sir John Danielle, alias Deinville, having a little 
place in the north fuburb, let them have it. The 
Bifliop of Hereford alfo gave them a plot hard by 
it, and they began to build. The Barons' war by 
Thomas of Lancafter coming on againft Edward II. 
panicUe was taken by him, and beheaded, and his 
body buried at the Great Crofs, which then ftood 
in the Minfter church-yard. King Edward III. then 
gave orders for the work to be carried on, and when 
it was finifhed the King himfelf came to its dedif 
cation, bringing with him the Prince and two Arch- 
bifhcps, befides a retinue of Lords and Bifhops, 
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IVhilft they were at Hereford, Alexander Baglc, 
BilhopofChefter, Confeffor to King Edward III. 
died, and was buried in the choir of Black Friars. 

A great many more noble perlbnages were after- 
wards buried in the fame place. The following 
are a few of them — 

William Beauchamp; Lord Abergavenny, 

Sir Richard Dehbcre. 

Sir Roger Chandos, and Lady, 

Sir Nicholas Clare. 

Sir John Burley. 

Sir John Eillcsford. 

Mabilia Roufe, 

Sir Thomas Rcha or Vehan. 

Henry Oldcaftle. 

John Lord Haftings, Earl of Pembroke, till he 
was removed to the Grey Friars, in London, for 
which the Black Friars in Hereford had lool. 

This Monaftery is the only one. that has not to- 
tally difappeared. A few of its ruins are to be fecn 
at this time, elpeciaUy a Crpfs, from which the 
Friars were accuftomed to preach, and of which 
two views may be feen in Grqfc's yintiquities. This 
beautiful Crofs, or rather ftone pulpit, fays Gro/ey 
is an hexagon opeh on every fide, and forrounded 
by a flight of fix fteps. In the centre is a kind of 
table of the fame figure, fupporting the ihaft of the 
crofs, which, branching out into ramifications, forms 
the roofi and, paAJng through it, appears at the 
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top. The crofc is broken oflF; the top of the roof 
was embattled^ and the whole elegantly finifhed. 
This Cfofs was, probably^ fumnmded by the Cloy- 
fters, where a large concourfe of people might, 
under cover, attend to the fermons of thcfe Friars, 
who were extremely popular, and gready afFe<fted 
preaching to the mulmude, from thcfe kind of Crof- 
fes ; fuch was that of St. Paul's, of which we fo 
often read in hiftory. This Crofs fcems to have 
been the favourite objeft of the artifts who have 
occafionally vifited the city of Hereford; and a 
beautiful view of it is introduced in Mr. Moored 
very elegant work of Monajiic Remains. 

There were formerly many other Crofles in and 
near this city, more particularly one highly finifhed 
in the Church-yard of the Cathedral, often men- 
tioned in the records of Hereford, From the ap- 
pearance of the remains of fome of them, it feenris 
reafonablc to conjefture, that thefe ftruftures, 
riiough fmall, were nevenhelefs extremely expen- 
five, and that the utmoft (kill was exerted to render 
the worfcmanlhip as elegant as poflible. > 

There is one, though upon a diflFerent plan, 
about a nfiile to the weft of the city, on fome wafte 
land by the fide of the Hay road, forming an hex- 
agon fliaft of a Crofs, commonly known by die 
name of the White Crofs. It is of ftone, much 
wrought with fteps round the bars, and fix fhields 
bearing a Hon rampant gules;, between fix crofi- 
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lets fitchce, erefted by Bifhop Charlton, on account 
of a plague, when the market is faid to have been 
kept at it* By tradition, it is believed, that the 
country people were afraid to approach the city, 
and that they had, on each fide of the Crofs, large 
refervoirs of vinegar, in which were dipped what- 
ever articles were deemed infe6tious, ajnd brought 
out of the city. 

6. St. John's Hojpitaly in Widemarfli-ftrcet or 
fuburK Leland fays, this was once a houie of 
Templars, and, when he wrote, an Alms-houie with 
a Chapel: But Bifhop Tanner is of opinion, that 
this is the Hofpital which King Richard L gave 
to the Preceptory at a place called Dyninore, which, 
he lays, was of Hofpitallers, not of Templars, and 
was, as a parcel of Dynmore, reftored to thofe 
Knights, in the reign of Philip and Mary. 

It appears by fome manufcript coUeftions, made 
by L. Kynvetorty Efq. from ancient records, that 
there was a Priory in this city, called the Hofpital 
of St. Thomas; another alfo dedicated to St. Paul, 
and two Chapels mentioned by Leland\ but little 
is to be found concerning them, in thofe writers, 
on which we can rely with any c<infidence. 
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HOSPITALS AND ALMS-HOUSES. 



¥N a kingdom where benevolent foundations are 
•^ more confpicuous, and carried on upon a more 
cxtenfivc fcale, than in any other part of Europe, 
this city is not by any means deficient in fupporting 
the national charafter. Hereford, indeed, is par- 
ticularly noted for the number of pious and chari- 
table inftitutions, not calculated to fupport indo-' 
lence and lazinefs, but to affift the helplefs and iiv 
firm, and to render rclpeftable members of focicty 
more comfortable in the declining period of old 
age. As fome of thefe eftablilhments are exten- 
five and fingular, a concife account of the chief of 
them may here be introduced with propriety, 

I. Conifigjby's' Ho/pitaly fituate without Wide- 
marfti-Gate, was founded by Sir Thomas Coningfby, 
in the year 16 14, and built with materials from the 
Monaftery of Black Friars. It forms a very decent 
quadrangle, and contains twelve houfes: one for a 
Chaplain, another for a Mafter, who is ftiled Corporal 
Coningjbyy and ten for the other members, who are 
named Servitors. Five of thefe Servitors, together 
with the Corporal, are obliged by the endowment 
of the Hofpital, to have been three years at leaft 
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in the capacity of foldicrs in adual fervice, and to 
be inhabitants of the counties of Hereford, Wor- 
cefter, or Salop. 

" But if there (hall not be full fix fuch foldiers, 
^^ capable at all times of the faid places, in the £iid 
^ counties, then in default of them, and any of 
*• them, the number to be fupplied by mariners 
" of the faid counties, of three years true employ- 
** ment at fea. The other five are to be old fcr- 
*^ ving-men of feven years fervice in one family, 
" and dcftitute of better maintenance/' 

The Chaplain and Corporal have twenty pounds 
a year, and the others about thirteen pounds and 
four-pence, each, befides a fcarlet coloured (uic 
every fecoqd year, and a fcarlet cloak and a hat 
every third year. They have each a good garden, 
and various other comfortable privileges. 

As the endowment of this Hofpital fliews the 
truly liberal fpirit of its founder, fo does it mark 
his charafter with many peculiarities. Refpefting 
their apparel, he ordains, " that every 1)oe of them 
" Ihall have at the firft admittance a fuftian fuit of 
" ginger colour, of a foldier-like faflaion, feemly 
*' laced J. a hat with a band of white, and red flippers; 
** a foldier-like jerkin with half fleeves, and a 
" Iquare (hirt down half the thigh ; with a moncado^ 
" or Spanifli cap; a foldier-like fword with, a belt 
** to wear as he goeth abroad; a cloak of red cloth 
*^ lined with baize of red, and reaching to the knee; 
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" and a feemly gown to be worn of red cloth 
" reaching down to the ancle, lined likewifc with 
" red baize, to be worn in walks and journeys." 
And the faid Sir Thomas Coningfby doth further 
ordain and appoint, " that whenfoever the faid com- 
- '* pany fliall go to the Cathedral Church of the faid 
*' city, 6r to any other public place in the iaid city, 
*^ the Chaplain and Corporal fliall go together, the 
*' faid Chaplain v^ith his Bible in the fore front of 
" the faid company, and the reft by two and two 
" in their gowns," &c. For further particulars 
refpedting this Angular foundation, fee the Ap- 
pendix. The Hampton-Court eftatc, in this county, 
is charged with the fupport of the above Holpitalj 
Lord Maiden, the prcfcnt proprietor of that eftatc, 
is of courfe the Governor. 

2. Si. Giles's HofpUal. This ftands without St. 
.. Owen's-Gate. Leland informs us, that "it once 

" contained Friars Grifey or Savignian Monks, and 
" then Templars.'* King Richard II. gave it to 
the city, upcJn which it was converted into an Holpi- 
tal. It has been lately repaired, and has apartments 
for five poor men, who have four Ihillings and fix- 
pence per week each, befides coal, &c. 

3. PFillfams's Hojpilal, adjoining to St, Giles's. 
This Hofpital is endowed with land in the parifli of 
Eardifland, known by the name of Nunfland or 
Broxwood, which formerly belonged to the Priory 
of Limebroke; but when or by whom given, we 
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cannot learn. It was repaired in the year 1620, 
by Bridftock Harford, E(q. and has apartments for 
fix men, who have each twelve (hillings a month. 
This Hofpital and St. Giles's, are both governed 
by the ienior Alderman of the Corporation: and 
there is a common Chapel, where divine fcrvioc 
is perfomncd thrice a week, 

4- Sf. Ethdberfs Alms-boufe. This is fituate in 
Caftle-ftrcet, and appears by fcvcral inftruments 
among the archives of the Cadiedral Church, to 
have been buik and endowed in the rdgn of 
Henry III. by induTgencics or relaxation of penance, 
granted by difititmt Bifhops, to fuch as contributed 
towards erefting and fupporting it: numerous co- 
pies of which are ftill to be &en. 

The following is the lul^ance of two of thofe 
indulgencies : 

" The Bilhops of Sali(biiry, Ely, and Coventry, 
« grant indulgencies for fifteen days rcltoation of 
" penance, to all who contribute towards the eretft- 
« ing an Eleemofynary dwelling near the church 
** of St. Etheibert at Hereford, now building by 
" the Dean and Chapter and Elias de Briftol, Ca- 
" non of Hereford, in the houfcs which belonged 
" to Stephen the ion of Hugh, and alfo towards 
" the fupport of the poor which refert to the faid 
" Alms-houfes." 

" Hugh Foliot, Bifhop of Hereford, grants an 
" indulgence and relaxation of penance for twenty 
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" days for all fins repented of and confeffed, tofuch 
" as contribute to the fupport of St. Ethelbert's 
" Hofpital. Dated 1231." 

There is a grant to this Holpital among the 
archives of the Church, fuppofed to be in the reign 
of Henry III. of the tenth part of the toll and 
toUage of the fair at Hereford on St. Dennis's day. 
Among the prefent revenues of the Hofpital, it 
,may not be thought unworthy of notice, that the 
yearly rent or penfion of twenty fliillings, which, 
according to the prefent deed, was paid out of the 
tythes of BuUinghope inferior to St. Guthlack*s 
Priory, by the Dean and Chapter of Hereford, is 
now paid to St. Ethelbert's Hofpital. There is 
no mention when the donation or transfer took 
place, but it is fuppofed at die diffolution of St. 
Guthlack. 

This Hofpital now contains ten poor women, 
who have one (hilling and fixpence a week each, 
befides fome other advantages. The fenior Canon 
of the Cathedral Church is generally the Governor. 

5. There is an Alms-houfe within Widemarfh 
turnpike-gate, for four men, who have each ten 
ihillings a quarter. This charity was founded by 
the anceftors of Thomas Symonds Powell, Efq. of 
Pengethley, in this county. 

6, In Berrington-ftreet, commonly called Plow- 
lane, are Alms-houfes for fix poor women, who have 
lod. a week each, befides fome other advantages. 
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7* In Bewell-ftrect are Alms-houfes for five poor 
perfons: four of them were .giv.cn by Mr. Richard 
Weaver, in the year 1641* 

8. Trmity Hofpital^ commonly called Kerry's 
Hofpital, in Bye-ftreet, was founded by Thomas 
Kerry, Elq. of Sherefield, in the county of Kent, 
in the 43d year of Queen Elizabeth. It contains 
twelve poor widows, who have one fliilllng a week 
each, befides fomc other privileges. They have 
lately received an augmentation of one fhilling per 
week by the will of the lace Mr. Thomas Baker, 
gf Hereford. 

9. Lazarus*Sy or Sick-man^ s HoJ^taTy is fitu^te in 
the Above-Eigne. Camden informs us, that *' this ^ 
« had formerly twelve poor men." Sir V/illiam 
Gregory and Humphrey Digges are laid to have 
repaired it. At prefent it' contains fix widows, 
who have about one pound twelver (hillings and 
two-pence a year each. This Holpital was origi- 
nally founded for a religious order, called Lazars, 
and dedicated to St. Giles, 

10. There is an Hofpital very near the laft, called 
lingerCs. Hofpitdy for fix widows, founded by Mrs. 
Jane Shelly, in the year 1 540. The houfes are very 
niuch out of repair, fome of them of courfe not 
inhabited. They are allowed five pounds a, year each. 

1 1* Frke's HoJpitaL This ftands near the laft, 
and has apartments for twelve poor men, and a 
Chaplain.^ It was left by Mr. William Price,

Befides the charitable foundations already pi^en- 
Jioned, there are many donatioas given at the dif- 
ferent rburdt^es, a$ may be feen by tablets hung 
lip in fome of them. There is alfo a Gharky ^chpol 
for fifty boys and thirty girls, who are taught, 
cloadie^, and luany of t^iem put apprentites, partly 
\)Y annua} profits, but moftly by fujbicriptipn^ tp 
fuppQrttlus benevolent undertaking, fevcral h.9iid- 
fome legacies have been kft by fundry prpr&ns, 
particularly one of two hundred pounds by the late 
Mr. Thomas Baker. The utility of fuch public 
femin^rie^ for youth, bydifFufingneceflary learnU^, 
^ffefting a reformation in manners, 6(c. is felf evi- 
dent, and prefents a fine objed for public gene- 
rofity. The liberality of indivifluals has hitherto 
maintained if, and that it may always find rffources 
adequate tq its fupport, is the fincere wiflx of th« 
Editor.

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the Bible: and when it was finiflied, the whole 
was referred to Bifliop Bilfton and Dr. Smith for 
final examination. It is alio worthy of being no- 
ticed, that he wrote the pious and excellcnf preface 
to that tranflation. He was afterwards preferred 
by King James to the fee of Gloucefter. 

WRITERS/ 

Roc£R OF HEREfoRQ, who wrotc a treatife on 
Judicial Aflrology, and al£> publiflied another on 
Metals and Minerals. He lived in the reign of 
Henry IL i 

John Gwillim, the celebrated author of He- 
raldry Difplaycd, was born at or ocar Hereford. 
He died about the latter end of. the reign of King 
James L 

^ HuMPHREV Ely, i Romilh exile, a writer of 
eminence, was born at Hereford, and educated at 
St John's College, Oxford- He was made Pro- 
fefTor of Canon and Civil Law, in Lorrain^ about 
the year 1604. 

Military persons. 

Sir Barnabas Scudamore, the intrepid Go- 
vernor of Hereford, and who, for a few weeks, 
afforded an afylum in that city to the imfortunate 
Charles I. 

General Lawrence, of Eaft India memory, 
was born at Hereford, and died January 10, 1775, 
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aged 78. In gratitude to his very eminent ferviccs, 
the Eaft India Company have erefted a handibme 
monument to his memory in Wcftminfter-Abbey^ 
on which it is mentioned» that he eftabliflied difci- 
pline, proteded fortrefles, extended fetdements, 
defeated French and Indian armies, and concluded 
peace in th\e Carnatic. 

The intrepid Captain Cornwall, who loft his 
life anno 1744, in the engagement before Toulon, 
at which time he was Commander of the Marl- 
borough, of 90 guns, was a native of Hereford. 
A moft fumptuous monument, 36 feet high, was 
ereded to his memory in, Weftminfter- Abbey, by 
order of Government; and if the true meaning of 
fuch monuments to the dead, be, to perpetuate 
the memory of thofe who have nobly ferved their 
country, and thereby to raife an emulation in the 
living to imitate their examples, the national gra-^ 
titude could not be expended on a more worthy 
objeft. In the commencement of the aftion, he 
had both his legs (hot off j notwithftanding which, 
he ftill continued to fight the (hip with aftonifhing 
refolution: foon after, his nephew, who was pirft 
Lieutenant, loft his arm, and, being defired to go 
down to the gurgeon, refufcd, alledging, that his 
uncle, who was much more dangeroufly wounded, 
ftill kept the deck. The Captain, hearing the reply, 
faid, •' Frederick, go dpwn, and be dreffed j you 
*^ may live and be an honour to "the navy; as for 
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*^ wty 4 ^»«incft^tift ^iTfttthf *»tff6, bat wh'J^ I !J«*, 
^ wwft, ted wH, '(to iiny «tetty/' He ^{cmi after

POtYDORE Virgin, who was Prebendary of 
PftiinSngton, in the Church of Hereford. Hfe lived 
in the fifteenthv century, and was* bom* atUrbino^ 
in Italy. ' * 

* The celebrated^ CaitHhal* Wolsey was prefer- 
red to the Deanery of- Hereford in' the reign of 
Henry* VIII. but the rapidity with which he was 
promoted, woiaJd^ not fufier him to remain hat 
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long: accordingly he qmtttd this preferment a few 
months after h^ was prefented to it. 

The celebrated Mr. Henry Hall, a man of 
peculiar wit and humour, who publifhed an op^ra 
on the marriage of the Doge of Venice with die • 
Adriatic, befides many other works, was Orgsinift 
and Vicar of Hereford Cathedral. 

Philips, the Poet, was not born in Herefordfliirc, 
(vide Dunjier"^ Notes on Philips' CiderJ though he 
ipeaks of it as his native foil. He was born the 
30th of December, 1676, at Bampton, in Oxford- 
fhire, of which place Dr. S. Philips, his father, was 
Minifter: but he was of an Hercfordftire family, 
who had an eftate at Ewithington, near Hereford 2 
his grandfather was Canon Refidentiary of the Ca-» 
thedral Church, and Vicar of Lugwardine. There 
is in the Minfter Church (as has been already men- 
tioned,) a plain ftone to his memory, laid over 
the place of his burial. His monument in Weft- 
minfteri^Abbey was eredtcd by Sir Simon Harcourt, 
Lord Chancellor, an honour by fo much the greater^ 
as proceeding from one who knew as well how to 
diftinguifti men, as excell them, and dealt out the* 
marks of his refpe^ ^3 impartially as ;h^ awards 
ofhisjuftice. 

Mn ^YiLLi^M Brome was ajfo;a native of Ewith- 
ingtpn, near tjijs.city. I;Ie had formed the plan 
of writing the hiftory ^ of his native cpunty, a 
work for which he was eminently qualified, not 
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only by his great and general learnings but as beiqgf 
particularly an excellent naturalift and antiquary. 
After having made a confiderable progrefs, he gave 
up his delign^ and, what is ftill more to be lamented^ 
deftroyed the valuable materials he had colle&ed» 

An eftate, called Burlton, in the p^Uilh of Burg- 
hill, near Hereford, at the beginning of this cen- 
tury, belonged to Brown Willis, the celebrated 
antiquary, who, together with Mr, Brome and Mr. 
Moftyn, were the contempor^es and intimate 
friends of Philips the Poet. 
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EARLS OF HEREFORD. 



\KT^ read that S wane, eJdrfk fon of Godwyi^ 
'^ ' Earl of Kent, was aHb Earl of Herefotc^ 
&c^ about the beginning of King Edward the 
Confeflbr's reign ; that he inveigled Edgiva, then 
Abbefs of Leominfter, from . her Nunnery there, 
and detained her by force, with intention to 
marry her, had not the King and Edrius, Areh- 
bifhop of Canterbury, prevented it, for which 
aft he was baniflied from England, and went 
into Denmark, anno 1044. He is defcribed by 
fVilliam of Malmjbury "to have been a man of 
" a perverfe difpofition, and unfaithful to the King, 
^* exercifing piracy, and blemifhing the glory of 
^f his anceftors by maritime robberies/* Though 
he was afterwards reftored to the favour of King 
Edward the Confe0br, yet his Earldom was given 
to another perfon; 

Ralph, fon of Walter de Maunt, by Goda, filler 
to King Edward the Confeflbr, was the next Earl 
of Hereford. In the year 105 r, he raifcd confider-^ 
able forces here, and joined them with Leofric, 
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Earl of Merda (wIk) was alfo finrietimes ftiicd 
Comes HerefmrdienfiUfn^) and Seward, Earl of Nor- 
tbomberland, to oppofe Godwyn, Earl of K^nt, 
then in arms againft Edward the Canfeflbr, wtjereby 
the fury of that rebel was foon after appeafed: he 
was alfo' made Admiral of fifty fliips, and fcnt 
agaittft Harold the Dane, who infeftcd the coafts 
with piracies. When Al%ar, and GrifEn Prince cf 
Wales> invaded tlie county of Hereford, King Ed- 
ward again made choice of him to oppofe their 
forces. The two armies having met near the city 
of Hereford, Earl Ralph gave orders for the Eng- 
Bfh to fight on horfeback, which was contrary to 
their iifiial cuftom. But when the Earl Ihould 
have made the onfct, he, together with the FtMdi 
and Normans that were in his army, betook them- 
felves to flight, by which means the battle was loft, 
and the city of Hereford, together with the neigh- 
bouring country, were expofed to the ravages of 
thofe mercilefe rebels. The battle was fought the 
24th <rf OAober, 1655. The Normans found him 
in pofleflion of this honour and office, but foon 
divefted him of it. 

After die Conqueft, William Fitz-Osborn 
was the firft Earl of Hereford, who being allied to 
WiHiam Dtrke of Normasidy, and t)ne of his prin- 
cipal Counfelbrs, is faid to have been the chief 
advifer for undertaking his celebrated expeditron 
agairfft En^and: nor was \tt wanting to fecond his 
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counfel by his aftions, ** moft valiantly adventuring 
** himfclf in that fignal battle, whereby that Duke 
" obtained the crown of England, being then the 
" chief in his army; for which high ferviccs, he 
** was firft advanced to the Earldom of Hereford, 
** having alfo the Ifle of Wight given to him:" 
he was likewifc made chief adminiftrator of juftice 
through the north of England, in which fituation 
he behaved himfelf with much prudence and equity, 
as our hiftorians deliver. 

His military courfe of life drew him, however, 
into fome mifcarriagcs and opprelTion of others. 
By his advice. King William caufcd all the mo- 
nafteries in England to be fearched, and the riches 
therein depofited to be feized for his ufe. As fome 
expiation for thefe offences, he founded two fair 
Abbics in Normandy, for the better fupport of 
which he gave divers churches, lands and tithes, 
both in this county ^ Somerletlhire. But being 
afterwards fent to the aid of Arnulf in Flanders, 
he was there flain in the year 1070, and his body 
interred at his Abbey of Cormayles. He built the 
cattle of Eftbrighoyel, in Gloucefterlhire, and the 
caftlcs of Clifford, Wigmore, and Ewias> in*the 
county of Hereford. TKerc remained three fons: 
William, to whom he gave all his lands in Nor- 
mandy i Ralph, who became a Monk at Cor- 
juayles, and 

Robert, furnamed o? Bj^itolio or Bh.ett^vii,j 
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who had his Earldom of Hereford, and all his 
lands in England after his fadier^s death. He joined 
widi Ralph de Guader, Earl of Norfolk, in a con- 
fpiracy to divcft. William Rufiis of die government, 
and raifcd great forces to cffcdl his defign ; but 
they were touted, and he was adjudged to lofe all 
his pofleffions, and be committed to perpetual 
imprifonment, where he died Upon all ^hich, 
an ancient author makes a pious contemplation of 
the vanity of earthly greatneis, beginning widi. 
Fere, ut gUria mundiflos fani. He left two fons, 
Reynold and Roger, excellent foldiers under King^ 
Henry L but they could not obtain reftoratton to 
their honours and dignity. King Stephen, therefore, 
finding this Earldom vacant, gave it to 

RoBfiRT LE Bossu, Earl of Leicefter, grand« 
fon of .Rog^r de Britx)lio, by Amicia, dadgl\ter of 
Roger above-mentioned, to defcend to his heirs by 
inheritance i but it proved to be no advantage, for 
Maud the Emprefs, who contended . with King 
Stephen for the crown, fet up 

MilO, fon to Walter, Conftabk of England, 
who enjoyed the Earldom by patent, dated July 25, 
1 141, by which patent it appears that the Earlcloms 
of England at that time were real fiefs, and not 
mere titles as they now are. The father of this 
Milo . hatd been a great benefador to Lanthony 
Priory, in Moqmouthfhire, in which place he had 
fpent the remainder of his life. But Milo, on 
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account of tih€ ravages do mhich the Canons: of 
Lamhon^r were expofed by iovaders, tranflated tikixi 
to a place near Glooccfteir^ called the Hyde, bur 
aftetwardv Lanthony die Second^ and mdamcd 
docm with annpie paffieflions^ 
. Ro^£&» bis eldeft, fon,, iucoeeded fadm ia tkis 
Eacldom. He was a devout peifon, founded die 
Abbey of Fbaldy, .in the coumy of Glocicefter, 
tod was a great bene&dbor ux many othem He 
afterwardi took upicm bim the habk of sir Monk aC 
Gkwccfter Abbey, giving to it &v^ pounds, per 
annum rciiic^ out of bis dktos in Henefovdfittre. 
He.cficd Without iflSue annot 1154, whereupipn has 
bradicE^ 

Walter, called Waltwk db H^irei oad, foc- 
eeeded him in his pafiemal i^iheiritance, be^ liing 
Henry li. detained botfc the Earldom of Hereford 
and city of Glouccftcr from him. Th» Walter db 
Hereford was the ftrft recorded Sheriff for this 
county, and that in i ith Henijy II. He, with his 
younger brothers, all died without iffue, 'vHtere- 
\jpon thdr whole inheritance paiSed to their three 
fifkrs. 

HuMPREY DE BottuN, the diifd of chctt lisMt 
from dae Conqpaeft, . marrying Margft-y the etdeft 
daughter, and at lafl one of die heirefles, of the 
above-mentioned Milo, Earl of HerefoM, in^ her 
right became Earl of Hereford, and ConftaWe of 
Erigland. Having founded. the Ptiory oC-Farfcy, ia* 
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the county of Wilts» and done other pious d^s^ 
he dird April 6» anno 1187^ ^d v«s buried b 
the CJiapter*«Houfe of Lamhony, n^r Qlooccfteh 
HtJlefic 

HuMFEEY BoHUN, his foH and heir> buried aife 
in the iazne place, who left i&jc 

Henry, confirmed in his title to this EarUom; 
by King John, ivho aUb granted to htm t^Metity 
pDiinds^ to be neccived yearly out of the third prabj^ 
of die county of Hereford: but, foonafbr, rcbeUing 
againft (hat Monarch, and his fon Henry III. h^ 
wiB taken prifoner at the batde of Ltm^din, and 
being rdbiibd, died in hi$ voyage to the HiAf 
Land : he was borled at Lanthony Abbey. Thj^ 
Henry BohuQ had iffine, ^ 

HuMFREY, who, in right of Maud his mother^ 
(blc daughter of Qeoifiy Fitzt-Piers, Earl of Eflfex, 
iwas created alfo Ear! of Eflex, ift Jiohn/ He was 
Earl Marihal at the marriage of King Henry UL 
. ftood godfather to Prince Edwatx), and had cuftody 
of the Marches <^ Wale«« It appe^trs upon levying 
the aid for marrying King Henry lil.'s daugh-^ 
ter, that he was poflefled of 98 Knighti fees, 
(avaft eftatel) yet foon after he took upon him the 
crufadp, and w^t to the Holy Land. He died 
arnio 1275, and was, with his lady, interred at 
Laqthony; he left: ifibe, 

HuMFREY, who died in his father's lifetime, 
and left iifue, another 
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. HuM/REY, the fixth of that name, who Suc- 
ceeded to the Earldoms of Hereford and Eficx* 
Being a ffcrfon of a turbulent fpirit, he took part 
with the rebellious Barons on all occafions. He 
married fileanor, one of the daughters and co- 
heircfffcs of William de Braos, Lord of Brecknock, 
a great Baron, and left iffue, 

HuMFREv BoHUN, the feventhj who was an 
aftive pcrfon in thofe times, and' married Maud de 
Ficntcs, kihfwoman to Queen Eleanor, who gave 
her a thoufand pounds of filver for her portion. 
He was Conftable of England, and prefcnt at the 
battle of Roxboroughi where the Englifh coi^ 
que/ed the Scots. He, with his. jady, were both 
interred in the Chapel of Our Lady at Walden, 
in Effex, leaving iffue, 

HirMFREY BoHuN, the eighth> his fon and heir, 
a man of great aftion, and a viofent perfccutor of 
Piers Gaveftone, fevourite to King Edward II, 
He was taken prifoner at the fatal battle of 
Stirling, in Scodand, and exchanged foon after 
for the wife of Robert de BrucCj who had been a 
long time captive in England, He afterwards 
joined with Thomas, Earl of Lancafter, againft 
Hugh le Defpencer the younger, the King's fa- 
vourite, and, during that quarrel, whilft command- 
ing the troops at the battle of Burrow-bridge, in 
Yorkftiire, was flairi in palling the bridge anno 
1 321 J, a4id was buried in the Friars Preachers, at 
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York. He married Elizabeth, one of King Ed- 
,ward I/s daughters) widow of John, Earl of Hol- 
land, by whom he had a numerous HTuc, Humfrcy, 
the eldeft ion, died young, and 

JoHw, the fecond, fuccecded his fether in the 
Earldoms of Hereford and Eflex, and Conftable- 
ihip of England. He was girt with the fword of 
Knighthood with King Edward III. inthefirft year 
of his reign, by John, brother to the Earl of 
Hainault; and though he married two wives, firft, 
Alice, daughter of Edmund, EarJ of Arundel; fe- 
condly, Margaret, daughter of Ralph Lord Baflet; 
yet he died without iffue aqno 1335, ^^^ was buried 
at Stratford, near London, whereupon his honours 
and whole inheritance dqfcended to Humfrey, his 
next brother. 

This Humfrey, who was the ninth Earl of that 
name, fucceeded to the tide. He was^ in the great 
naval fight at Sluys, againft the French, 14th of 
Edward III. and attended that monarch in his 
expedition into France. He died unmarried anno 
1 36 1, and was buried in the church of the Friars 
Auguftin's, in London^ which he had rebuilt; 
wherefore all his honours and lands defcended to 
his nephew, 

HuMFRfiY BoHUi^, fon of William Bohun, Earl 
of Northampton, and Conftable of England ; but, 
being \inder age, was committed to the guardianlhip 
of Richard, Earl ot Arundel, whofe daughter Joane

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he maffiiedf biat Hvod not loag a6er» and ^as buried 
in ^e Aibhey <tf Waldm» at the &et of his faifaer^ 
arnio 46th Edward III. He bad been caiploycd 
on an embafly to the Duke of Milao, lx> treat of a 
manriage between liond, JQuke of Clarenoe, and 
Violance, that Duke'^ daughter. He was aUbon 
an eocpedkion into France. His two dimghter^, wiz. 
(EleanoTy became the wdfe of Thomas of WoDd-

-of Gaimit, Duke of Lancafter,) This Henry,, in 
if he pat^lianient hcU at Shrewsbury in rfte twenty- 
ifvA year of King llic^hard 11. was created >Earl %tf 
-Hereford, upon Michaelnfias-dayy the Xing fictii^ 
MkTrowned, girding him with a fword, and putting a 
cap of honour on his head* He was ibon after 
crowned himfclf, by the name of King Henry I V^ 
Thus ended diis great and noble race of the fio- 
:huns, who bore for their armSj a crojs azure in a 
field or ^ 

Thereupon this tide of Earl of Hereford was, 
•for fome time, in abeyance^ as I may fey, until 

HuMFREY Sta^fford, Earl and afterwards Duke 
tdf Buckingham, aflumed it in King Henry VI/s 
time, as coufin and heir of blood to Humfrey 
Bohun, Earl of Hereford. This claim Richard IIL 
in the tin^ of his usurpation,, ieemed to countenance 
by a bill figned with his own hand; but Duke 
Humfrey dropping off &om that ufurper, was foon 
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judgement, beheaded at Skiewflpiyry^ upon AH 
Souk Day^ b thft (ir<J year of Kipg Ric^Ard W- 
Sa that tl^« honorary tWc of H^^fercJ \^ h\Hi)ff\

Walter Devehsu^q (ftn CiJlwJ fro«i Evf^rt, 21 
town in Nonnandy,) Knight of the Moft MoJble 
Order of the Garter, and deff ended &<¥n the Rqt. 
buns t>y his mother Cecilia, ivas advanced to tix^ 
4igaity of Vilcount Herelbrd, granted to hxmj and 
die heirs mak of his body, F^brMary 2, the 4^h oi 
Edward VI. This Sir Walter Devereux wa$ 
grandfon to Sir Waltef Dev^ieuK, fon of WilUaQa 
Devereux, of Bodeuhacn, Efq. in fbif county> 
and h»d iffye Sir Richard Qevereux, Knight, wha 
died in his father's lifetirxif, haMing married J^ne, 
daughter iof John Scudamorc, pf Holm Lacy, Efq. 
4nd left iffue, 

Walter Dsverbu^, Vifcount Hereford, who, 
by reafon of his ^efcen( from Cecilia, fiil^r and heir 
ef Henry Bourcheirs, Earl of Eflex, was created 
Barlof Effex, the 4th of May, 14th Queen Ehzar 
beth, He was Field Mgrfhal of the Queen's forces 
in the rebellion of the Earls of K[orthqmberland and 
Weftmorland; he was one of the Peers that fat i^>oa 
the trial of the Duke of Norfolk, and being lent 
againft the rebels in Irelan(], died (here ;^th Eliza- 
beth, not without foipicion of poifon, and was buried 
at Carmartti^. He bqpe the titles of the Earl of 
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Effcx and Ewe, Earl Marfhal of Ireland, Vifcount 
Hereford artd Bourcheir, Lord Ferrers,. of Chart- 
ley, Bourcheir and Lovaine, and Knight of the 
Moft Noble Order of the Garter. ByJLettice, 
daughter of Sir Thon^as Knolles, Knight, of the 
Garter, he left iffue Robert and Walter. 

Robert fucceeded his father in his eftates and 
honours. He was a great favourite of Queen Eli- 
zabeth, and by her made Earl Marlhal of England, 
and Lord Deputy of Ireland, where he was guilty 
of fome mifmanagements. Thefe his enemies took 
care to aggravate in fuch a manner, that he was 
ftripped of moft of his employments: foon after, 
afFedting popularity, and hearkening to the advice 
of difcontented perfons, he fell into high dilgrace, 
and, . for endeavouring to raife a commotion in 
the city of London, was accufed of high trealbn, 
tried for the fame in Weftminfter-Hall, condemned, 
and beheaded on Tower-hill, the aad of February, 
1 60 1. By Frances his wife, daughter and heirels 
of Sir Francis Walfingham, one of the Queen's 
Principal Secretaries of State, he left iffue one fon, 
called Robert, and two daughters, who were by a6t 
of parliament, ift Jamesl. reftored in blood and 
honour. 

. This Robert, Earl of Effex and Vifcowt Here- 
ford, had gained great experience in the art of war 
in the Palatinate, and was therefore made. Lieute- 
nant General of the army which King Charles L 
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fent againft the Scots j but upon fomc difguft, he 
became difaffeftcd to the Court party, and accepted 
of a commiffion tp be General of the forces railed 
by the unha{^y long parliament in the year 1642, 
and afterwards, as it is generally imagined, repent- 
ing of fo difloyal an a6t, died at Eflex houfe, in 
London, the 14th of September, 1646 j not with- 
out great fufpicion of being poifoned^^ notwithftand- 
ing he bad a moft tnagnificent funeral at the charge 
of that parliament, upon the 2 2d of OAober fol- 
lowing, and lieth interred in St. Paul's Ghapel^ in 
the Abbey Church of Wcftminfter. He married 
two wives, but had no furviving iffue by either, 
whereby the title of Earl of Eflex became extinft, 
he being the laft male defcended from Walter, the 
firft Earl of this noble family. The title of Vif- 
count Hereford, firft granted to Walter, father to 
that Walter and to the heirs male of his body, did 
thereupon devolve unto . 

Sir Walter Devereux, Knight and Baronet, 
fonand heir of Sir Edward Devereux, of CaftJe 
Bromwich, in the county of Warwick, Bart, which 
Sir Edward was the only fon to the faid Walter/ 
Vifcount Hereford, by Margaret Garnilh his fccond 
wife, and this honour was confirmed to him by 
parliament. He was one of the. Committee of 
Peers and Commons,, who were fent to the Hague, 
with the humble invitation and Application of the 
parliament, that his Majcfty Charles II. would be

CONTIGUODS TO ITS BANK^ 
FROM BROBERY TO WJtTON. 



AS the. Wye. proves fo highly ornaqientai m 
the city of Hereford and its vicinity, and fo 
defirable and diftinguifhed an objed to all travellers, 
it will certdnly be deemed proper to fay fomething 
concerning this celebrated river. Mr. Gilpin^ in 
his excurfiori down part of it, in 1770, has favoured 
the public with fo accurate an account of its ini- 
mitable beauties, that little can be faid on the 
general grandeur of the fcenery, after fo admirable 
a companer of the pifturcfque : it Js^ however 
deemed proper to obferve here, that thofe parts of 
this river which were oipitted by that gentleman, 
though more ornamented with artificial beauties, 
are not by any means deficient in natural landfcape. 
The Wye, indeed, for its rich fcenery — of ropk, 
wood, and water*— has been generally allowed by 
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tfave]}ers, and perfons of diftbguifhed taftd, lo he 
equal, if not fuperior, to any ftream in this king- 
dom, and perhaps in Europe; , for, from its foun- 
tain head to its. juhdion with the Severn, the fhores 
of this river prcfent a regular continuance of views 
exceedingly magnificent, or, as the late Mr. Gr^ff 
fays, in a fort of poetical rapturCi " a fucce0ion: of 
endlefs beauties." . 

It fhall, therefore, be our prefent plan, to cony- 
mcnce with the Wye, foon after it enters this 
county, and continue down its courfe, as far belo^ 
Hereford, a3 may be included in an extmjhe appel- 
lation of the neighbourhood of that city j a fervijc 
adherence will not, however, be obfcrvcd to the 
^current.of that ftream, but dcvia^tions will be made, 
in order to infpeft thofe places, where art, im- 
proved by a judicious tafte, has attempted to in- 
creafe.thc natural beauties of the. country adjacent 
to this river. The vicinity of Hereford is remark- 
able for the variety of the feats of the nobility and 
gentry; and, as moft of them are contiguous to 
the banks of the .Wye, it may not> perhaps, be 
deemed inconfiftent with our prefent purpofe, to 
give a concifc defcription of the chief of them* For, 
befides the intimate conneftion that may be. faid to 
fubfift betwixt many of the families and die city of 
Hereford, and the relative hiftorical &£b it may 
prefent to the reader, it may enable the compiler 
to point out to the lover of .modern improvement 
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« Well ^ of dhciquarian refeirch, various Iborces 
l^ddi of ^leifure and information. 
• the river Wye, trhich dcrircs its nUmc froto 
Ae Britilh &<^>, Mi its Latin ^^^^^ finiTi i» 
Wltldilig, aftdvhe beautiful irregularity of ib courfe, 
^^ its ^ut^e ift Piinlimmon^ ii lofty moinMain m 
Nwth Wales, widiin five hundred yanis of ivhidi, 
the Severn alfo takes its origin. Roiling atong ftxmi 
ak^t wllh a tapid tourfe through R^dnorihire, 
it ^afles by *uttth and the Hay, cnlivenii^ m vari- 
iws p^tts Itvefal charming fcenes: Jeaving Radnor- 
ihfre at fthydfpenet, two miles lower, it glides near 
to the fcfte of Bredwardinc Caftle, from whence h 
art-ites at the point where we purpde to receive 
ity ab6ut eleven miles to the weft of die city of 
H^neferd. 

The celebrated Murbridgc Hill and Brobery^s 
Soar, iire#»e firft fine objefts which expofe tiicm- 
felyes to our obfeiVarion, the principal beauty of

Vhb elegant feA of Sir Geo^ Cbhi^wall, jBart. 
iplated in a moftxieiightfel ittuation on the {(nxO^- 
<Tn bank xrf the river^ and is the firft feat <>f co^ 
-feqwence occurring to X)ur notice, which delivios 
fits xjiief beauty from lying contiguous to the hkvk& 
of the Wyc'—Jn DoomlHay, I -fiippofe thij .place 
to^be nneaht by Moches, whkhis there &id (to be 
ipwrt of the pofiUfions t)f che chcirch of St. G^hlao£t» 
in the city -of Hereford. The family of chfe Froae% 
-o^Mhers of this place, had aUb the townflup of Suttoli 
^St. MichaeU but in molt old deeds caUed Suttdn 
Frcno, from thfc above-hmentioned family. I ^ter^ 
waMls find this tdwnfbip in the femily of th^ 
Vaughans of Brcdwardinej the only remfunii^ 
heirefs of tfhat ai^cient £itfnily, wUeh was xlefcended 
^m the icelebratod David Gam, Standard Bearer to 
^hcConqueior, was married^ onedf Ae C^rnewaU^, 
^f IBermngton, who, by that <:onne£fcion, cam^ into 
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pofieffioh of the ample eftates in the vicinity of 
Mocca^i. Tbefc Corncwalls are dcfcended from 
Richard de Cornewall, one of the natural fons of 
J[(ichafd, icing of die Romans. Their pedigree 
tells u§, thftt SirGeoffery Cornewall, of this family^ 
having taken the Duke of Bretagne priibner, had 
the arms of that Duke given to him, viz. a field 
ermine I. ^ that, as they before bore argent^ a lim 
rampant gules y crowned or, within a bordure engrailed^ 
bezantee fable, the field argent was turned into er- 
mine : but the Corncwalls, of Berrlngton, conti- 
ifiu^a the fieW argent. Vclters Cornewall, Elq. 
who was Member for the county of Hereford in 
feven fuccefllve Parliaments, left one daughter, mar- 
ried to Sir George Amyand, who took the name 
of Cornewall, and is the prefent reprefentative in 
parliament for the county of Hereford. 

The ancient ^ refldcnce of this family was at ^ 
fmall diftancc below the fcite of the prefent, and 
part of the materials ufed in the ereftion of it were 
brought from the ruins of Bredwardine Cattle. The 
fituarion of the prefent elegant manfion is highly 
pleafirig, placed in a verdant and luxuriant vale, 
on an eafy afcent near the banks of the Wye, 
which, 

. .«< Clear and artlefs. pouring through the plain," 

adds much to the rich fcenery of the place. To 
the fouth of it, is a large park, finely wooded; part 
of it, on an afcent, in feme places gradual, in others 
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fteep, the fummit of which is remarkable for the 
variety and extent of its profpefts. Towards the 
north and eaft, are the oppofite hills partly covered 
with thick woods, and in the intervening vaDey be- 
neath runs the Wye: to this fcene the fouthern pro- 
Jpeftof the Black Mountain, and other bleak objefts, 
prefent a remarkable contrail. — A view of this feat, 
(hewing its fituation from the north fide of the river, 
has been engraved by Mr. Angus, from a drawing 
of Mr. J- Wathen. — From hence, continuing down 
the ftream by Monington, the ancient feat of the 
Capels, and following the river in a fine curve, which 
it forms near Prefton, about a mile and a half on the 
fouth fide of the river, is 

TIBBERTON, 

The charming feat of the ancient family of the 
Brydges. The houfe has within thefe late years been 
much modernized, contains fome good piftures, 
and anoble and well-felefted library. The grounds 
adjacent were highly improved by the late worthy 
poffeflfor, W. F. T. Brydges, Efq. Returning to 
the Wye, and failing, for fome fliort fpace of time, 
down its clear and majeftic current, Byford foon 
after prefents itfelf on the northern bank. Though 
this fliort paflage down the Wye from Moccas 
does not prefent any particular objeft, claiming in 
a high degree the attention of the piftureJque tra- 
veller, yet many pleafing rural views are here and 
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there expofed, and invite examination; fcff it is a 
beauty peculiar to this rfver^ never te ^ut tHe eye 
with a tedious fimilaricy of fubjedk> but by perpe^. 
tually varying its courie, and preftntiag diiFerent 
fcen^s in a n)u]tiplicity of ways, fomc, gratification 
is always derived from the conftant novelty it 
affords. At the diftance of near a mile from thq 
pleafant village of Byford, is 

CARNONS, 

The feat of Major Cotterel. It i§ finely fituate i(i 
a fputhern afpeft on the fi4e of Bifliopftone Hill* 
and the plantations of the prefect gentleman, and 
his father, add much to the beauty of tjie fpot. 
The views from the houfe are various and exten- 
five, and fhow many fpeandefings of the Wye. 

At this place, we muft beg pcrmiffion tP ^eviate 
' for a while from the courfe of our favourite rivef, 
and fcek for beauty where Ihe is eminently cqn- 
fpicuous. Verging, therefore, towards the nqrtl^ 
about a mile 4nd a half, we enter the enchaijting 
grounds of 

FOXLEV, 

The fight of which will arpply riEjpay the fond ad-^ 
fnirer pf natural landfc^pp, for fo ihort a digreflton. 
This is the defirable feat of Uvedale Price, Efq. 
well known in the literary wprld as the author of 
Jn EJay on the Pi&urg/gm. It appears to have 
l)een a place of fpme antiquity, apd fonr^erjy be^ 
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longed as a manor to the Abbey of Lanthony. 
Sir James Redd, Knight, who was High Sheriflf 
for the coui)^ gf Hercfbrd, aift J^nv^ J. was 
pofTefied o( this place, where, BUujU fays, his (on 
Robert Rodd, Efq, alfo Sheriff for the county^ 
had a neat manfion-houie. This Rodd had three 
daughters, and bore for lii$ arms, orgM, a ibUf^ 
two trefoils JUpfed /able. Judge Price married the 
only remaining heirels of this feqnily, and c>me 
into poiTeffion i»f this Aoble eftace. His defcendanc 
is icbc prcfcnt wontliy inher iton 

The beautiful woods which AwrouAd dpis mm- 
fii», wiere daidly plaoi^^d by ih^ fete Mr^ Piicei 
hut, wiilUa dade few yqi,rs, btfive M?^ ^notprpvecl 
in a very emifimi: qaaAner 'by the prde^t poffdOTor, 
who, to a conipiouous knowledge of cbe liberal 
arts, adds a fuperior judgment in the real beau- 
cies of natural landscape. The grounds and plan« 
taftions are laid out with great taile, and are i^ery 
€Kten&ve. A charming ride <£ nearly two miie$, 
through a wood of fine young oak and ^y lead$ 
to the point of the celebrated Lady-Lift, \^eiif; 
the view opens in an exquilite manner, and is de^ 
iervedly admired by all peribns wbo vaGt k, as one 
fif the fineft fcenes of the grand and fxten&ve kind:

Returning through the woody vale, an agreeable 
contraft prefents itfclf— Credenhill Campafcends in 
front, and the fine woods forming a fcreen on each 
jBde, rife in great majefty, and are beautifully rude: 

" The negligence of Nature, wide, and wild 5 
** Where, undijguis'd by mimic art, Ihe ipreads 
** Unbounded beauty to the roving eye." 

The houfe is pleafantly fituate, and contains 
many apartments elegandy fitted up and furnifhed. 
The piftures are numerous, and evidently fhew the 
great judgement of the colleftors ; feveral of them 
were felefted by Mr. Price's father, to which, die 
prefent gendeman has added many valuable original 
pieces; for fome of the firft and moft admired 
produftions of the celebrated fchools of painting 
are here to be fcen, among which thofe defervcdly 
confpicuous are from the following diftinguifhed 
mafters — Rubens, Claude Lorraine, Poufin, Salva- 
tor, Rembrandt, &c. • 
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Leaving this pleafanc refidence^ and advancing 
towards the fouth by Manfel Lacjr, nearly adjoin-- 
ing Brinibp Court, formerly the feat of the ancient 
family of the Danfeys, the view is fuddenly in- 
terrupted, by a high woody mountain of ftccp 
aicent, called CredenhiU, which is crowned with 
a vaft camp, and comprehends near thirty acres, 
with almoft inacceifible works, fortified with an 
inner as well as an outer ditch. It feems a Bridfli 
camp, bcingof too irregular a form to be Roman, 
and to have been ftrengthened in fucceeding ages, 
as it may have been a defence to Kenchefter, and in- 
cluded under one common name with it. It has been 
called by many writers Magna Caftra^ and io indeed* 
fuch a large extent of ground, regularly defended,' 
deferves to be called; others have cohjeftured that 
it was ffrft poflcflcd by the Romans, and the inner-' 
moft ditch without a vallum^ might have been after- 
wards added by tlie Britons, Saxons and Danes.' 
Be this as it may, it proves a difficult matter, after' 
fo long a lapfe of time, to inveftigate the certainty; 
it may therefore be fim.ply mentioned, that this was 
the exploratory camp, and Kenchefter, contiguous 
to it, the provincial city. 

The lummit of CredenhiU is remarkable for one 
of the moft extenfive prolpeds in the county of 
Hereford, but there is one circumftance which 
renders it ftill more famous: it was the ftation, on 
which the valiant Caraftacus was encamped, when

«< Cara^ciis^'* fays hfo ** chofe a place cy^py way 
" incoqaipo^ious to the Ronian aripy, ev^ry way 
« favourable to his own. The place, wheiie he 
<^ encamgeij, w^ the ridge of a mountain exceed^ 
<^ ingly fte^p>. and> where its fide$ were approachajble, 
^< he riifdd la^ge ftones by way of a wall or ram- . 
'f p^. At the foot qf the mountain flowed a river 
<^ dangerous to be ford^d^ and a hoft of men guard- 
" ed hi^ eptrenchments," From this defcriptionj» 
^4 ^^ gencr^ view of the cpuntry, it fceo^ at 
leaft probable, that the Romans wer^ ftatioried 
in Eaton Camp, which lies clofe to tbi^ fbuthern 
hapk of tl)e Wye, and that the Britoqs had pitched 
t^eir tents on the fqmmit of Credeuhijl, about a 
rpile and a ha)f to the north; befides, it is n^tufal 
to imagine, that the letter would cndcavoyr t^ fe- 
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cure Kenchcfteri whkrb, ft tJiiat period, muft have 
bWi th^ chifef to^ in thcfe |Hirts : as t6 thfc river 
menmned) it fnuft doiiibdefs be the Wyet tfite 
T^eme» and the Chin ncah LemtwaitHne, or di\s 
tivVskt wMdi nliiB ikar Gaer Carftddc Hill» cannbc 
tome under the defcriptioQ of rivers '' daAgeronis to 
be forded," which this certainly was, for, according 
to the ftqud of the accofint in T^HtSy the Roihans 
fUfFefed a dreadful flabghMr in the dangefotis paf- 
fage. We may therefore conckidei tiH better 
authority aflcrts the contrary, that this decifive 
ftruggle of the Britons %ai folight on the banks of 
the Wye. Cara^ictts^ WlA tfie ^tirtilim of his afthy,^ 
ret^eal*d frdm Mil to hffl W\vaftis the north, urftfl 
he m^t With thM &t6 v^hteh 6kth Ms So M tot 
of \lnfbj^tl»Mt« lehi^fs, btring tttacheiioliaif delti^ettd 
\3p to th* conqttl^Wft by GattififiiuSJul, QJl^ert of 
the Bfigahtes, to whofe gdb^ faith dnd pmb^i<5h 
he had thifted hirtifelf. His n^ble and intrepid 
conduft at Rome before the Enlfleror GJaiidiliS, is 
^eil fcneWtt) attd reffedtS a great lliftr^ upon the 
commtn€tffi€ht (4 oiir Sfitlfli ^hrtals, tnwt parti- 
^vikrty at d pi^riofd ^htii &is cobntl-y li^sis juil 
emerging from ignorance and barbarity. 

Continuing from hence tbwards {he fotidt weft, 
through a fine country, arid paifirig liealr the fcite 
^Kencheiftcr, the fjn^ll bxit elegant hbuft, df 
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CANNON BRIDGS, 

Expofes itfelf onthc fouthcmfidcof the river. The 
fituation of it for a fummcr refidcnce is very dc* 
firablc, it being placed on a beautiful terrace near 
the banks of the Wye, and, as feen from fome feleia 
points of view, appears almoft embofomed with 
trees* 

At this place the river begins to form a beautififl 
peninfula, and as we glide down the current to the 
extreme point of it, the 

NEW WEIR 

Prefents itfelf on the northern bank. The fititation 
of this feat is on a fteep woody afcent, four miles 
weft from Hereford, and commands fo'me fine 
views up and down the river. The houfe h^ been 
confiderably enlarged and improved by its prefent 
poflTcffor, William Parry, Efq. who has extended 
the walks and plantations, and added much to its 
great natural beauties. 

Here the Wye, with its ufual peculiarity, winds 
its courfe in a number of beautifiil curves, and, by 
its various turnings, reminds us of the celebrated 
meander, 

J <« Toties qui terns errat in iHSem 

" Qui lapfas in fe faepc rctorquct aquas/* 

This ferpentine diredtion is here remarkably 
plcafmg, and, by conftantly varying the point pf view, 
renders objcds, oftentimes trifling in thcmfelves. 
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highly agreeable and pi6):urefi]iie9 when ieen in (e-> 
vend favourite aipe£ts. At a faull dtftance below> 
on the c^pofite fide of the Wyc^ is 

LOWER EATON, 

The pleaiant feat of the Rev. Mr. Phillips, which 
has near it fome beautiful plantations,, and charm- 
ing plcaliire ground; lialf a mile lower down, is a 
large Britilh ramp, inclofihg an extent of between 
thirty and forty acres. . It is fortified with fingle 
works,, except towards the fouth-wcft point, and 
appears to have been only a temporary ftation* 

Nearly oppofite to Lower Eaton, is Sugwas, 
where was a palace and chapel, ufed by the Biihops 
of Hereford. It wa(s the favourite riefidence of St. 
Thomas. Cantilupe, and was lafi: inhabited by Bifhop 
Ironfides. The palace has been long converted 
into a farm-houfe, and the^ chapel (a view of which 
has been publiihed) wias taken down in 1792, and 
a hahdfome dwelling ^redted on the fpiot. 

The banks of the rivtr, doaiiied in fome .places 
with thQ richeftverdure-r-the contiguous woods and 
hills, finely blended with manfions and cottages, 
with cattle here and , dicre ito enliven the general 
fcene— >rare from the wac&rthie objedsdf landfcape, 
rendered ~ mucK more agreeable by being ib often 
varied; fo Itncuriant indeed are the difierent views 
from this river, diat they oftentimes crowd the fight 
with a muldplicity of objeds, and, whilfl defcending 
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the current, rolicve ^ok oth^r in fy rxpfijt a hc^ 
ceffidH chat dio imagiMtioa o6m ranotins: ocm-t 
fufed, not knowing whem to fe htftlf witk tliD 
greatcft delight. This various and intcrcfting 
fcenery continues till wc arrive at the mahfibn- 
houfc of 

Thi» bcautifbt and pidhirclque phce* isi Ac £bsB 
of J: Matthe'iwS) Efq;. M. Dc ks fituatian^ irde*. 
£gbtful> being placed o& a &m afc^t^ clpft to 
the banks of riie^Wye^ which knhis part glides bj^ 
ynth a broad, and pleaiing. fl:ream> forqiing a moft 
delightful fweep* Nature fdems to hav£ been in a 
high degree favourable to thi&f^cM^ and where fhe 
Wa& found deficient, art, condi^S^ed by the tnieff 
tafte, has/fMcceededin tbe attempt to. embellifli it; 
The views up ^d ^own the riv^ are paiticularly 
rich aqd beautiful. Tile- pfofpeift. towards- the 
north- wefl^ iijchidesi Dr, Syinpads's elegant vifla, 
with tJie-littlcpiflaiirelijiiQobjba of BreintOD churchy 
clofe ix> tiie northern banks, of the river, which 
pi^aodess iii.a moCb^reeable manner bepeath;. be^ 
yond, are theioeicbtaianl CredeMiiil Csmp^ Biihopi* 
ftqp HilJ^ Eosdey w<H»jEi9, Lady^Liii^ andithe-Rad^ 
norflnke faUb;. From: th^. grotm^ lodrngi towaids

Th6 hoirfe is an ctegant ftAia^re of Bathftoh^^ 
die fbtindfttioh of which Was laid in the ydar 178&, 
and biiite from a dfefigh by Mt Wyatt. Thtf 
interior is fkfed up with grftat tB&t actd clcgaricbi 
and contairish i&nfie vakiable pi£ttires'. 

The river at this f lace feems tb fofgeft its ullial 
rapidity^ and forming itfelf into a deep and ma- 
jeftic body^ glides with a placid dream, throtigh 
rich and verdant pafture ground, till we approach 
the city of Hereford. Bel6W the bridge, a moft 
pkaOi^i view fuddfcnly expands it^lf. The Gathe- 
draly Bfdie^s P^acd, the Co&ogCi the. Caftle 
Grden and Infiitnar^ on a gr^u^ afeem, en' the 
nordierrt bank; the fine grounds- adjak!*nt to th* 
Wye on the ibuth;^ and in the difl^nce Rodierwas 
woods and Dyiledbr-hill, prefenc {he tffavdler With a 
prolpeft' higlil^deUghtfid ; the twi enfemUe of which 
fornix a charming ielo^on of riatiifat and artificial 
landfcape. The' boat* ^nd barfees aHb on the fnics 
of the rivei*, at the fanad time th^t they pfcafe the 
an&gioation with an^ idea of national induftry, add 
coi^derably to-the g^reat variety of diis lively fccne. 
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The Wye, in its rapid and circuitous defcept from 
the.city> pafles by BuUingbam and Eigne^ juft be* 
low which place, it affords an objcdt of great beauty 
beneath the Vineyard^ a fmall neat houfe belonging 
to Mr.. Powell. The river here runs with a fwift 
current at the foot, of a rocky bank; on the top 
of which are fome pleafailt viiews and walks, 
which, as they are but. at a fmall diftance from 
Hereford by land, are much reforted to in the fum-t 
nwr feafon, and pr^fent; niany varieties of th^ courf^ 
pf the Wye, and other objefts adjacent to it; 

" . While Qray^d my eyes o'er f^aga^s flood, 
<« Oyer meadl and over wood, 
" From houfc to houfe, from hill to hill, 
« Till contemplation had her fill." 

On the oppofite fide the river, a litde lower, is 

ROTHERWAS, 

-The feat of Charles Bodenham, Elq. In the Con- 
queror's time, Gilbert held this manor by the name 
of Rotterwas. At the time of making the book of 
Knights' Fees, which was in Edward I.'s time, 
Richard de Willes held fome part of the eftate of 
William dc la Mare. The Bodenhams of Bryn- 
gwyn Court at length made this their chief feat, 
which has continued; in the family ever fince. They 
bear, azure, afejfe between three chefs rooks or. 

.<'-This is a delicious feat," fays Blount in his 
MS. '^ fituate near the Wye, and within two miles 
". of Hereford, abounding with ftore pf excellent 
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^ fruit, with meadows and fertik araUe land.'' It 
was held to be fo delightful a place, that the pr6* 
verb was current here, as ahciondy of Corinth— • 

Nqh datur euMs adire Rlkbiram^ ' 
Wd cannot all live at ^otherwats* 

The former houfc was partly of old timbier 
work, but one end of it was newly built of ftone 
by Sir Roger Bodenham, in which was a neat par- 
lour, full of coats of arms and other ornaments^ 
according to the fafhion of that age. 

The modern, elegant, and extenfive fabric was 
built by Mr. Bodenham, the grandfather of the 
prefent worthy poflcflTor, and is one of the numerous 
feats which owe great part of their beauty to their 
. fituation near the banks of the Wye. It has a neat 
chapel near it, now difufed, with a large extent of 
offices. The adjacent grounds ftretching towards 
the banks of the river, are plain and very fertile, 
crowned towards the fbueh by fome gradual afcents, 
on which are the beautiful woods of Rotherwas: 
towards the fouth-weft, the view is terminated by 
the lofty obgeft of Dynedor Gamp, from die funi- 
mit of which (as has beeh mentioned before) are 
a great, variety of profpedbs of the Ibrrounding 
country. 

Before we proceeed to any fiirther account of 
the Wye, it will, no doubt, be deemed excufeablc 
to make another fhort deviation from its regulaf "* 
courfe, in order to mention Ibnfiething concerning 
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Longiwnth and Stoke, the bcautifid feats of th* 
Waiwym and the Folcy:^ tamVks which hav« 
produced a condnned fijcceffion of honourable per^ 
fons in this coumy^ feveral of whom have been in 
a particular nrjanner concerned wkh the city of 
Hereford* Conrdnuihg, therefore, towards the 
msHth-eaft,^ about tke dKbnce of two tSi&is from 
ItothmiMaft, we arrive at 

LONGWORT»* 

This is the modern feat of the family of the Wal- 
wyns, the head of which is the prefent Menrtbe* 
for the eky of Hereford^ Thefe Walwyns derive 
tb?ir name from Gw^dlain or Wallwain Caftlr in 
PembEofceikire, Ofthis family was Sir Philip Wall- 
wajp^ whoi being cngagpd in Ki»g WillianKrRuftisi's 
tinnc wder Bernard de Newmare, in die conc^ueft 
of Breeknockflaire, had certain lands afligned to 
hijoa at the- Hay,; in that county; which ait to this 
day calkd Wallwain's Rents* 

BUihard WaUwaiaij m anceftor of this family, 
in. King, Edward IIL's time, marked Joane the 
daughter and heir of Walter HeHon, of Helion^ 
now galled Hellens, which became their princip^ 
feat, Thefe Heligns bore, verf, a bend copized cty 
jfhar^ with tbre^rjlagf beads, pnfw. Sir Walter 
Hdion, oft this femily, bad been in- th^holy w^s^ 
and lay buried cfofs-leggfd inAJhpercon chwchj 
with a, dog at I^s feet, a,(:oat of mail, a fcrip and 
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'z dagger; which moaum^nt ¥ra» r€mo¥edfrem 
thence to IhAvoo, txfcre the ehsuicd of that c^ch 
feii down. Thomas Walhinuir, hf deed*, dated 4^1 
Henrf IV. bought of the Earl <^ S«iffofd part of 
Marele Magaa^ or Gieat Mareh^ a btde before the 
bactb^ of Shrewfinsiy^ in which the Earl was O0M 
wbilft fighting for KiagHeiuyiy. ThisThotovis 
WalLWain, by bb will, made in tlie year 1414, g^ve

The houie has been nearly rebuilt by thtf prefeni 
pofleffi>r, being fitted up with mudi tafte.and ele- 
gance> and contains fome very good piSigres. k 
has a neat ami ipacious Hbrary^ and the books have 
beea (ek£):ed witda much judgment afid expence» 
The waHcs, woods, and pleafure grounds are bid 
out vntk ta&Cy and af&rd. fimie plealani; (cenery* 

The diibncc &om Longwonth is nei^rly three 
iiulesto 

STO*E, 

This is the principal feat o£ the &mily of the Foleys 
in tbift county : the name of h is more truly wriaseo 
Scoke Edith, from the dedication of the chu£ch t9 
Saint Editha, who was daughter to King Egbert* 
Jin Edward IL's time, as aUa during the reign of 
Edward III. the Wallwains were lords of this ma^ 
nor and patron^ of the church: how long.it conti* 
nued in this, ancient family, we find not; but in 
Hrnry VIII/s time. Sir John Lingen had it by 
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marrying Eleanor> the daughter and heirefs of 
Thomas Milwater, Efq. The heirs and executors 
of Sir Henry Lingen fold it during the laft century 
to Paul Foley, Efq. From that time it contiaued . 
to be the chief ieat of the Foleys, while they re- 
mained a younger branch, but when they fucceedcd 
to the manfion and eftate at Widey, in Worcefter- 
fliire, they made that their rcfidence, and this 
eftate was left to the feCond fon, the Honourable 
Edward Foley, the prefent Knight of the Shire for 
the county of Worcefter. 

The houfe is a very' elegant brick building,- 
erefted by Paul Foley, Efq. anceftor to the prefent 
porfefTor; the infide has much to recommend it, as 
an objcft of minute inveftigation to the vifitor of 
tafte, particulariy from its feledion of family pic- 
tures, and its hall, beautifully painted by Sir James 
ThornhiU. The fituation is healthy and delightful, 
and the grounds contiguous to it have within thefe 
few years been much altered. The improvements 
were conduced under the inlpeftion' of the inge- 
nious Mr. Repton^ who has here • diiplayed his 
tafte and judgement to great advantage. The front 
of the building was formerly turned from the high- 
way, being feparated by it from the park,"'and over it 
• a wooden bridge was erefted, as a communication i 
but the road has been- fince turned to the north, 
fo that the facade of tfiis elegant feat, its extenfive 
flirubberics, the fpire of the parifh church, the 
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handfome parfonage and village, with the park- 
richly cloathcd with fine timber in the back ground^ 
rifing to a confidcrable height above the manfion, 
prcfent to the traveller a very pleafant and lively 
icene. 

A walk from this noble Icat through the park to 
Sufton, about the diftance of three miles, is pecu- 
liarly agreeable to an amateur, and the pencil of 
the artift might be employed with an advantage 
equal to the pleafure. The view which expands 
itfelf through the lofiy oaks on the fummit of the 
park—-* 

«< Wkh ep'Aing views of hill and dale, 
*' Which fenfe and fancy too regale, 
• *« Whei-e the half cirque which vifion bounds, 
*< Lik« amphitheatre furroandt'^-* ' 

prefents a variety of objedls, and many pleafing 
profpefts of the meanderings of the river Wye, 
with its adjoining beauties, which doubdefs would 
prove highly fatisfaftory to a true lover of natural 
landfcape. The defcent is gradual, condufting the 
traveller over a hill on which St. Ethelbert is faid 
to have pitched his tents, when coming to the Court 
of OfFa; it is to this day called St. Ethelbert's 
Camp. On the declivity of the hill, towards the 
Wye, in a fine fouthem afpeft, is 

SUFTON* 

Concerning this place, thus ipeaks the book of 
Knights' Fees—" Roger de Hereford holds lands 
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«* h«re by foccagc of Ralph de Daunfcf^ of theho* 
«' ftour dfEftrl Ferren.'' It is tdated (vide B/mtt's 
MS.) that this fitmily of Hereford had Suitoci by 
the following Denune, viz. to pidctit the King with 
a pair of gilt fpurs, when he fhould happen to ridt 
over Mordiford bridge* 

The old manfion-houfe of Sufton, was in a fitu- 
ation pleafant and healthy, feated on the flope of a 
hill, and commandmg an extenfive prolpeA of the 
river Wye, Holm houfc and park, with various 
odier delightful objefts. It begjan to be ruinous, 
owing to its great antiquity, having been the ttfu 
dence of the Hereferds from the commencement 
of the reign of Henry III. The late Sir James 
Hereford, who died a few years ago> made con- 
fiderable additions to his paternal eftate, which he 
left to his nephew, Mr. Caldicott, who foon after 
alTunfied the name of Hereford^ 

A few hundred yards from the fcite of the old 
houfe, this gentleman has caufed a very handfome 
building to be ereded of Bath ftone, commanding 
a finer and more extenfive view than the former 
place, and the grounds are in an improving ftate 
under the mafteriy direftion of Mr. Repton. . 

On leaving Sufton, we pafs through Mordiford, 
and, joining the Wye, fail down its clear and wind- 
ing current, till we arrive at a Ipot where fome fine 
rows of trees nearly approach the waterj at this 
place, leaving the boat, and walking up a gr^ 
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dual afcen£» die diftance about half a mUe» we 
comedo 

HOLM-LACY. 

This i$ a noble old manfion-houfe, now apper- 
Haimog to his Grace the Duke of Norfolk^ and was 
fcr a long ferics of years the rcfidcncc of the fenoily 
of the Scudamores, This fannily came over with 
the Conqueror, and fettled firft in Wiltlhire, at 
Norton and Upton Scudamore, at the laft of which 
are traces of their manfion-houfe. Galfridus dc Scu- 
damore, who lived in the reign of King Henry I L 
bore for his arms, cr, a crojs fatdy filched m 
tbti foot^ guks', butj arois not being then fixed as 
hereditary,, his defcendants waved this coat, and took>. 
guleSy three ftirrups leathered and buckled or. Tho- 
naa% younger fon of Sir Peter Scudamore, married 
Qarice, daughter of the Lady Clara, of the family 
of the Lacics, to whom this eftate formerly be- 
longed, and whence it derived the additional name , 
qf Holm-Lacy. 

Of this family was Sir John Scudamore,. created 
a Baronet by King jamcs^ and the firft Baronet of 
thia county; afterwards by King^ Charles L created 
Viix;oi]nt S^o^ ia the kingdom of Ireland; and in 
the yeac 1.6^5,. by ^ fame Monarch, fcnt Am- 
bafladoc tQ thcFrench King^ Louis. XHL by whom, 
he was.pi;efented with tfie portrait of that. Prince, 
as, alio that of his Qi}een« ngw in the Holm col- 
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kftion: the latter is a whole length, with this curi- 
ous infcription beneath : /Inne^ Reine de France^ P'ojfe 
de fix moiSy fait par Beaubrun^ 1636. This, Lord 
Scudamore was a charafker as diftinguilhed for his 
loyalty, as his univerfal benevolence and charity. 
The citizens of Hereford have alfo particiilar reafon 
to relpeft the charader of this Nobleman, for a 
charity that has the laudable tendency of encourag- 
ing the young and induftrious, and relieving the 
aged and infirm— having, by his will, bequeathed 
four hundred pounds in truft to the Corporation of 
Hereford, the intereft of which is lent to young 
tradefmen (for a certain number of years,) to 
enable them to begin bufinefs; and to ten de(!:ayed 
tradefmen, ten pounds per annum each' for their 
lives. 

The furviving hcirefs of this ancient family was 
elpoufed in fecond marriage to Colonel C. Fitzroy, 
by whom (he had Frances, who married the pre- 
fent Duke of Norfolk, to whom (he brought the 
Holm and other large eftates in diis county and' 
in Gloucefterfhire. 

The eaft and fouth fronts of this building are of 
a plain dark ftone, commanding a moft bewitching 
variety of landfcape fcenery, fine views of the park, 
feveral windings of the Wye in the beautiful vale 
below, and the villages of Fownhope, &c. with 
the neighbouring woods. Contiguous to it, is a 
chapel, confecrated by Dr, BUTe, Biftiop of Here- 
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ford, though now difufed for divine fervice. Se- 
veral of the rooms, particularly the hall, arc lofty 
and magnificent, and contain fome valuable pic- 
tures; among the reft, is a beautiful one of King 
Charles I. the tout enfemble of which is remarkably 
fine, and is efteemed one of Vandyke's beft per- 
formances. There are, befides, numerous portraits 
of the Scudamores and the Packingtons (the heirefs 
of which family one of the Scudamores married in 
the time of Henry VIII.). with a confiderable num- 
ber of others by Vandyke, Cornelius Janfon, Hol- 
bein, &c. Two of the rooms alfo contain fome 
elegant and curious carved work by the celebrated 
Gibbons, the (hell filh, birds, fruit, &c, of which arc 
inimitably finifhed, and ihew wonderful accuracy 
and execution. 

The garden in the fouth front is laid out in the 
Dutch ftyle, or rather after the manner of King 
William's fortifications, furrounded with yew hedges 
in ftrait lines, cut out into a variety of curious 
forms, as Mr. Pope fays.

" And half the platform juft refle<5t3 the other; 
«* The fufF'ring eye inverted nature fees, 
** Trees cut to ftatues, ilatues thick as trees/* 

Though the pifturefque traveller might look 

upon the fyftem here obferved with fome fmall 

degree of contempt; yet, as there are few relicks 

of this kind of tafte remaining, it certainly affords 

o 
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a fccnc of variety, and prcfcnts an inftance of the 
abfurdity of the theory of that period. This, in 
all probability, will long continue in its prefcnt 
ftate, and prove a fubjeft worth the infpeftion of 
the curious vifitor. This feat is occafionally ufed 
by the noble Duke, though feldom for any long 
continuance. 

Almoft oppofite to Holm-Lacy is the pleafant 
village of Fownhopc; and one mile below that * 
place, a fcene of great grandeur and beauty ap- 
pears beneath the celebrated Capler Camp, the 
Wye in this place forming, by its winding courfe, 
an agreeable obje6t of novelty. The fine woody 
banks of Capler, crowned by its camp, rife for 
many hundred feet in great beauty, covered with 
luxuriant trees, 

<< Sylva coronat aquas, cingens latus omne, Aiifque 
" Frondibus^ ut velo"— 

and form, on the left, a delightful and extenfive 
veil to the limpid current flowing beneath. Nor 
mull it be forgotten to mention one great advan- 
tage, which the river has within our prefent plan, 
over its courfe when approaching nearer to the 
fea. The refleftion of contiguous objeAs in the 
ftream have a moft fingular efFeft, for the colour of 
the water, being (except after heavy rains) remark- 
ably clear and traniparent, prefents every where 
that filver-fhaded lurface, which gives an inexpreffi- 
ble addition to the romantic beauties of nature. 
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The general view from this fcleft Ipot, prefcnts 
in the front a fine deep ftream to a confiderable 
diftances towards the right is fecn^ on an eminence, 
the pretty objeft of Ballingham church, with fome 
farm-houfes adjacent, which being interiperfed in 
a remarkable manner between the trees, are ren- 
dered ftriking and agreeable : nothing indeed can 
be more romantic than the coiirfe of the river in 
its fweep round this JiilL 

Thus glides the Wye with a natural face of 
pleafure, along the midft of a fine valley, fcreened on 
each fide by broken banks and fine woody hills, which 
.in autumn, by the variety of fhades they prefent, 
add an ornamental luftre to the gaieties of nature, 
till, defcending the fwift current, at fome fmall dif- 
tance the view varies, and the vaniftied pro(pe6t is 
fucceeded by one of fopcrior beauty; for, winding 
round fome woods, it opens to a large and more 
variegated fcene, to the left of which, on a pleafing 
eminence, is 

ARAMSTONE, 

A very handfome houfe belonging to Mr. Wood- 
houfe. This, with the neighbouring church and 
village of King's Caple, and fome fine woods near 
it, form altogether a beautiful aflemblage; and 
what adds much to its variety, are the oppofite 
banks, on which a number of neat cottages, peep- 
ing between the trees, pref(;nt a lively ruraj fcene. 
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Leaving Trcfcck on the left hand, and following 
the meandring current, which now and then flows 
under fome delightful piece of ground, or rural 
manfion pleafant in its ficuation, 

HAREWOOD 

Prefents itfclf, about a mile from the right bank 
of the Wye. Thb is the fine old refidence of 
the Hofkins's, a noble and ancient family in the 
county of Hereford. The houfc has within thefe 
late years been much improved, and lies placed in 
the midft of a fine woody and romantic country, 
with which the traveller will be much delighted. 
It, no doubt, compofes part of the foreft of Hare- 
wood, in which Ethelwold, King Edgar's Minifter, 
had a caftle, which is the fcene of Mafon's Drama- 
tic Poem of Elfrida, and a defcription of the place 
we now mention, is thus finely introduced in the 
commencement of the poem : 

** How nobly does this venerable wood, 
«< Gilt with the glories of the orient fun, 
<< Emboibm yon fur manfion! the ibft air 
** Salutes nae with moft cool and temperate breath j 
<* And as I tread, the flow'r befprinkled lawn 
« Sends up a gale of fragrance. I (houM guefs> 
«( If e*er Content deignM viiit mortal clime, 
•f This was her place of deareft refidence.** 

The ftory, principally from Rapiny is as follows— 
King Edgar being informed that the Earl of Dcr 
vonlhire had a daughter, the greateft beauty in 
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England, refolvcd to marry her, if flic anfwercd 
the defcription. However, as he was unwilling to 
make any advances he might have reafon to repent 
of, he communicated his defign to Earl Ethelwold, 
his fevourite, and ordered him to fee whether the 
Lady*s beauty was equal to what report mentioned. 
Arrived at the Duke's houfe, Ethelwold fell defpe- 
rately in love with her, and, forgetting all his 
mailer's favours, privately married her himfelf, and 
took her to his caftle in the Foreft of Harewood. 
But as favourites are feldom without private ene- 
mies, fo Edgar was loon after informed of the 
truth, and took occalion to go into thofe parts, 
where Ethelwold kept his wife, and having feen 
her, his heart raged with love and revenge, — 
Malmejbury tells us, he took Ethelwold into a wood, 
called Harewood Foreft, upon pretence of hunt- 
ing, and killed him there with a lance. The na- 
tural fon of this Nobleman happened to come in 
at this accident, and viewing the dead body of his 
father, the king fternly alked him, how he liked 
the game ? The youth replied, that wbatfoever 
pleafed the King, ought not to be dilplealing tp 
him. This courdy anfwer, on fo moving an oc* 
cafion, furprized the King, and gave him a ftrong 
affeftion for the young man ever after. He .foon 
after married Elfrida, who caufed a convent to be 
built at the pl^ce where her hulband was flain. 
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There is a large farm-houfe at fomc confiderable 
diftance from Harewood, called Uanfrawthers that 
is, Uan-frawdol or Uan-Jfrodyr^ the Brother's Con- 
vent, a place of worfhip; for Britiffi proper names 
of places commonly give an explanation or delcrip- 
tion of the place. It is feldom, if ever, otherwife. 
In this retired place. Learning, in days of yore, had 
taken up her peaceful refidence, and whilft wars 
and ignorance pervaded the greateft part of the 
Britilh ifle, the liberal arts flourifhed in this feleft 
Ipot on the banks of the Wye, From fragments 
remaining of the ancient Britifti hiftory, it aj^ears 
that, near this place, there was a very noted femina- 
ry, over which Dubricius prefided, and where he is 
faid to have had above a thoufand ftudents, learn- 
ing the different branches of the literature of that 
time. There is at prefent a parifh church, called 
Hendand, properly Hen-Uafiy that is, the Old 
Church, where the chief feat feems to have been 
of this famous feminary. 

As we proceed from Harewood, on the oppofite 
fide of the river is a ^ot marked by a fine grove 
of trees, called Caple Tump, which has long been 
celebrated for its annual feflival : it is to be oblerved, 
that in the Whitluntide holidays, much company 
meet hire from the towhs and villages around, 
particularly from Rofs, Monmouth, and Hereford. 
Hofpitality, friendlhip, and mirth are often enjoyed 
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in this delightful fpot, and the opulent and poor 
here mutually partake of the fecial blcffings of 
rural mirth — 

" Whilft all the village train, from labour free, 
'< Lead up their fports beneath the ipreading tree/' 

And by their innocent conviviality prefent to the 
eye of fenfibility, a pifture of domeftic happinefs 
highly ^leafing to the imagination. 

A few hundred yards beneath this charming 
wood, the Wye meanders with great variety under 
a lofty bank upon the top of which is feen an old 
manfion-houfe, called Cradock. This is a very 
ancient place, as its name befpeaks it, being fo 
called from Cradoc or Caradoc, a valiant Britilh 
chief, who fo long and bravely oppofed the Romans 
in Siluria. He was generally known by the name 
of Caradog Fraicb Frds (fat or ftrong arm,) Prince 
between Wye and Severn ; fo that in all probability 
he was Sovereign of the diftridt of Ereinuc or 
Irginfield — 

" Fairer than the rifing ftar — 
« Cradoc! though (halt beam afar) 
" E'en where Sol's extenfive ray 
** Scorns to ulher in the day." 

This was once the refidence of a branch of the 
Scudamore family, and now belongs, with a good 
eftate, to Lord Digby. At the diftance of a quar- 
ter of a mile below, near to the river, the neat 
little church of Selleck, with its elegant fpire rifing 
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up between the trees, is a ftriking and pifturelquc 
object. 

About a mile from the northern bank of the 
river, is the curious and ancient manfion-houfe of 

FAWLEy COURT, 

An objeft particularly worthy of the notice of the 
antiquarian traveller. It was built about the time 
of Queen Elizabeth. The offices are fpacious, and 
now converted into a handfome farm-houfe. Such 
a remnant of antiquity is feldom feen with indif- 
ference, for the fight c^ a venerable old manfion 
feeds the imagination with ideas of the domeftic 
felicity once enjoyed within its walls, and generally 
creates a kind of delight to contraft its prefent, 
with its former date. The fine entrance, the great 
hall, and dining-parlour, are entire and well pre^ 
ferved j and from the liberality of the prefent pof- 
feflTor, thefe fpacious apartments are occafionally 
appropriated to the revival of its former hofpitality. 
This houfe, with a confiderable efl:ate, is the pro- 
perty of Mr. Money, whofe grandmother was 
daughter to Sir John Kyrle, who refided here in 
1635; his two other brothers lived in their old 
family feat at Homme Houfe, and Walford, near 
Rofs. Mr. Kyrle, Pope's Celebrated Man of Rofs, 
was a defcendant of this Sir John Kyrle. 

From Fawley the Wye meanders in a very 
beautiful manner, till it reaches How Caple, which 
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1$ finely fituate, and has a handfome appearance 
from many points of view. The river flowing from 
thence, almoft encircles a fine eftate called Ingate- 
fione, in which is feen a fpacious old brick man* 
fion, formerly die refidence of the family of the 
Holkins. A few hundred yards from hence, and 
near die river, a handfome new-built houfe, called 

CARTHAGE 

Prefents itfelf, the feat of Mr. Lloyd. Nearly 
adjoining is Foye church, and its modern vicarage 
houfc, a moft dcfirablc fummer refidence. TJie 
oppofite bank to Foye is a part of the pleafant 
village of Brampton Abbot. The Wye, from Foye 
to Rofs, pafles under a beautiful wogd, called Afh, 
on the fummit of which is a comfortable old houfc 
belonging to Mr. Meend: from many points of 
view near this fpot, the town of Rofs, with Pen^ 
yard and the adjacent woods, conftitute a fcene of 
great beauty, and is one of the various views on 
this river well worth the attention of the artift and 
traveller. Two miles from Afh, the Wye winds 
round, near Rofs, in the form of a horfe-Ihoe, and 
pafles under ' 

WILTON CASTLE. 

•This place lies on the banks of the river, contiguous 
to the high-road leading from the city of Hereford 
to Rofs, and was a building of great fl:rength, a$ 
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"well as antiquity. By certain credit of record, it 
appears, that it was built by Hugh de Longchannp, 
who held the manor of Wilton as the gift of Henry I. 
by the fervice of fending two men at arms in the 
wars of Wales. To him fuccccded Hugh, his 
fon, who had a confirmation thereof from Henry IL 
Henry, fucceffor to this Hugh, was Sheriff of Here- 
fordlhire in the reign of Henry IL and Richard I. 
whofe fon left only one daughter, Maud, married 
to Reginald de Grey, Jufticc of Chefter, by which 
the lordfliip of Wilton came firft into that family. 

This caftle continued in that defcent, from which 
many worthy Barons of that name have fprung, 
down to the time of William Lord Grey de Wilton, 
who fucceeded to this honour on the death of his 
three brothers. He was a brave foldier, dignified 
with many offices in ftate, and pofts in war, a 
.Knight of the Garter, &c. He defended Calais 
againft the French during the reign of Queen Mary, 
but being at lafl: made prifoner, he was forced to 
pay 24,000 crowns for his ranfomj in order to raile 
which fum, he was obliged to fell the greateft part 
of his eftates. His fon Arthur was alfo Knight of 
the Garter, and one of the Peers who fat upon the 
trial of the Duke of Norfolk; he was iikewife one 
of the Commiffioners for the trial of Mary Queen 
of Scots, and Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, In this 
laft honourable fituation, he had an opportunity of 
immortalizing himfelf by becoming the patron of 
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Spenfer the poet, whom he appointed to be his 
Secretary. The gratitude of the bard will render 
tord Grey's name for ever memorable. His Lord- 
ihip died 35th Elizabeth, leaving iffue Thomas, 
who was accufed of a confpiracy with Lord Cob- 
ham, Sir Walter Raleigh, &c, and confined in the 
Tower, where he died July 6, 16 14, being the laft 
Lord Grey of Wilton. 

It may reafonably be imagined, that this manor 
was difpofed of with other parts of the eftatc by 
Lord William, the grandfather, in order to obtain 
his ranfom : for we find that it foon after belonged 
to John, firft Lord Chandos, who had married his 
fitter, and from that time Wilton continued to be 
the occafional refidence of the family of the Brydgcs, - 
until the year 1644, when, during the time of the 
great rebellion, it feltttie iron efiefts of Cromwell's 
ufurpation. This caftle was a place of confiderable 
ftrength, and was befieged a little previous to the 
capture of Hereford in 1645, by a detached body 
of the Parliamentary army. The fmall garrifon 
it contained made a delperate defence, and the 
place, on being taken, fufFered much from the 
deftruftive fpirit of the enemy. This manor 
was, fome years ago, fold, a.s well as other large 
eftates in this county belonging to the Chandos 
family, and purchafed by the Truftees pf Guy's 
Holpital. 
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The remaining part of this caftlc is fitted up for 
a moft defirable refidence. The caftle, with Wil- 
ton bridge, &€• as fcen from fundry different 
points, are highly ftriking. 

Here we muft leave, with r^ret, our favourite 
river, after . having followed its devious courfe 
through a variety of charming fcenes; and, though 
in our prefent confined plan, its banks do not at- 
tain that grandeur and fublimity of fcenery, which 
are found in many parts from Ro(s to Monmouth 
and Chepftow, rieverthelefs, the traveller of tafte 
will find his cnriofity amply gratified in examining 
the pifturefque objefts of this beautiful river: and 
when to the extraordinary leledion. of its favourite 
views we add the lalubrity of the climate, the fer- 
tility of the adjacent country, and the holpitality 
of the inhabitants, we may fay, with a kind of ex- 
ulting rapture,

relating to Coninglby's HolpitaL 

THIS indenture, made the firft day of July, 
1617, &c. between Sir Thomas Coningiby, 
of Hampton Court, in the county of Hereford, 
Knight, on the one part, and Simon Savcry, of 
Bodenham, in the faid county of Hereford, Clerk, 
and Charles Adams, of Bodenham aforefaid. Gen- 
tleman, on the other part, witnefleth, that whereas 
by a ftatute made, &c. the 24th day of Odober, 
in the 39th year of our late Sovereign Lady Queen 
Elizabeth, and in the year 1597, amongft other 
things it was enafted. That all and every perfon, 
&c, fcifed of an eftate in fee fimple, at his or their 
will or pleafure, (hall have full power and authority 
by deed inroUed in the High Court of Chancery, 
to ereft or cftablilh one or .more Hofpitals at his or 
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their will or pleafurc, &c.; now this indenture 
further witneffeth, that the faid Sir Thomas Con- 
ingfby, to the honour of God, the Father of every 
good and perfeft gift, in thankfulnefs to him for 
his defence and protedion as well in foreign travels 
by fea and land, as alfo for his prefervation againft 
malice and pradtice at home, in fubmifTion unto his 
chaftifcments upon the perfon of the faid Sir Thomas 
Coningfby, that have difabled his body in this 
world, and enabled his mind and thoughts to an 
cxpeftation of the world to come, and with a 
Chriftian hope and humble fnpplication to him for 
his blefling on his pofterity, now depending upon 
the laft of fix fons which he had by his worthy and 
virtuous wife Philippa, the daughter of Sir Wil- 
liam Fitz-Williams, and being feifed in fee of 
houfes, lands, and the following parcels of com- 
mandry that were the inheritance of thofe Knights 
of St. John of Jerufalem, and formerly employed 
as part of fuftentation to Chriftian valour and cou- 
rage, by virtue, power, and authority in the afore- 
faid ftatute given and provided, by this deed to be 
inrolled in the High Court of Chancery, doth 
ordain and conftitute. That all that quadrangle or 
fquare building of ftone, cbnfifting of twelve dwel- 
lings, a chapel and hall, and two other rooms in* 
tended for a pantry, and one great room over 
them, and the foil whereon it ftands, and that 
court inclofed within it, fituate and bounded on 
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the weft part upon the High-ftreet without Widc- 
marlh-Gate, in the fuburbs of the city of Here- 
ford, and bounded on all other. parts by the land 
of Sir Thomas Coningiby, ibmetime the poiTeflion 
of the Prior of St. John's of Jerufalem, fhall be^ 
and remain a Holpital for ever -, and the faid Sir 
Thomas Coningiby doth ereft and call the fame 
" Coningfiy's Company of old Servitors, in tbejulfurbs 
" of the city of Hereford,*' and doth ordain that 
there lliall be and remain in the faid Hoipital a 
Chaplain, and eleven poor old Servitors that have 
been fbldiers, mariners or ferving-men, for ever. 
The faid Chaplain to be a Graduate in the Uni^ 
verfity of Oxford, and a preacher well read and 
well fpoken, and above all of honeft and difcreet 
converfation. Six of the faid number of eleven Ser- 
vitors to be old foldiers of three years fervice at leaft, 
in the counties of Hereford, Worceftcr, or Salop: 
and if there ihall not be full fix fuch foldiers capa- 
ble at all times of the faid places in the faid coun- 
ties, then the number to be fupplied by mariners 
of the faid counties, of three years tried employ- 
ment at lea, and the other five to be old ferving- 
men, of feven years fervice in one family, wanting 
better maintenance — to be maintained for ever in 
manner hereafter expreffed — whereof one of the 
Servitors, being a foldier, which fliall be the Head, 
Chief or Governor, fhall be called the Corporal of 
Coningjbys Company, &c. And the faid Chaplain

fhall be affiftant to the faid Head or Chief; and 
the Head, Chaplain, and Servitors fhall be elefted 
in forili hereafter exprefledj each of which, &c. 
(hall have a lodging with three chancibers or rooms, 
two upper rooms and a lower room; the faid 
Corporal or Head to rcfide in the lodging next 
adjoining the hall, and the faid Chaplain in the 
lodging next adjoining the Chapel, and the reft in 
order according to their antiquity. And the laid 
Sir T. C. doth by thefe prefents nominate and 
appoint the faid Simon Savery, Clerk, to be firft 
and prefent Chaplain, and thefe eleven perfcns fol- 
lowing, /. e. the faid Charles Adams, Gent. Tho- 
mas St. John, John Oliver, Thomas Rces, Henry 
£vans, Richard Howarth, James Dower, Francis 
Maudlin, Walter Read, Robert Cardue, William 
Hodges, to be the firft old Servitors of the faid 
Hofpital, and that the faid Charles Adams fhall be 
the Head or Chief, and be called the Corporal of 
Coningfby's Company, &c. and that the faid 
Chaplain fhall be affiftant to the faid Corporal in 
governing the faid Hofpital. And the faid Sir T. C. 
doth by thefe prefents incorporate the faid Head, 
Chaplain, and old Servitors by the name of Co- 
ningfby*s Company, &c. and doth eftablilh and 
create them one body politic and corporate for 
ever, and that they fhall have a perpetual fucceffion, 
and by that name fhall be perfons able and capable 
in die law to purchafc, buy, acquire, &c. to them 
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and their fucceflbrs for ever, goods and chattels, 
knds, tenements, &c. and by that nanne to fet and 
let fuch lands, &c. to innplead and be impleaded, 
luc and be fued, and to do any other aft in law as 
fully, really, and freely as any other like corpora- 
tion or body politic may do. And diat they fhall 
have a common feal to (ign the bufinefs and affairs 
of the faid Holpital, which feal ftiall contain this 
imprellion, viz. a Coney in a hunch of Feathers in a 
Cermet j and the faid feal fhall be kept in a cheft 
faft locked with two locks and two keys, the faid 
Chaplain to have the cuftody of the one key, and 
the Corporal to have the cuttody of the other. ' And 
the faid Sir T. C. doth by thefe prefents endow 
the faid Hofpital, and doth alien, give, grant, &c. 
unto the faid Chaplain, Corporal and Company, all 
thofe twelve lodgings, chapel, hall, buttery, pantry, 
and rooms over them, and the faid quadrangle 
within the faid buildings, and all the faid fcite of 
the faid Holpital, and all that quantity of ground 
lying betwixt the wall ,which extendeth from the 
quadrangle to that part of the faid ancient Monkery 
which now is Handing, and wherein the faid Sir 
T. C. doth fomerimes lodge and refide, and from 
thence to the brook called the Tan-Brooky and 
from thence to certain gardens on the weft part, 
and from thence to the corner of the faid chapel; 
the faid fpot of ground to be ufed, planted, &c. 
for a common garden to the faid Holpital. And 
p 
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the laid Sir T, C. doth further hereby g?vc, grant, 
&c. to the faid Corporal and Company, all thofc 
new buildings on the weft fide^ and oa the other 
fide of Widemarlh-ftrect, over againft the faid 
Hofpttal, containing a brewhoufe, a bakchouie, a 
lodging for a brewer and baker, and certain other 
rooms and ftables, makij^ up a fquare building; 
t(^ther with the yard within the fame^ and alfo fo 
much land adjoining to the ^lid new building as 
Aiall extend in breadth and width ten feet on either 
fide the faid new building, and m length from the 
faid new building and the ftreet called Widemarftx- 
ftreet unto the Portficlds weftward, to have and to 
hold the laid chapel, hall, lands> &c. &c. to the 
faid Corporation and their fucceflbrs for ever. And 
die faid Sir T. C. doth by thefe prefents covenant 
aiid grant, for himfclf, his heirs, executors, &c. to 
and with the faid Simon Savery and Charles Adams, 
that the faid Sir T. C. his heirs, &c. fhall, within 
three years next following, endow the faid Hofpital 
with other lands, &c. in fee fimple, fulBcient in 
every refpeft to pay and difcharge all penfions, &c. 
to have continuance for ever. And the faid Sir 
T. C. doth hereby ordain, that whenfoever the 
Chaplain or Corporal, or any more of the faid 
Company (hall die, or be removed from his or 
their rooms or places, that then, and .after there 
fhall be one other or more, according as the cafe 
fliaU require, being born In the counties of Here-

ford, Worccfter, or Salop, or being a Coningfcy 
in name and arms, chofen into the place of him 
or them, fo dying, or removed by the faid SirT. C, 
or his heirs for the time being, cominuing owners 
of the faid Sir T. C.'s houfe, named Hampton 
Court, in the county of Hereford, or, in dcfeult of 
fuch heirs, being owners thereof, by the Lord or 
Lords, owner or owners in fee of the laid houfe, fo 
as the iaid Sir T. C. or they make choice, within 
fix !:nonth$ after the death or dilplacing of fuch the 
faid Chaplain or old Senritor, and, in default of 
fuch choice, then by the Juftices of Affize for the 
county pf Hereford, affigned for the time being, at 
the next affize held for the faid county after the end 
pf the faid fix months. And the faid Sir T. C. doth 
by th^fe prdents conftitut^ and ordain, riiat when- 
Hyevcr the faid place of the faid Corporal or Chief 
fhall be void, that, if there be any old Soldier ca- 
pajtJe and. eligible thereunto, accordkg to the ordi- 
nance made or to he made for the goveraiajiept gf 
the i^id HoTpital, being a Coningfby in name and 
arms, of what county foever.hebe within the realm 
of England, that he fhaJl be preferred and chofen 
to the fdace before any other; and if there be none 
foch of ^ fame name and blood, then that fome 
other pj^ble by the fafd ordiiiaftce,:jand being a 
gentleman born in thfc county of Hereford, Salop, or 
Worcelter, (hall be chofen to the faid place, and 
fix^i itile^and whce hi^felf, and during his conti- 
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nuance in the faid place be called. Corporal Ca-» 
ningfby, and by no other furname. And that the 
faid Corporal and Company, in all their letters and 
writings to and of the laid Sir T- C, and his heirs, 
or the owners of Hampton Court aforefaid, being 
their founder, Ihall call, write, and ftilc him and 
them by the name of their Commander and Com- 
manders of the faid Ho^ital, and by no other 
name, in memory of thofe worthy governors that 
formerly ruled a military fociety in that place. And 
the faid Corporal and Chaplain, and every other of 
the old Servitors, fhall have one of the year's rents 
of the prcmifes, lands, &c. afligned or allotted. 
To that purpofe, provifion or maintenance here- 
after to be given yearly (viz,) every one of die faid 
Corporation or Society Ihall have, for every week, 
two loaves of bread made of good wheat, every 
loaf weighing four pounds weight, and to be deli- 
vered weekly in the common-hall of the faid Hof- 
pital, the one on tlie Monday morning and the 
other on the Thurfday morning, and two full ale 
quarts of beer for every day, namely one quart at 
eleven of the clock, and the other quart at fix of 
the clock at night: the lakl beer to be made of 
barley malt, after the rate of three bufhcjs to the 
hogfhead, from AU-Saints' tide until Eafterj «nd, 
from Eafter to All-Saints' tide, after the rate of 
two bufliels to the hogfliead. And every one of 
the faid Corporation or Hospital IbalUikewife have 
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dcKvered unto him, within feven days after MI- 
chaelnnas-dajr, two chccfes of the beft Shropfhire 
cheefc, (M* as good as the bdft now is accounted, 
and every checfe to be forty pounds weight; and 
alfo three gallons of good wholefome butter; whic^ 
provifion of cheefe and butter fhall be bought yeariy 
at Kingfland fair, or fome other fm fit for that 
purpofc; and every one of them (hall likcwife have 
delivered to him yearly^ at the laid Holpital, be* 
fore the fcaft of St. Michael, for fuel and firing one 
hundred faggots a piece, of a yard in length and 
thirty inches about in compafs. And rhe faid Sir 
T. C, for himfelf, his heirs, &c. doth likewife 
covenant and promife, that there (hall be for ever 
kept upon fome good ground, not far from the 
laid Hpfpital, a ftock of kine, whereby fuch of the 
faid Hofpital as (hall buy milk for their diet, Ihall 
have two quarts for a penny in the fummer, and 
three pints for a penny in the winter, fo as no one 
of them buy above a quart in one day. And the 
faid Sir T. C. doth by thefe prefents appoint, that , 
yearly, upon the feftival days of Chriftmas, Can- 
dlemas, Eafter, Whitfuntide, All-Saints, and tvcry 
Sunday throughout the year, the faid. Corporal, 
Chaplain and Company together, Ihall have a diur 
ner and fupper, in the common lull of die faid 
Hofpital, out of the common dock, viz. at dinner 
a piece of beef roafted, and at fupper mutton and 
bro(b made in a competent manner, with bread 
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artd beer, ©vcr and ibovc their Weekly allowance?, 
ahd a fire in the hall upon the faid Mival day^ 
dnd Siiftda/S, from All-Saints' tide until the firft 
day of Lent And the faid Corporal and Chaplain 
ftall, for their further and more full maintenance, 
have each of them paid uhto him, in money weekly, 
^s. 4d. and every other old Servitor of the- f^d 
Company (hall have paid unto him, in money 
weekly, 2s. 6d. the faid paynftent to bt made weekly 
upon Monday morning, in the common hall of the 
faid Hofpital, after prayers. And touching the 
apparel of the faid Corporal and old Servitors, the 
faid Sir T. C. doth ordain and appoint, that every 
one of them fhall have at the firft admittance a 
fuftian fuit of ginger colour, of a foldierJike falhion, 
feemly laced ; an ha.t with a band of white, and red 
flippers; a foldier-like jerkin with half fleeves, and 
a fquare ftiirt down half the thigh, with a moncado 
or Spanifh cap; a foldier-like fword, with a belt, 
to wear as he goeth abroad; a cloak of red cloth 
Jined with bays of red, and reaching to the knee, 
and a feemly gown to be worn of red cloth, reach- 
ing down to the ancle, lined likewife with red bays, 
to be worn in the faid Hofpital, and the faid doak 
^ be wom in farther walks or journeys. And that 
afterwards, yctirly, upon the feaft of Pentecoft, 
every fecohd year after, the like hat of jerkin to 
be delivered to them, and every of them for ever:

And tht 
faid Sir T. €• doth further ordain and appoint, 
chat whenfoever the faid Company Ihall go to the 
Cathedral Church of the faid city, or to any other 
public place in the faid city, according as by ordi*- 
nance Ihall be laid dowh> the f^id Chaplain and 
Corporal Ihall go together, before the reft of the 
faid Company, the faid Chaplain, with his bible, in 
the forefront of the faid Company, and the reft by 
two and two, as the &id Corporal and Chaplain 
ihall affociate them: the faid Corporal and Com- 
pany wearing their fwords, if the laws and ordi- 
nances of this kingdom permit the fame, and wear- 
ing their apparel and gowns aforefaid. And the 
faid Sir T. C. doth likewife ordain, that if any of 
the faid Company (hall haunt taverns or alehoufes, 
and be a common drunkard, quarreller, babler, or 
live incontinently, or if any of them (hall be proved 
to beg or cozen, or commit any other notorious 
crime not capital, and Ihall thereof be juftly de- 
teded by the teftimony'of two wimefles, before the 
Mayor of the city of Hereford, or any other Juftice 
of the Peace, that then fuch offbnder lliaH, for his 
firft oflfence, be publickly, in the common hall of 
the faid Holpital> before ail the old Servitors, ad- 
mc)tiiftx€d by thd faid Chaplain and Corporals and. 
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for hU fecond Qflfencc, be deprived of his mainte^ 
nance for one nnonthi and chat the fantie fhall be 
equally divided between the reft of the faid Com* 
panyi and, for the third o^nce, (hall be finally 
difcharged or expelled by the faid Sir T, C. or his 
heirs, or the owners of the faid houfe of Hampton 
Court for the time being aforefaid; or, in his or 
their default or neglcd of difplacing fuch ofienders 
by the fpace of fix months^ then by the Juftices of 
Ailize of the faid county of Hereford, at the next 
affizcs following; and one or more, according as 
the cafe fhall require, to be placed in their rooms 
or places fo as aforefaid offending. 

Itepiy The faid Sir T. C- dodi ordain, that die 
faid Corporal and Chaplain for the time being, fhall 
have the receipt and colleftion of all the rents, 
revenues, and profits of the faid Company, and out 
of the fame to pay diemfelves, and the refl of the 
faid allowances at the time limited and appointed; 
and fuch overplus of money or provifion as fhall 
fortune to be or grow, to be put up in a com.mon 
ftock or chefl, and of the otjier common provifions 
to be put up in a common ftorehoufc to be ap- 
pointed out of the faid qew buildings, there to be 
kept for die good of them ^d the faid Company. 
Provided always, that if the fai^ Corporal or Chap- 
lain fhall willingly default or kpep back 5J. pr 5s. 
worth of the allowances of the faid Company, or 
ponvert it xo his pr their own private ufc^ then

fuch offender, i$fofa£lo^ ihall lofe bis plkcc, and be 
immediately deprived thereof to all intents and 
purpofes. 

Item, The faid Sir T. C. doth by thefe prefcncs 
ordain, that the faid Corporal and Chaplain (hall, 
nvhenevcr they be thereunto called by the faid Sir 
T. C. his faid heirs, &c. account before* him or 
them all fuch fums of money as (hall be received 
by them, under pain to lofe their places, and the 
fame account yearly to be entered into a regifter 
book to be kept for that purpofe.

pany may at all times have accefs to them, land 
therefore know what they have to do and obfetve.

Now, there remains to provide for diofe I have 
litde lefs at heart than the fore-written, viz. my 
Camerado of old foldiers and ferving-men: much 
of my intention therein, Thomas Eaton hath in 
writing, and God of his blefied goodnefs give me 
leave to live to fee die fame perfedtedj if not, I 
require and conjure my fon, upon all that cither 
by the law of nature, man, or God, ought to be 
betwixt fethcr and fon, that he perform it to tl» 
utmoft of the law, which is faid to be but aooL a 
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year; the which, the better to enable him to per- 
form it, I give him all my lands in Leicefterfhire, 
which amount to aioL per annum, and it may be 
better, with the advowfon of the vicarage there- 
with, well worth Sol, a year, and it. may without 
fipfiony, for fo pious a ufe and work, be turned 
to annual profit.

To be kept and ehfirve^ by the Chaplain, Corporal, and Ser^vitors of 
ConijJgfey's Hofpital, appointed and direSed the joth day of 
Bicember, 1716, by the Right Hon, TifOMAS Lord Coninosby> 
Pommander of tbefaid Hojpital* 

I. That thefe rules and ordinances be fairly en- 
grofied and written on parchment, and put into a 
frame, and kept conftantly hung up in the chapel 
belonging to the faid Hofpital, and that they be 
entered into a paper book to be kept for that pur- 
pofe in a cheft in the faid chapel, and that the 
prefent Chaplain, Corporal, and Servitors fubfcribe 
their names to the faid rules in the faid book* 
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• II. That every future Chaplain, Corporal and 
Servitor hereafter to be admitted into the faid Hof* 
pital, fhall, at the tinie of his admiflion, read or 
hear read unto him thefe rules and orders, and 
Ihall live and be conformable, as well to thefe rules 
and orders, as to any other* ancient ftatutes belong- 
ing to the faid Hofpital. 

III. That no one of the faid Servitors, &c. fliall, 
at any time or times hereafter, depart or abfent 
himfelf from the faid Hofpital above the Ipace of 
three days at any one time, without the Ipecial 
licence and confcnt of the Commander or Corporal 
of the faid Hofpital, upon the penalty of forfeiting, 
for the firft oflFence, one week's pay; for the fecond, 
a full month's pay; and, for the third, upon the 
penalty of being expelled the faid Hofpital. 

IV. That each Servitor fhall conftandy, upon 
every Lord's day, in his proper habit and cloak, go 
along with the Corporal to the Minfler or Cathedrsrf 
Church, and attend morning fervice and fermon 
each day celebrated, and fit in the proper feat there 
appointed and belonging to the Corporal and Ser- 
vitors; and alfo conftandy attend divine fervice 
performed in the Chapel of the faid Hofpital. 

v. That every Servitor fhall, on the firft Siinday 
in the twelve days of Chrifhnas, and on Whit- 
funday every year, receive, in the Chapel of the 
faid Hofpital, the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, 
upon forfeiture of fix months' pay, unlefs fuch rea-

fcnable excuie iball be made as ihall be certified

in* That every Chaplain, &c. do conftantly and 
perfonally attend, or find a proper Clergyman to 
read the prayers, and adminifter the Sacrament of 
the Lord's Supper, as herein directed, viz. to read 
prayers upon every Sunday in the afternoon, and 
upon every Monday, Wednefday, Friday, and Sa- 
turday morning, weekly, and yearly to adminifter 
the Sacrament in the faid Chapel on the firft Sunday 
in the twelvq days of Chriftmas, and on Whitfun- 
day.

To aU Chriftian people, &c, I Thomas Kerry, 
of Sherfieldji in the county of Kent, £(q. fend 
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greeting to our Lx)rd God evcrlafting. Know ye, 
that I the faid Thomas Kerry, in confidcration of 
lands left me by my uncle and aunt, William Bur- 
ley, Clerk, and JoanBuriey, widow, and of goods 
and money left and paid by Richard Ridge, ibme- 
time Abbot of Nottcley, and his brother Rowland 
Ridge, of Crendon, in the county of Bucks, unto 
me the faid T. K. and in duty to my father and 
mother for the lands and goods left by them unto 
me and my heirs for everj and for performance 
of the charitable intent of my father, and for fun- 
dry other good confiderations me in this behalf 
moving, and withal conGdering the infinite num- 
ber of poor people in the city of Hereford, in' the 
county of Hereford, being the place where I the 
faid T. K. was born, and the fmall relief that the 
faid poor people, and efpecially thofe of the elder 
fort, have, do ordain and conftitute, &c. all that 
my meffuage and houfes, &c. lying and being in 
the parifh of St. Peter, in the city of Hereford, 
being holden in focage, in the nature of burgage 
tenure, and not in chief, fliall be and remain an 
Hofpital for ever. And I the faid T. K, do dedi- 
cate the fame, in the name, and for the honour, 
of the holy, eternal, and undivided Trinity; and

In the name of God, Amen, Nov. 3, 1604, and 
In the third year of our Sovereign Lord James by 
the grace of God King of England, &c. I Wil- 
liam Price, Citizen and Merchant Tailor of Lon- 
don, being fick in body, but of perfeft memory, 
do make and declare this my prefent will and tef- 
tament for and concerning the gift, &c. of my 
lands, &c. hereafter mentioned in manner and form 
following, i. e. Firft, whereas I am lawfully feized 
of an eftate in fee fimple of. and in one meffuage 
or tenement with the appurtenances, in Wading- 
ftreet, London, called or known by the name of 
the Saracen's Head, and of another mefluage or 
tenement in Chelmsford, in the .county of Effex, 
and of a certain tenement and garden in Hungrie- 
ftrect, in the city of Hereford— I do now devife, 
&c. to my loving friends John Marden and John 
Green, Citizens of London, and to Richard Roade, 
of Totnefs, in the county of Devon, merchant. 
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and James Roade, of the city of Herefot-d, mercer, 
their heirs, &c. all and every my faid melTuages, 
&c. whatfoevcr (except my mefiuage or tenement 
wherein the faid John Green now dwelleth,) upon 
this truft, that they fell away all the faid meffuagesi 
fends, &c. and that out of the iTK>nies coming from 
the fale of the faid meffuages, lands, tenements, 
&c. they Ihall procure and purchafe a fufficient 
coloration and licence of mortmain for the creft- 
ing and eftablifhing of an Alms-houfe or Alms* . 
houfes* to have perpetual continuance^ fuftefitatiort 
and maintenance, in fuch place or places in or near 
the city of Hereford as well may be, and in fuch 
manner, and for relief of fuch and fo many poor 
perfons, and with iuch pehGons and allowances^ ai 
by the faid John Manden, John Green, Richard 
Roade, and James Roade, or the furvivof*sof them, 
or the more part of them, (hall think meet and 
convenient, according to the laws and ftatutes of 
this realm. 

Jn Extras of JamesRoadeV Deed cfSenletnen on Prki's H^fpltal. 

This indenture, m.ade the loth day of July, 1636, 
between James Roade, of the city of Hereford, Eiq. 
of the one part, and Hugh Davies, Clerk, James 
Walwyii, Henr)r Hughes, HughHufbands, Rich- 
ard Wellington; Thomas Smith, Robert Maylard, 
Richard Corbett, John "Evans, William Parfons, 
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Francis Saunders, William Munkland, and Tho- 
mas Stilling, all of the.faid city, of the other part. 

Whereas William Price, late citizen and mer- 
chant tailor of London, did by his laft will and tcC- 
tament appoint, that John Marden, Richard Roade

Walwyn, ^c. the firft and prefent twelve poor

vey unto the faid Hugh Da vies, &c. all that meC- 
fuage or Manfion-houfe and Chapel wherein the 
faid twelve poor men- do now inhabit, with the 
gardens thereunjto adjoining; and alfo all thde 
mefluages and lands in the parilh of Clodock, iq 
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the county of Hereford, commonly known by the 
name of Wain Herbert Farm, containing in the 
whole about ninety-four acres; and alfo all that

8d. and that the overplus 
ihall remain in dock for the ufe and benefit of the 
laid Hoipital; and that out of the overplus tbene 
(hall be every Fourrii year, twelve gowns mads for 
the twelve poor men, and that the letters W. P, 
fliall be fewed on one of the fleeves of each of the 
faid gowns* And that the flock of money fliatt 
be from time to time iffued, &c. to the repairii^ 
of the faid Hofpital, and for fuch other ufes con^ 
cerning the faid Hofpital, as by the Governors ihall 
be thought fit. And the faki Chaplain, &c. ftaU 
have a common feal, whereupon the pidure of 
death's head fhall be engraven, with this circum- 
fcription about the fame, Price^s Hofpttal-, where- 
with the faid Chaplain, &c. fhall feal any manner 
of inftr.ument refpefting the faid Hofpital, &c,; and 
that the faid Chaplain, &c. fhall have the cuflotjy 
of the faid feal, &c. and of all fuch flocks of mo- 
nies, writings, &c. belonging to the faid Hofpital;

though fummoned thereto, and becaufe the faid 
Barbican was given to us in charge, to be furveyed, 
as under a rent to the ftate of the late Charles 
Stuart, we return the fame valued as above.
